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Rev. Father General to admit us to go in his own 
Ship, immediately on his underftaHding that he 
was preparing for a general Redemption in thofe 
very States whither hirafelfwascommiflionedas 
Envoy. 

Such obliging Offers were, by the Rev. F. Ge- 
neral, accepted with all due Acknowledgment, 
and ingaged him to think only on regulating out 
Departure by that of M. Dufault. 

The R. T. Riviere' and De Ii«Ci^, Deputies 
from Languedoc and Quyenne for redeeming Slaves 
appertaining to their refpedive Provinces, tak- 
ing alfo Advantage of the fame Proffers, arrived 
at Marjielles almolt when we did. 

The AfTurance which /M-Dif/itt/t gave us at Pa* 
ris that he was to fet out for Marfelles very ear- 
ly in May^hzA obliged us to go away before, leav- 
ing Paris, F. Comelin^ and myfelf, April 2?. 
1 7 1 9. Tho' we got to Marfelles^ May \ o,we were 
forced to wait there, till Septimber 1 9, for M. Du- 
faulty whp could not get thither fboner. This 
Delay was not to our Lofs ^ fince our mofl Revi 
F^ General, anfwerably to his wonted pious and 
charitable Difpofition,labored fuccesfuUy towards 
augmenting our Fund : We likewjfe received two 
thoufand Pieces of Eight, beftoweci in Charity by 
a CoUrt-Officer. With thefe additional Succors 
we made ready for our Voyage, notwithfbinding 
all the Efforts of M. Dufault's Friends, who re- 
prefented to him. That it was dangerous going 
to Sea on Winter's Approach : That a Ship of his 
Majefty's had been loft, theWinter before, on the 
Coaft of Barbary\ zr\t that he ought by all 
means to ftay till Spring. There was Room in-^ 
deied to judge of the Matter by a ftrong N. W, 
Wind which irofe, Sfptei»i^er 30, obliging \isto 
. ^ B 2 keep 
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tcep %rhWn the Port, tho* that was the Day dct 
iigned for our going out into the Road, 

While we waited for a favorable Gale, wc 
law the Arrival of two Families, returning from 
Iripoly. One was of Langutioc^ a>nfifting of 9 
l^an, his Wife aiid a fucking Infant The other 
was of Coni^ in Savoy^ being alfo Husband, ^ ife, 
and a Son about eight Years old. Thefe two 
Men had been fervirg the Veretians^ in the 
Ifland Corfu. Ihey believed it (afc enough for 
them to venture theii; Paflage on a VtnetiaM Ship 
going to Las Salinas de Zara on the Barbary 
Coaft, oppolite to the Ifland Jerba, where that 
Republic ufually fend for Sak, paying a certain 
Tribute to the Trifolittes. The Ship's Equipage 
were fifty- two Men, and in Condition to have 
made a good Defeiife •, but they too %r confided 
in the Sincerity of thofe on board a Trtpline Ro* 
ver they met with, who, according to Jitipula*^ 
tions, treated them as Friends, with abundance 
of Civility, yet finally feiztd and condufte^Ji them 
all to Tripoly. The Savoyard dis^urfe^ a thoufand 
Pieces of Eight for a Keleafe ^ and the LaTiruedd^ 
nan was claimed by our Conftil, M^D'Expilly^ 
They informed us, That on the Remonftrances 
made by the French, Evgli/h and Dutch Confuls, 
who complained of this Venetian Ship's being 
talcen Contrary to Treaty, the I)ey held firm, 
(hiftingthem off with this Reply : *^ That the 
*' Barbary Corfkirs being born Pirates, and not 
*^ able to fubfift by any oth^r Means, it was the 
^' Gbrifliafis Bufinefi to be always on their (5uard^ 
** even in Time of Peace**. This ia th'-f/ivhole 
Nation's univerfal Charaften It is. fffffieieotly 
known 'how many Prizes the Gop^fairs of AU 
ptrsj SaMtfyL and that whole. Cbaft,.bav« fomc 
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Years iuiGe made u^n thofe with wlimi tlMfJl 
had juft renewe^ji peace, as well as upon tiheir 
EriemksVwniphPrpcedurc^ foitc of Treaties, 
gives us always our Hands lull of .Ex^ccifc;^^ 
VI the Funfltion. wherewith wc are charged. ' 

Whil? we . made feircparatioa for, oar JDepar* 
ture, M^DnfauU^kt two in the Morning, rode 
away Foft for Toidony. on Notice given him of 
the Arrival of a TripoUne Esvoy^ who brought 
French Slaves, with lome Horfes^; as Prefents t<y 
his Ma jefly, in order to a Renovation of the 
i?€ace^ » On hisReturij^ ^€ fcnt to let us know, 
that his Ship was out in the Road, ^nd that we 
ftiould get (HI hoard our Baggage^ with the 
Money we had to ranfomCaptivcs ^ which we 
began 'to do, 6a the 6thj about eight or nine in 
(h^ Morning. . , 

We had deputed a IReligious to take care 
that our Things fhould be fent on board as they 
vrived. At the Marine he met our Captain,, 
who told him, *^ The Wind was contrary -, that 
• to all Appearance, it would not change in a 
' great wlule v that odr Goods might be fent 
*^ to the. Ship ^ t)ut that he advifed the 
Father&not to imbark *' F- QmAinh being, neverr^ 
thelefs,. alteady gone on board, obliged me i& 
follpjv^ on the ^aotxavr, not to feparatej myfelf 
fromlnm. I was then afflifted with a very vio- 
lent Fever; It would have been merelnfatua^ 
tion to enter on ayoyagein my thien Condition i 
and it was certainly 2i Proyidemml Stroke for 
m^ that the. Wind itidiiot change, till the 2«d^ 
when, thro' the great Care had been ta%!?J of me^ 
I. found myfelf fomewhat b^tte|p;. 1 ; had been- 
brought afeore^ and thea Eeiml»j:jcfid< On the 
3^d. we fet fail ; A ftiff CaW a^t K carried uf 
I^ji§:ly acrofs the Gulf of I/o;/; and then bfeybnd 

the 
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the Iflaiids M^prca and Minorca : But on ^hc 
17th a grieat Calm put a Stop to our Gircer. * 
The iSth, we perceived a Ship which fecmed 
indihed to fpeak with ours, having all its Sails 
loofe, in order to take Advantage of a gentle 
Breeze of Wind moving towards us : But on theijc 
obferving that we prepared to give them a good 
Receptibh, they veered about and difappe^ed. 
Next Day we met a Bark, whence we learned, 
that thefeid Ship was the Admiral of Algiers^ 
mounted with forty Pieces of Cannon. M. Du- 
fauhy underftahding from this Patron, that his 
Bark came from Ligom and was bodnd to Algiers^ 
ordered him to follow his Ship, and not approach 
that Port before him. That Evening a brisk 

^ Wind arofe, ftill increafing in fuch Manner that 
we grew apprehenfive of being driven in the 
Night upon the Algiers, Coaft, which we had al- 
ready difcovered •, this obliged us toly-by till 
after Midnight. The Weather growing more 
and more ftormy, we put ofFto Seawards ^ when 
a furious Tempcft arifing, the Waves prefented 
to our View nothing but lofty Mountains and . 
fnoft horrible AbyfTes. Our Ship was terribly 
fliaken •; the Lightning and Thunder-claps were 
fri^htftil and aftoniftiing, while the ftupendous 
Noife of the rattling Sails and Riging almoft 
perfiiaded me (debilitated in Mind and Body 
thro* the Remains of my recent Difteniper]) that 
1 was got into a Poreft whofe Trees, agitated 
with the Violence of contending Winds, were on 
the Point of being torn afunder or eradicated. 
We ftill kept out to Sea during the Tempeft •, and 

" while the Mariners and Voluntiers were doing . 

the Ship's Work, we attended our Devotions 

with the Fervency which [fuch Perils infpixe : 

*" ' - ' * Our 
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Onr Prayers were accompanied with a rigorous^ 
tho' forced, Abftinence ^ and, among others, 
M. Dnfault, notwithftanding his great Age, was 
near four whole Days without eating. 

November i. being AlUSaints Day, we bore 
away for Cape Meufvz, ^ which we reached to- 
wards Noon. About a League off at Sea from 
that Cape, we beheld the Water round us all 
y ellowifti, like our Rivers in great Storms, which 
made us apprehend our felves too neartheShore, 
and gave us to underftand what abundant Rains 
liad fallen. We kept founding on all Sides, and 
made divcrfe Trips to avoid a Bank which lies 
near the faid Cape. 

Near Sun-fet we came to Anchor in Algun 
Road, hoifting a Penant and white Flag,, with- 
out giving the Fortreffes any Salute. At eighty 
we fired the ufoal Gun, which rouzing the 
CaptJiin of the Port, obliged him to take Beat 
and come to know who we were. Satisfied with 
our Replies to his Interrogatories, he promifed 
to give the Dej' Notice next Morning. 

Nofooner was theDey made acquainted withiH 
Dij/ii«It'sArrival,butheiffuedOrdersforthcCaftles 
making the Salute •, and at the fame time fent 
aboard the accufkomary Prefect of Refreftiment^ 
confifting of one Ox, nine Sheep, two Sacks of 
Bread, with good Store of Greens, Rootis, Gfr;, 
which was repeated three Days fuccelEvely. 
The Salute was of twenty-two Guns, whereto

Scarce bad ihp Morping b^un to give us » 
View of.ib» City and its Port, when we beheld 
ilfuing thence Parties of Men, in fej^eral 3bat?, 
feemingl/ impatient . to be on board us. 
Thefe were our Con&li Ai Bourne, accMnpani^d 
by our Rev. Apoftolic Vicv and his Millions^' 
fics,with,divctfe French Merchants, who came to 
pay theac Kefpefts to hi« JJjceUency the Envoy, 
fun^gratvdate hw happy Arrival, and attend hiJm 
to his Audience. His SxceUency's Barge was 
thereupoainftantly go(t ready, into which hi 
entered with the Condi, x)ur Apoftolic Vicar 
and M. De L»fw. The other Boats were foon 
taken np by his Doroeftica and other Fol- 
lowers.- We followed hira alfo with the reft, a^ 
aid likewife thirty TarKfen^ the Bej afs^a Pre- 
fent ftom his Moft-C*fi/i<iw Majefty. Our Eiv 
voy's Barge pafling by the CafttdM car Admiral*- 
Sap of jSpen, was uluted With Trumpets and 
two Gnns^ which is the KoyaV SaUite, 

Being all landed, his Excellency fat down t^ 
ifeft himfelf in the Captain of the Pott's Office, 
where he found the Admiral and fever^l Sear 
Commanders, with the Omnjet and Janifancs 
who w^c to accompany him. From thence we all 
l)eB^'dJ» Majch + to eater the City, and pror 
cea to the King's Houfe. Six d»M«/«/ wpnj 
a-head, and drove olE the Populace. Somej Javir 
fttmsy with the trtnch Ifetaop's Tefjivuft, piv 111*

the K»u'i ffoufc, as out A«hor. terpreter, 
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kerprfeter, immediately preceded his Etcclletid^, 
the Envoy, who had on his Right our Confiil 
with the Rev. Apoftolic Vicar, and on his Left 
At De LaffWj his Nephew, heretofore French 
Conful at Canea. j^in Candia.y Nelit followed oM 
ConfuVs SecretarA% With his Excellency's chief 
Domeftics, and the Fathers deputed for the Re* 
demption. The Mole, which is very long, 
wai fo crouded with Turks andTWaon, that wc' 
could not get along without extrfeme Difficulty* 
Nay even Multitudes of Woilicn would needs 
partake of oilr Entry from the Terrafes of fuch 
Houfes as are fitUate near the Marine. M. Dw- 
fatiltj thus arrived before the JDey, after a very 
eloquent Harangue, prcfen ted to him in the 
King's Name, a fine Diamond, and a Sabre in- 
riched with Emeralds, demanding of him, that 
no Slave fcould be put in Irons fas ufual on the 
Arrival of Ettr^an Ships of War J he having (he 
faid^ given exprefs Orders, that none fhouidbcj 
admitted to fave themfelves on board his Ship^ 
He then prefentcd lis to the De/, acquainting 
him with the Ocafion of out coming, , Theiic^ 
he went to Dinner with his whole Retinue at our 
ConfuVs Houfe, where, with two otK^<3entle* ^ 
taen, he continued till the Hoiife, which he hiai ' 
^sked the t)ey to let him have, was ready for fii| 
Reeeptibn j and we returned oa boarcf, where 
We remained thrfee Days, during, Which Interval 
M. Dupudt continued pi^fenting, as well the D^j 
as his Minifters and Officers, infomuch that they 
all {eemed content, and left us Room to hope, 
that we fhoulU find a good Coibpofition for oup 
^ptivesi 

Thofc three Days being faffed, we were fetch?- 
iidafliofe, to take up our Abode with M.Pnfmtt,zt 
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his Manfion. It is one of the fineft Houfes ^ in 
Algiers, Before the laft Earthquake there, it 
it had been three Stories high, kit is now only • 
two. Its Plan is perfealy quadrangular, whigh 
occafions its having four Faces, each of which 
^refents a Gallery of four Arches, whereof the 
Center is Semi-lunar, all fuftained ly Marble 
Pillars. The Gallery which looks Eaft wards is 
double, its Roofs finely painted and gilded. The 
Apartments within are incrufted. Chair- high, 
with Gemua Tiles, and all the reft, except tlie 
fmall Pillars, on the Pavement of various Colors, 
adorned with beautiful Fret-work. From the 
Street we enter a large fquare Porch, in Nature 
of a Hall, whence we afcend about twenty Mar- 
ble Stairs into the firft Gallery, which is on a 
Level with the Court-yard, becaufe under the 
whole, all paved with white Marble, are neat 
arched Vaults, very cool and commodious. Each 
Gallery correfponds with its refpeftive Hall, or 
Lower-Apartment, which have over them 
Chambers and the like Galleries,into which open 
Doors and. Windpvirs, all fet in carved Marble. 
The Windows are fquare, grated with Brafs very 
aieatly. \ All thefe Apartments were greatly 
injured by the Earthquake, which happened 
there on the a[d of February^ ill 6-^ but aU has 
been fo well repaired, that the Damage nolonger 
appears. Its Effefits are indeed yet abundantly

It was fo violent, that moft oftheGarden- 
hpufes "^ were deftroye^, and the City itfelf 
would have had the fame Fate, but that its Heu- 
fes, which are joined with Props crbfs the Streets, 
fupported each other. + It caufed a general 
Alarm, having continued from the Begining 
of February till the End of Juiie^ during whim 
Time the Concuflions were terrible and very 
frequent. On this Occafion, a certain Turk laid, 
That, about forty Years before, there was 
a like Earthquake at Algiers, and that, when 
^' it bad lafted forty Days, the Militia rofe and

Being lodged, we began to negociate for the 
Redemption of Captives •, and, as I was dill vfry. 
Weak, F.Cow^Iin alone fuftained the whole Burr 
den of our firft Negociations, which he carried 
on with fuch Zeal and Application that, by the 
25th oi November y we had purchafed thirtyK)ne; 
It wa§ on the Evening which preceded that Day 
when M. Vufanlt received a Lctter'which threw 
us all into a ftrange Confter nation.-- [^The Au- 
thor tells us not what became of his other Col-s 
legue.

The 28th, 2>th and 50th were (urioufly tem^ 
peftttous, and the Cable which towed the Tartan 
wa$ parted* Thofe on board her^as well the Com'' 
manoer as his Equipage, extremely ignorant in 
Navi^tion (for the Cox&ir had not put on board 
any <3^hi8 experteft Mariners) and withal not 
having a Compafs, it being broken in the Fury 
of Boarding, arandoned themfelvesto the Winds 
and Waves. The Tartan was nevcrthdefs fortu- 
nately driven upon the Barhary Shore, Novern^ 
her I, intotheCulfof Col, Eaftofj^yd^ There 
they caft Anchor ^ and theTiirK^ Captain, who 
knew not the Country, made two Moors fwini 
aflK^e, in order to learn from the Inhabitants, ^ 
What Coaftthej^ were got upon. 

TTie neighboring Mountaineers, who had eP 
pied this Tartan, were in great Numbers aflem^

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bled on the Strand, to oppofe the Defcent of an/ 
Enemy, as taking it for fome European Cor&ir 
coming to ftcal away cither themfelves or their 
Cattle. But they were Undeceived by thole 
Moorsy who acquainted them, that it was a 
Prize taken from ChriftUm^ ^nd had therein a 
great French Princefs, whom they were condufit* 
ing to Algiers. One *of the two Hoon flaying 
afliore, his Companion fwam back again, to giv^ 
Account of his £rrand, informing his Officer iz^ 
the Tartan, what Coaft that wat, and its 
IDiftance from Alaen, nearWhich City v^ muft 
needs have pafTed, oonlidering what Wind had 
for fome Days been conftantly Wpwing. Oa 
this Intelligence, the lurhip Conimaihdcr, im* 
patient to be at home, or at leaft to ovcrtuXe his 
Captain, without taking Time to weighs cut 
the Cable and failed away, without Anchor, 
Boat, or Compafs. Scaree was he got half a 
teague, without the Oulf or Bay, bat h^ 
paid dearly for his Imprudence. He was thert 
attacked with a contrary Wind which he was 
not able to mafter, and which drove him back 
again upon the Coaft. He iiad Recourfe to Oara ^^ 
but the Weak^nefs of his Equipage rendered tbettl 
ineffedual, and, Spite of all his Efforts, the Tar- 
tan ftrnck upon a Rock and bilged* The whole 
Stem was immediately under Water, and M,De 
Sourk^ being, with her Son and throe Female 
Attendants, in the Cabbin, Were drowned. 
Thofe who were at the Head, among whom ^ctt 
M.V AbbiDe Bourk ^ Mr Arthur ^ the Lady's 
Steward-, a Maid-fervant, and the Lacqvtey, 
clung to the Wreck which lay on the Rock* 
Ht. Arthur^ feeing fomething ftrag^ling itl 
ffie Water, got down and &und .^it to btf 
, D M 
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M. T)t BoUriy whom he drew out and put 
into the Steward's Hands, recommending her to 
\visCare, faying-, " That he, for his Part, w.as 
** going to throw himfelf into the Sea." He tvas 
indeed the only Perfon of the Company -^ho 
could Iwim: And it would have been better 
if he had not too far confided in his Skill -, for 
from that Moment he never more appeared. 
M. VAhbe De Bonrh was the firft who went down 
fifom the Wreclc, upon the Rock whereon the 
Tartan fplit. He there, for fome fpace, fuftained 
himfelf (holding by his Knife, which he had 
forced into a Crevice^ againft the furious Waves, 
which covered him • over feveral Times, and 
finally caft him on the Declenfion of a neigh- 
boring dry Shoal, whence he had ftill a narrow 
Armof the Sea to pais before he could get afliore. 
He catched at a dry Plank^ torn from the Wreck, 
but it was driven away out of his Hands. At 
length, making ufe of one of the Tartan's Gars; 
he gained a Rock adjoining to the Cent i* 
nent. 

Thole Moors^ who were in that Fart of the 
Strand, not only tore and cut off all his Cloaths, 
but likcwife ufed him very cruelly. Others of 
them, in great Numbers, ran into the Sea, in 
Hopes of a rich Booty. The Steward, who had 
the young Lady in his Arms, made Signs to 
thofe Barbariam^ and two Moorsi making to- 
wards him, he flung herto them with all his 
Force when about four Paces Diftance. Receiv- 
ing, and holding her between thern, by one 
Arm and one Leg, they got her to Land, where 
they took from her one Shoe and a Stocking, in 
Token of her Valfalagc. The faid Steward,from 
whom I learned.all the Particulars of this tragic 

Event, 
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Event, told me that, while he ftill held her m 
his Arms, on feeing thofe Barbarians sup^vosich^ 
ihe faid, with a Tone and Air beyond her Years*, 
I am not afraid that thefe People will kill me, 
but that they Ihould attempt to make m^ 
change my Religion : I will however fooncr 
fuffer Death than once fail in what I have pro-: 
mifed to my Go d ". He confirmed her in this 
generous Sentiment, affuringher, that he was in 
the fame kefolution ^ wherein {he very preffrng- 
ly exhorted him to continue ftedfaft. 

The Maid and Lacquey alfo leaped into the 
Sea, from different Places, and, being taken up 
by Moors, were carried alhore, and there left 
ijuite naked. The Steward, being the laft who 
gave himfelf over to the Waves, ulirig the AlTift- 
ance of a Rope to climb from Rock to Rock, was 
met by a Moor^ who left him in a very nakcfjl 
Condition, even before He landed him. 

In this piteous and fhameful Plight, they 
were haftily condufted towards certain Cottages 
on tlie neareft Mountain. They were with 
Stripes prefled on, thro' rugged, ftony Paths, 
which miferably wounded their Feet ^ and par- 
ticularly the Maid was to be lamented, who,inL 
pafling the Rocks, being forely hurt in feveral 
Parts of her Body, was alnioft covered- over with 
her o\*n Blood. Moreover, each was loaded" 
with a Bundle of wet Things, and alternately 
carried alfo the young Lady. Arriving half 
dead at thofe Cottages on the Mountain, they 
were received amidft loud Shoutings andOutcries 
oiihtMoort and their Children^ arid as there are 
abundance of Dogs in that Country, thefe Crea- 
tures, excited by this tumultuous Noife, joined 
their B4«king in the Concert : One of them made 
' . '^ D 2 feveral 
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ftrenl Holes in the Ltcqaey's Leg, and another 
bit out a Piece of the poor Maid's Thigh. 

They were then divided. The Maid and Lac* 
quey were given into the Hands of a Barbiuian t 
And Providence permitted, that id De Bourk 
ihould remain with her XJncle« VAbbe De Bonrk 
and the Steward, under Gire of one and the 
feme Patron. He prefently gave each of thexn 
a wretched Garment fwarming with Vermin % 
and, after fo many Fatigues, all they brought 
them to eat was a fcanty Portion of very coarfe 
Bread kneaded into Cakes without Leaven, and 
baked on Embers s which, with fome Water for 
Drink, and the bare Ground to repofe on, was 
their beft Entertainment. The Steward, obferv** 
ing how his young Lady fuifered by being ia 
her wet Clothes, with great Difficulty obtained 
a little Firing which oeing lighted, he there 
wrung and warmed all her Tlungs, one aftetf 
another, and then put them on again half dried, 
file not being able to lit naked any longer. It 
was in this Conditiou fhe paffed the firft Night, 
induritig much and in great Terror. 

Ill this Place were about fifty Inhabitants, all 
In five or fix Cabanes or Huts, made of Canes 
and Branches, where Men, Women, Children 
and Cattle of all Kinds, lodged promifcuoufly, 
Thefe Barbariam congregated in that where 
w*re our three Captives, an^ held a Council 
touching their Dirftiny. Some, thro' a falfe Prin^ 
cipk of their Rcli|iou,urged *' That they Ihould 
die^ in order to afliire themfelves of their Pro^ 
phet-s Paradife, bjr this Sacrifice of Chrifiiam. 
Others, thro* a Principle of mundane Intcreft, 
And Hopes of a large Ranfom, were of a cpntra^ 
ry Sentiment ; And fb ^ whoje Affembly dif* 
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perfed without comhig to any CcmdtsSM^ Nest 
Day, tho£e of lom^ iic%hboring Habitatiaiis 
being fent &]:, tl^y returned thither in &r grea* 
ter Numbers^ vomiting many Menaces ^ ftew* 
ing them the Fire^ and ikying ^« They^were jvift 
*' gc»ng to burn them alive *\ Others, uiw 
iheathing their Sfthrea, made Shew of ftsiking 
off their Heads. On^ too); the Child by the H^^ 
laying his Sabre to her Keck edgewife* Several 
clnirged* Pieces with Bullets, they looking on, 
and then took Aim at them. The Steward^ by 
Signs, made them xinderftand, ^ That they 
*^ mould take it as a great Happinefs to die for 
" their Holy Heli^n •, and that the whole Da- 
^^ mage would redound only to themfelves, in 
" loling the Ranfom they might exped for their 
Prize ". Hereupon even the moft violent be- 
came fomewhat milder •> but the Children and 
Women redoubled their Iniults each Momem; 
They were §ua^ed with fuch Exadnefs, that a 
Af«or,LanGe m Hand,iattended them even totheir 
neceflary Occaiions, left they fhould run aw^ay, 
or that their Prey might not be taken from 
thennufprcibly. In Efica, fome few Days aft«, 
they were m^tiaced by the Bey of Cojtantinay who 
demanded the Cbriflians JSiould be fent him, ot 
otherwife he would vifit them with his Camp» 
and force them away. To which Summons thofe 
Africans replied •, " That they feared neither 
'* himfelf nor his Camp, even if joined by all 
*^ the Titrib in Algiers ". Thefe Moors pay no . 
Acknowledgment to Algiers^ tho' they are fur- 
rounded by its Subjeds, and are themfelves na- 
tnially fuch. They injoy a State of Independent 
cy^ lender the Denomination of Cahyls^ i.e^ 
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People of Cabal, or revolted * and the Moun^ 
taias of Cueco t f«rve them as inaccefllble Raihp^ 
arts againft the Algertneg whole Power. 

Such was the Situation of thofe unhappy 
Vifitims, worn out with Fatigues,without Repofe, 
preffed with Wiants^ deftitute of Nouriftiment 
apd all human Afiidance, ablblntely in the 
^ Voyfti oiBarbaricms^ aPeoplcfo inraged agajnft 
them,^ that they never fpake to them tut Fire 
feemed to dart from their Eyes •, fo^ that the 
White therein, fo remarkably vifible in Negroes 
\\ iand Moors^ was no longer diftinguilhablc. 
The Maid-Scrvant,and her Companion the other 
Domeftic, who (in the fame Village) had no 
^ fewer Trials to undergo, were withal debarred^ 
the Comfort of once feeing, or even learning any' 
Tidings of their young Miftrefs. 

All thefe accumulated- Calamities, withoul: 
^ny other Confolation than what they drew 
from ^ their Religion, were ftill nothing in 
Comparifon with the dreadful Objedls prefented 
to their View. The iMoarr, not fatisfied with 
having in their Poffeffion thofe five Chrifiiam^ 
would farther make Advantage of their EfFefts 
thQ;Sea had fwallowed up, and which they 
believed were confiderable. As thefe People are 
9ls expert at diving as they are aftive in running 
€Sf^ the Mountains, they had foon fifhed up the 
'. Bales and Chefts •, as likewife the drown- 
led Bodies. They had taken with them the

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Steward and Lacquey to help bring away fuch 
Booty as fell to their Share. Having drawa 
a{h«re the dead Bodies, they failed not to ftrip 
them quite naked, for fake of their Garments, 
beating oiF with Stones M. De Bourk's Fingers, 
to have her Rings, fearing to profane their 
Knives if they uled them on the Corpfes of 
ChriJUarts. 

What a Spe^acle it muft have been to them, 
to behold the Bodies of Perfons they fo deadly 
loved thus expofed to the Injuries of Weather, a 
Prey to wild Beafts, and (which touched them 
a thoufand Times more ferifibly^ to the Infultt 
ofMoorsy who emulated each other in throwing 
Stones at them, taking :Delight to hear how 
every Blow caufcd thofe Bodies, fwoln with 
Water, to relbund ^ I 

The Steward, under the Confternation he was 
in, did his ht& to reprefent to them,^ ** That 
*^ they violated all Bounds of Humajiity ^ and 
" that they ought at leaft to fufFcr them to be 
" buried/' All the Anfwer they made was ^ 
*' We never bury Dogs/' A Moorj who h^ 
loaded the Lacquey with one of the Bales, vrcfaid 
needs make hiiji pafs clofe by thofe Corpfes, 
which was his neareft Way*, but could iiot 
,.poflibly prevail : That Domeftic,' ftruck with. 
Horror, chofe rather to afcend a craggy Rock, 
than to be near fuch melancholy Objeds. 

* We may take it for granted that fome Bafbary Moors', 
and thftfe in particular, are 9S capable oflnhumanittes as anjr 
Jlpanijb Ip^uilitor, or FrCHcb Dragoon in Biiro^e. — — But 
might not this good Father have found Matter enough, 
^whereon to have pxercifed his exclamatory Talent, much 
nearer our Home ? Tboi' that, indeed, would uot much have 
^nfweted.his Purpofe^ 

; ; * • and 
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The Steward, being returned to the Village 
terribly agitated, durft not however impart 
hi$ Concern to M. De Bcmrkj but conceded 
^rom her Knowledge the difmal Speftacle he had 
beheld. 

Mean while, the Moors divided their Prize. 
Thericheft Stuffs were cut infnuU'Pieices and 
diftributed to adorn the Heads of their Children. 
All the Plate was put up to Audion, and the 
three Chalices ^'one of which was worth at leaft 
four hundred Livres) were fold all of them fat 
lefi than five JJvre$ •, becaufe, being tarni(hed 
by the Sea-Water, their Color and unknown 
Figure niade them thought to be only Copper 
Veffels, and of fmall Impwtance. As to what 
Books they feund, looking on them as ufelefs 
Uteniils, they, without much Difficulty, let the 
Steward and Lacquey have fome of them : The 
Steward fecured likewife his Inkhorn, of which 
good Ufe was made, as we (hall find in the Se- 
quel. 

During the three Weeks of our Captives Con- 
tinuance in this Place, M. De Bottrk (making 
Advantage of the Steward's Ink, Pens and a 
few Leaves of blank Paper fiw tore from the 
Beginings and Ends of fome Books he brought) 
wrote three Letters to the French Conful %tAU 
pert : But they canie not to Hand. That Time 
expired, they were removed thence into the 
high Mountains of Oatco^ where feemingly thelfe 
Revolters chief 5kiA&, or Conmiander, makes his 
Refidence. Twelve of thefe Sarhm^ianSj armed 
with Sabres, Guns atid Lances, were their Con- 
duftors, conftraining Af V Abhe De Bouri and 
the Steward,, by Turns^ to carry the young La- 
dy/ over Mountains extremely rugged ; And 

as 
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is Aoft Rifibri ari accttftomeci W frttctfc Oid 
Piacc* very fwiftly,, they iiirith/BW* ^n 
them on, Sf^ite of theit WtatlncR, to march 
fefter than thiiy lircre ible. They trarellcd thu* 
a whole Day, and at their Jourhey*^ £hd hid 
teeh a Piece of Jferead, and \iirithal f fct the ftffi 
Tihie) the irdditional Cohifbrt of lying vfbtth 
the Place's Floor ^m bojlif dedi 

TheSheikb, with the Ghiefe bf thftfe Wkmn^ 
Hiriiers, hdd a grind Council ofa thb Suliiia 
cf bur Captives ^ t*here not agrdeing on th<S 
Divilion fliould be inade of thein, it ^t 
Ifetcniiined. toretufii thcin td Viience i}ttf 
eame. Befoti th«r Departnre the St^itA 
having btou^hl awiay a Kttle Straw from bfe-^ 
ibtfc tome Cattle, Reding dn it hard by,- td 
rplfead undct M.Ifenditrk the Mafterof th44 
Cottage took it To heinonflfy tliati fiiatchiri^

iftah&rir them; Ihir Safhari:ift, linabie to

drew his Sabre in order to ftrikeofFherl^ead) 
but the Turl, by his Remonftranccs, madb 
him defift. Thev who conduQed them back, 
often tranfported by a felfe Zeal, or thro' 
their natural blood-thirftjf Difpofition, were 
more than once on the Point of being their Exe- 
cutioners : Once in particular,they hurried away 
V Abbe De Beurk and the Steward behind a 
very thick Bulh, there to offer up to their 
Prophet this Sacrifice^ but thofe poor Vic- 
tims efcaped . likewife from that Peril. 

* On their Arrival, they gave them raw 
Turnip-tops to eat, without a Morfel of Bread* 
to refrefh them after their Fatigues •, and this 
was their .Cafe very frequently : However, 
by Degrees, the Children took fuch AfFedion 
to M. De tourky that it now and then pre- 
cured her a little Milk with her fcanty 
Portion of Bread : It is the yiows Genius to 
grant, iii Cbnfideration of their Children, 
whatever is asked in their Names, or them- 
felves^^ demand ;* So the ufual Compliment, 
when one .would obtain any Favors, is to lay, 
*' Grant. me this for thy Son*s Face*\ 

At length, a fourth Letter, which M. Vc 
Bourk wrote to our Conful Cthe only one 
which came to Hand) arrived at -4(giV* on the 
2/{th oi November. The jD^;/, as lobfeivcd, fent 
jt to M. Pufault^ who read it over to' us. She 
there in plain but pathetic Terms, defcribed 
Jiow " That, after the Shipwreck of her Mc^ 

* ther, flie and her jEletinue were reduced to 
*^ the moft frightful ; Bondage : That they 
*f pcriftied with. Hunger .- That they there 

* underwent all * the ill Treatments coidd be 
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** cx|M?aed from Enemies to the ChnJUan Faittf 
^ and to all Humanity ; That they were de- 
*• yoiired by Tcrmin *\ She moft preflitigiy 
iritreated him, ** to have Cornpafiion on theiij 
^ Mifery and to fend them fome Relief, tijl 
^Y\t Ihould be able to procure their Liberty, 
** of which the Barbariafts continual Menaces 
^* canfcd them to lofe all Hope". His readt 
in^lhis Letter touched us all moft ferifibly^ 
"We tendered Offers of our Money and Serr 
vice to M. Dvfaitlty who wanted tipt prefline 
ei> this Occafion, as being perfeftly acquaint- 
ed* with the Family. He inftantly gave Or- 
der < that a Frwcft Tartan, then in the Port, 
Ih4ud be got ready. Clothes and Provifions 
l>6ught, and obtained from the Dey a Letter of * 
Recommendation to the Great lAerabot ^, of 
-Bujeya. He withal wrote to the young Lady, 
Accompanying his Letter with fome Prefents* 
"The Tartan feiled away that very Evening, 
*nd in a fhort Space of Time arrived at Sujeya^ 
' There the Fr^c:& Nation's Interpreter, fent ^ 
hy Af. Dufanlt in this Tartan, prefented the, 
Dey of Allien and his faid Excellency's Let-/ 
ters to the Great Morabof.^ He was fomewhat 
indifpofed-, ncverthelef*^ immediately rifing, 
he mbunted, together with the Morabpt of 
jfijel, our Interpreter and fix or feven Moors^ 
and took the'Jlgad towards thofe Mountains, 
which are fifl or fix Day^ riding from- 
Sujep. On their Arrival, thofe Moors who 
detained our Captives, perceiving this Cavalry 
Jnaking towardj^ their Village, fliut themlelvei

Qur Cai>tive5^ then really though^ 
the Hour of their Sacrifice wagconie *, but^^ey 
were prefcntly cained by the Great Afor^iot, 
who, approaching M. De Bourl^ put intp hcf 
Band m. pufaulrs and pur ConfuVs Letter^^ 
;iving her withal Part of his own Prqvifi^n^ 
iread ^nd Walnuts: For thbfc who traydilj 
Africa muft always carry with thein £bmf 
tatable^. ^ He pafTed the Night, with his 
whole Retinue, in that Cabanc, oy Cottage^ 
Sind next Morning fent the Moors^ Children 
to feck their Fathers. Conformably to hi$ 
t)rders^ they came, all kiffing his Hand, ac^^ 
cording to thfir Cuftom : Bor the ^Wqof^ hav« 
a profound Refpefl: for thei^ MoraboU \ fe^rr 
xng th^m^ beyond all other Powers^ theif 
Curfes being to them much mors formi(3|atle 
than all the T^hxt^uoi Aighrs : \S is in the 
Morahot% and not God's Name, that the 
I^Qor bee for Charity. K[e fent for the SWife 
of the Mountains, and Chiefs of thofe C^ibane^. 
"to thent he' qecl^red, '' TW the faufe 
^ of his coming was to demand the Releafe

" two of them Men, and four of a contrary Sex, 
** She was ^oing for Spdin^to her Husband, Che- 
^ valierlbiw* Count deBourK^, gallant fri/; Offi- 
cer then in his Catholic Ma jetty's Service, and 
who had followed Kin^yamesinto France. On

barous Mailers, and which feldom fails being 
ftranded in Places where they inj3:antly become 
a Prey to the Moors^ who guard the Coaft with 
great Exaftnefs, and are perpetually attentive, 
either to prevent Surprife, or make Advantage 
Qf a Shipwreck : Nay fometimes thoCcBarbariars. 
come by Night and fuddenly attack thofe Farmr 
houfes and Gardens, which are in the Neighbor- 
hood of great Towns, and wherein are genersiHy 
fcme Cbriftian Slaves, to cultivate and look after 
them, whom they carry off, as well as thofe 
Tttrhs, &c. who are fo unfortunate as to be there 
prelent ^ for they arc no more favorable to them 
than to the Cbrtflians.

As for the Slaves ,at Algiers, they are nftt in- 
deed fo unhappy : The Policy of thofe in PoiVer, 
the Intcreft of particular P^rfons, and the fome- 
what more fociaWe Difpofition of thofe who in- 
habit the Towns, occalion their Lot tobe lefs 
rigorous, at leaft for the Generality of them : 
But ftill they are Slaves •, always hatfed oh ac- 
count of their Religion •, incellantly over-but- 
dened with Labor, and cverlaftingly irt Danger 
of renouncing their Faith •, either thro^ De- 
bauchery, if they have a little Liberty; v/hich 
is but too frequently the Cafe 5 or thro* Defpair, 
if their Treatment is tob rigid. 

The Captives of Algien are of two Sorts • 
Soxne of them belong to the Bcf)Kc, or Govern- 
ment-, others to private Pcrfoiis. Wh^VaCor- 
fair has talcen any Prize, and with the Torture 
ef Baftonado (a forrowful Prelude to their Cap- 
tivity j forced the Chrifiiam to accufe themlelyes, 
by declaring their own Quality and Condition, 
or thofe of other9,he brings what he has acquir- 
ed into the Port, and, on the Morrow, of his Arri- 
val, con duds the Slaves to the King's Houfe, 
whither the refpefltiye Confuls generally repair 
on every fuch Occafion. There they pals a very 
ftria and rigid Exainination,whether they ferv'd 
f6r Pay, or were Paffengers ^ for in cafe they 
took Pay, and were talcen aboard the Ships of 
Enemies, they are retained in Slavery : But if 
they are Paffengers, the Confuls reclaim them,

high, beraufe the ultimate Sale paffes in the 
De/s Court-yard and Prcftjnfc. Thither refort 
all who are really difpofed to purchafe, when 
the Slaves, being ag?iin put up taAuaion^one* 
by one, arc dehyereA to the laft Bidders, whc> 
take home their Ptirchafe, and do with them 
what they pleafe.

THo* it is Part 
qf j'our Fun^ion to make a dirma) Story of Slavery amorg 
Ittfldfls f the very Name of whiqh is indeed bad enough; yet 
you ihould, metninks^adhere only to the Truth. Yo^ came 
very lately from Marfietlcs^ where you muft, or might li«ve 
jfeen the Turks^ J\/Io9rSy Ice, in a much worfe Conditioil 
than the sioft unhappy Beylic Slave in Algiers ; erpecially 
iince the AJgcrfnes have difufed Gallies, You. like* 
Vfifo muft needs have ieen or heard, how Slaves are 
tfreated in Spaing Jfdalta, Gtnoua, i&c. The Beylic Slaves 
^f .Algiers are {as. yourfelf tells usj at free Liberty to 
play, work for themfelvcs, or Heal, three Hours before 
Sun-fet ; which latter Courfe many of them take' almoft 
with Impunity, openly felling whatever they have {b ac- 
quired, and that not feldom to the very Owners ; who 
are fennble that complaining would be fruitleis, and that the 
molt fatisfa<5lory Anfwer they muft exped would be;

himfelf ^: finally, others of the Beylic Slaves' 
imploy themfelvcs in keeping Taverns, when 
they have Money enough to purchafe any, or 
can borrow it of the Jews^ who lend it them 
Hot under 3 or 4 per Cent, monthly, cxclufive 
of thofe heavy Duties they pay yearly to the 
Dey, prciportionably to the Wine they vend* 
They muft withal, out of their Gaitis, enter- 
tain two or three Servants, to whofe Owners 
t^ey generally pay every new Moon a Piece 
of Eight for each^ * They are like wife charged 
with the' Maintenance of fuch Chapels as are 
within the Bagnios, and cannot avoid diftribut- 
ing in Charity Abundance of Viftuals among a 
Number of captive Chrijiians who are deftitute 
of other Relief : Neverthelefs, they are not irf

: ♦ Very well, Father ; it is certainly true ; And is this 
iomxxch amtfs? Are your own Galley-Slaves allow^d.any 
fuch Ad vantages?'

what if filed, ufliieh is th? fkmt ^t every Ta^^ 
vcrn, thofc who havfe the beft not having; any 
other Privilege than 6f a Urger Vent for their 
Liquors. However fome of them have, with 
three or four Years good Management, picked 
up as much Money as fufficed to defray all thefe 
Expenfcs, to pay off t(he Debts they ha^ 
ctontrafted, which often ariu?unt to feven ot 
eight hnndred Pieces of Eight, and moreover 
to repurchafe their Freedom, which amounts ftil^ 
higher*- But this OEconomy is very rare, arid 
the Liberty given them of going freeiyj all 
Day, wherever they will, either in or without 
Town, with a full Table • continually at home, 
foott infpircsthem with a Habit of Libertinifm^ 
which makes us look on them as thofe who ate 
moftof all to be lamented -, Corruption of Mc-? 
rals being frequently foUotved by Perverfion of 
Faith. The Taverns are no other than Vaults 
and Magazines, without any other Light than 
what enters at the Doors : Some are larger than 

* Some of thefe I have heard fay it, but have been told 
. fa of many more, wiAirg they had loit a Limb rather than 
have bought their Liberty. I have alfo known at leaft a 
Score, belonging to private Perfors, who might have gone 
home when they plea fed, having agreed with aad a^sally 
paid their refpedive Patrors the iitmoll of their Oemanda, 
within a very Trifle, which Trifle, tho* th^y could dif. 
burfe it twenty Times over, they have retained, purely^ 
not to loie the Privileges of a Slave ! All Slavei at 
Jlgiers arc not indeed fo happy; and thefe are generally 
fuch as had Shops and Trades, ,or were fallen into ibme 
pretty Way of Traffic.

or. three Tables. Thither refort, to drink pror' 
mifcuoufly, T«f*iand Kaon as well as Cbrifiiani 
Spite-of the felfe J^rophet's InliiWtion j and the 
Vintnerj tho* a Slave, protefted andTupportttj' 
hy. the QarMnM-Bafln, nay by the Dey himfel^ 
to whom he pays tonfiderable Duties, hasPowet 
to fhrip even the tkrksy in cafe they reftife to 
difcharge their Reckoning. ^ 

Each Bejiic SlaVe has three finall Leave* of 
Bread *^ daily-, what elfe they want muft be 
applied W their own Indoftry, if they ar« 
capable of any Handy-craft, or by the Free 
Chrifiians Charity. Th^ all work dnring the 
greatcft Heat of the Day, commencing y««r 
early m the Morning, and continue their Labi 
without Intermiflion till two or three Hours 
before ain-fet, fij that they undergo all the Ar^ 
dor of that torrid Qimate. Their Drudgeries 
ceaie only on Fridays, when they are free cither 
to take their Repofe, or to work for thenj- 

The Slaves of private Perfons are more or left 
wretched accordmg to the Humor of thofe Pa- 
-trons who are their Purchafers, and who im- 
ploy them in their own particular. Services 
whether in their ttoufes, their Farms, or their 
Shops. Frequently the Slave's good or bad Dif- 
pofition procvttes him a milder or more risid 
Treatment. So^e are tg be found who are as

ifally fpeaKing, are very meanly dieted •, perpe^ 
tually abufed with ill Language v beaten unmer'- 
cifuUy, and expofed to all Softs of Cruelties : 
More particularly fuch as they fufpe^ ^ble,from 
their own proper Subfpjncfe, to disburf^ a large 
Ranfom, are the iforft treated. They are fought 
after by the Tagarins, or Moon (xigv^^lly from 
^^ain^ who buy them merely to pake Advan- 
tage, Thefp mercilefs and ayaricious Patrons 
inake them* work even beyond their Strength^ 
ftrip them of all they can pick up for Charity, 
and are inceffantly haraffing thofe Wyctchcs' 
in order to force them to redee^n theppfelyes at a 
high Price; What is moft iportifying is, that 
thofe one fees reduced to this Mifery are com- 
monly fuch as moft defijrye Comraileration, as 
Perfons of Account and good Morals. 
• Captive Priefts,or ReUgious,?renot fo ill-ufed 
as other Slaves, thro' the Charity of our Rev; 
Father J^iminijlrator of the Hofpital * a Reli- 

tious of our own Order, who generally takes 
pon him to pay their Patrons what 1:hey might 
cxpeft from the Labor of thofe Captives. Alfo • 
tlie Frevch Merchants procure thein fome Aflif^ 
tance: Biit thiey' are withal more than any 
others expofed to the Fury of a barbarous i^opu- 
lace, who take Fire at the firft .flying Rumor of 
Indignities none to ^ujulmans in Cbriftendom. 
Take one Inftancc. * /

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May 25. 1706, a French Bark from MsffeiJU 
carried over to Algiers, as Paffengers, certain 
TwrJb lately come from Genom. Thefe TirrJb 
put into the Vefi Hands Letters from fome<£ 
their Compatriots, then Slaves on board the 
Genortefe Gallies. Therein they complained 
loudly, how rigoronfly they were treated 
by the Gettovefes in order to force them 
to turn Cbriftiavs, even to refulin^ them Wa- 
ter in the Height of a burning Fever, 
except they would pre viou fly receive the Wa- 
ter of Baptifin ^ and that cm a Slave's Deceafe, 
they fattened a Cord about his Neck, leaving his 
Corpfe to the Children, who ignominionfly 
dragged his Body thro' the Streets, and finally 
without the Town, where it was abandoned a 
Prey to Beafts, &c. At reading this, the Dej 
gave a loud Outcry, and let fall Tears. He 
caufed them to be read in a full Divan^ or grand 
Aflembly of his Militia •, and to give a Prwf of 
his Zeal ("Spite of the beft Head-pieces in his 
Council, who difapproved his Violence and too 
great Credulity j^ he fent to bring away three 
Religious Francifcan^ Priefts, Natives of Corp^ 
€a^ at that Time Beylic Slaves, Being brought 
before him, he bitterly reproached them for 
the Inhumanity of their Republic, and then 
fentcnced them to be burned alive. They were 
inftantly delivered to the Mis^xiwar ^, who con- 
ducted them, with their Hands tied behind.

Before inarched the public Cryer, baulipg oat 
** Thus we treat thofe who force JMnjfnlma^ to 
** turn CbrifiiatisJ^ The People, animated with 
thefe Cries, and the Intelligence true or &lfe, 
^hich had lately reached tneir Ears, infulted 
them all the Way, loading them with Re- 
{HToaches aiid Execrations. Arriving at the jpiaee^ 
they fell on dieir Knees, and mutually gave 
uadfx other Abfolution. While the Fire was 
lighting, a rafcally Mob on one Side indeavored 
to make it burn, while on the other certain 
Cbrijlian Slaves ftrove to retard its billing. It 
however kindled apace, and our Viaims were 
fi)on fenfible of its Fury. The Srfndal of one 
Was already fired, when was heard thie Voice 
of a Cbiaus^ who was prefiing thro* the Croud, 
crying Grace I Grace ! They were hereupon 
withdrawn from the Fire ^ but the ftill-inraged 
Populace vented oUv them their Malice as they 
came hack, ftriking them with Fifts, Stones 
and Baboncbes *, from none of which Blows 
thofe Fathers could any way guard themfelves, 
having yet their Hands tied. The eldeft ' of 
them, aged fifty-eight, falling on his Face, was 
near being fmothered in the Mud. So very <jut- 
rageous were the People, that the Offioers of 
Ju&ce could not proteft them without, cxpofing 
themfelves •, as happened to a Sea-Captaan^who 
got a dangerous Wpund by attempting ,to icreen 
them, with a Humanity not ufual among thofe 
"Barbarians : Notwithftanding that Blow, The per*

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fifted, and, being entered the ToWn, he tnadc 
the Fathers go into the Fonderia ^, and gene* 
roufljr defended the Gate againft thbfe Multi-» 
tudrs intoxicated with a Defire of Revenge. 
Another Marine Captain, by Birth and indeed 
by Pcriuafion, a Qrecicm^ Ihewed a like Zeal, and 
received many Blows, and Infults. 

The whole internal Cogitation of thefe 
Fathers was, freely to offer thcmfelvesa Sacri^ 
fice to the Divine Majefty, as they profeffed to 
M. the ApoftolicYicar,to whom we are indebted 
for the Narrative-5 and one of theitj told him, 
*' That he then imagined himfelf in a great 
^ Storm of Hail **•, and that, at every. Bfow, 
he cryed, '* OLord \ give me yet more of this \ 

Their Pardon was granted them on Remon*- 
ftrances made by the Frwab Conful, whom they 
found ftill at the I>/s Palace, whither they were 
prefently conduced, and where he had contimi-^ 
^d in order to oppofe any frefh Violences, iit 
cafe that if, to pacify the clamorous^ Multitude, 
he might have changed their Execution by 
Filre to the Torture of Baftpnading. They 
came off with frefli Reproaches made them ^ 
and the Conful, thro* Policy, fpake to them in 
very high Terms to corroborate the Injunftion 
he lai^ op thenri, to write immediately, anr( ill 
forcibU Language, to Gemua ^ ^ That they 
" Ikould be very careful not to offer it compel 
" my Tufh to become 0)riJH4vs +, or to mifuTt

Conful was withal ordered by theX)^/, tofub- 
join his own Letters^and told, that he would fall 
upon him, if ever' any fuch Violences were 
praftifed thereafter* He ufed the fame Me- 
naces to,oui» Apoftolic Vicar, and to the Father 
Adminiftrator of the Hofpital, charging them 
to write on this Subjeft, one to France^ 2ind the 
other to^azM. On this Notice it was, that his 
Moft-Cfcrz/?ww Majefly, attentive to the Repofe 
of his SubjeQs wherefocver they be, gave Order 
for writing to Genona and Ligorn^ to have 
thence Certificates in due Form, which might 
make appear, it was not true, that the Tvrh 
there were ill treated, or ever conftrained- 
to turn Chripafts. This Execution by Fire is 
what I thofe Barbarians now moft frequently ufe, 
tho' ail the otlier Sorts of Puniftiments, which 
we meet with . ia Ns^rratipns, are yet praftifed 
more than ever ^, Impaling only excepted* 

We are not then to wonder at the Efforts ufed 
by Chrijiian Slaves, in whatfoevej; Condition 
they are, to recover their l^iberty, and extri- 
cate themfeves &om a Situation wherein their 
Life^ or^ Religion are in perpetual Danger. 
Their Mifery iufpires them with Inventions,and 
redoubles their Courage, evien, beyond their 
Strength . . Here follow two Examples,- viz. 

Ma^ I* 1714, fome B^j/hV Slaves, Hollavders^ 
Veitettatis and Spcmiardsj about fifty-eight in 
Number, being imployed on a Ship of the 
Government's, and feeing a Veflel belonging

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to the JEitgliJ!) Faftory coming in, combined to 
incize it, and therein rtiake their Efcape. To 
diverfe of them the Peril of this^ Enterprif^ 
feemed too great •, fo that only thirty- four of 
thofe Captives held firm in this Refolution. A 
Hollander^ who was at the Head of this Aftair,had 
concerted ^ith his Camarades : That, as they 
ftiould be in the Bark, in order to return 
afhore, when he cried out Bevedicamvs Domino^ 
they ftiduld anfv/er Deo Gratias, and immediate- 
ly feize on fuch Moors as guarded them, and 
tnrow thofe Infidels over board. All this being 
pun<aually executed, they boarded the EttgliJH 
Ship, entered it with great Speed^nd cut away 
the ' Andror. The Captain, with his Officers 
and feme other EtngYiJh reliding at Algiers^ who 
were making rnerry with him in his Cabbin, 
ran haftjily out and betook themfelves to Arms - 
but tjie (51avcsput a Stop to their Proqedure, and 
obliged ^em all to pafs down under Ifatches, 
afturing them, " That neither they, nor their 
« Effefts, (hould fiifier any Damage,'' The Ifolr 
hni^r then difpqfed Mjitters ^s he would have 
theras He got in good Order four Pieces of 
Cannon, and finding twelve Mufquets, he there- 
Hvith armed themoftrefolutecf hisCompanions, 
A good Number of Algerhe Boats were i^ftant- 
Jy filled with People, who hafted towards the 
Ship.-, but behQlding Cannons, and fmall Kxm%^ 
^pointed atth^in,with adetermiried Countenance* 
jn the ^^ugitives. they dared not approach. 
jTheVcJOrel made the belt of its W^y to Seawards^ 
and notwithftanding they pafled under the 
Mble^s large Artillery, which made a terrible 
Fire, they received not the leaft Damage. In 
Yajn theCfijf fent out after them a Frewcfe Tartan,

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Strgrtjh Gentlemen many Thanks^ teftoring tQ 
them their Ship and whole Efl«9:s, none of 

which 

•f ftlf better than me, and who gave me faucy Language " 
The Pefy inraged at his Arrogance » faid; ** U it true 
^ that thou haft treated the Englijh C^nfal in the Manher 
•• I have been iriforiticd thou dWft**? "Yey, my Lord, 
¥ Replied he; And was that worth the Trouble you have 
H given yourfelf of fendii^ to feek me out i " At this the 
!>»/, in the utmoft Fury, cryed out; <* Enoogh/ Enough!*^ 
ifid pronounced his Sentence; which waf, that he ihottld 
receive two thoufand, two hundred Baflonades. It was 
inftan^ly put In Execmtbn on* th<? Spot, in Prefenfe of 
the Conft^K Being fattened in the Falac^^ as ufual, he \»i 
looo Btows widi Sticks on the Soles of his Feet^ infomucb 
that all the Flcfli of them fell .over the Heels; and as it 
kung only by a little Skin» Mcbemed^ the Defs fftixadmr[i}t 
Treafurer who fucceeded him i« the DeiVtc, and was 
iftcTwards affaffwated] cut it off with his Knife, A5 thQ 
Sufferer could not then bear any niore without expifing, 
«hd the Dty wis willing he fhould indure as much Fajp a* 
pofftble, in ordcf to deter others fxom fuch Aaion$i:v!he 
ordered him to be carried to Prifon, that he might there 
trnne to himfelf a little. Next Day, at nine in the Mornif 
ing -Aii'Dey fent firft for iheEngUfi Conful, and |hcnft>r 
th^*Crimirial, whb, in full Execution of the; Sentence pro. 
Bounced upoh him, there received the remaining twelve 
hand red Battonades complete, on his Buttocks, which 
'were likewife drubcd clean aiVay, He loft Speech, Moti6» 
and even Refplfation : But as he was not yet quite dead, 
the Vef, ordered his being recondufted to Prifon, and tjrfat 
he flibijld be theris (hut up alone and without the Icaft 
Succour. This Order was executed; and the Wretch 
was fufered fo to expire, thro* Pain, Thirft and Hunger.

Vnichlfaw, on another fuch Occafoij, fome Years be forei 
W. PHlif Durand, the French CpnfuU being at his iiarden- 
Bioufe looking over a, Hedge irito the Road, three or four 
fnifchicvous young KulogtoHs; or- Sons of JWh, had the 
Impudence to infult him widi their accuftotnary vile 
Language to ?ewand Cbrifliaiis: The Gonful faying fome- 
•what they did not like, one threw a fiball Stone which 
•|iit him on^the Forehead, and fetched Blood.' Immediately 
the Conful rode to the Dey, then j^^i tAuftafa, andfaid 
^ onlj* I 
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, WhxcK tlicy had touched f :.And thisVeffel 
returned to Algiers twelve or thirteen Days 
after its Departure. This Adventure occalioned 
its being determined In the Viwan^ that all the 
Beylic Slaves fhopld be chained two* and two: 
But as, in that Condition, they would not be 
able to 'work, this Relblution naj not any far- 
ther Confequence. 

The fo happy Succefs of thefe* awakened the 
Hopes of other Captives •, infonMich that, threfe 
Weeks after, a good Number, of different Na- 
tions but moftly Mayorcam^ confpifed to gel 
laway by Night with a Row-Boat. ready for th^ 
Cruife: They were in all apout Seventyl 
Having appointed a Place of Rendezvous, ^t 
Dead of ^ight they got down thro' a Sewer in- 
to the/Port : But tKe Dogs, which are there very 
numerous, ran barking at them ; Some they 
killed with Clubs and Stones. At this Noife^ 
thofe who were on Guard, as well alhore as ia 
the Ships, bauled put, with all their Might, 
Cbrijiiafts ! Chrifltavs!'\ They then aflcmbled and 
ran towards the Noife ^ and forty of the Slaves 
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only ; « Sir, I am wottnded.* I bleed: I go to FraHct\ 
The Offender was inftantly found out and fecuned. Next 
Moi^ning early the Confiil was fent for, jind told, thtt 
the Criminal was at his Siercy. lie fa id 5 ** He (ought 
*' not His Life 5 hut cxpe<fted he fhodld be eremplarify 
*« chaftlfed •*. He was laid down, had . a thoufawd Blows 
On the Buttocks, five hundred on the Feet, two hundred 
on the Calves oi his Legs, throi hupdi;ed on the Belly. 
Thefe latter are word of alL His Frieqds had him away ; 
but with all their Care he died tniferahlY.

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liaving already ' entered the Frigata, or Rotr- 
Boat, and being ftronger than thofe who guard- 
ed her, they threw them all into the Sea ; And 
it being their Bufinefs to haften out of the Port, 
imharalTbd witlKiftbles of the many Ships which 
then quite fiUedSt, and as they were, defirous 
of taking the fliorteft Cut, they took the Re* 
folution of leaping all into the water, hoifting 
up the Boat on their Should(;rs, and wading 
with it till clear of all thofe Cables. Spite of 
the Efforts ufecl to prevent their Defign, they 
made out to Sea, and foon reached Majorca. 
On hearing this, the Ve^ cried out-, "I be- 
^ lieve thefeDogs oiCbrifiiam will come one Day 
^ or other and take us out of our ^oufes- " Tho(e 
Slaves who, hindered by the I)ogs and Guards, 
had not the good Fortune to jom their Com- 
panions, underwent the Barharhm Fury : moft 
of them loft their Lives, and the reft were very 
feverely punijQied. 

Tho* feveral do often attempt, fecovering 
their Liberty, yet the Vigilance and extra- 
ordinary Precautiops of theT»^^ render fmit- 
lefs thefe Efforts, and oijiy expofe thofe mi* 
ferable Captives to a cloler aud lefs fupportable 
Bondage ; nay acid frequently all of their Na- 
tion are therefore very ill-treated •, as was the 
Cafe with four Knights of Malta^ whofe Cap- 
tivity was attended with Circumftances which 
merit being communicated to the Public 

Thefe Gentlemen were, Chevaliers V'Efparmty 
otC^fieUfie, lyEfpenis^ and De Badme ^, all three 
French t with Chevalier Balbiafiij ti.Lucchefi^

orof Iiice^ They were made Captivesat Or^»*, 
when that Place was taken by the \4lg^ri7tes^ 
thro' the Revoit of fomc there in Oarifoa. 

The {aid Chevalier*, thus treacherously hft* 
come Slaves, arrived at Algiers th^ 24th of &/- 
temh^y 1707, where they werofirft fbut up a» 
the Beylic J^i^ifio, promifcttoufly with 254othftP 
CbriftiMfis brought with them from the f^me 
Quarter • But that Prifon being extremely in- 
commodibus, by reafon of the Stench aniing 
from fttch Numbers of Slaves as were there 
lodged, upwarda of aooo, they were, after 
four or five Days and Nights Contitiuauce 
there, removed up to the Cajabba^ the ancient 
Rcfidence of the ^J^irw Princes, In that old 
Caftle they rewwined near two Years, the firft 
Time: But in 1709, a certain unfortrfeen Ac- 
cident occafioned theit feeling th^ ptmoft Hard- 
fliips rf Giptivity among hfideU. 

Notice was brought to the 2?^jf,that theKnights 
(£Malta^ under Conduft of ChevaJli^ DeMongon^ 
had taken the Capitana, or Admiral Ship of 
Algiers^ on board which were fix hundred and 
fifty Ti^rb and Moors^ with forty fix Cbrljlun 
Slaves : That the Ingagment between three 
Alg^rinc and four Mc^Uefi Ships was fo bloodr, 
that two hundred T^rfcf, with two Slavics, had 
been killed, and the whole Remainder of the 
Ctfpiteifa's Equipage were made CaptJveS-, and 
that it was not without great Difficulty the tw^ 
other Algerine Ships efcaped \. On thi§ IntelU-

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«encc,theDqi cauiedthe Oieyaliers to befhiit ni? 
in a Dungeon of that Caftle,loadecl with Chains; 
each weighing a hundred and twenty Pounds, 
where they renmned, grievoufly mcomnioded 
with their Irons, and ftiU more from the fnght* 
ful Situation of that damp Cavern, fwarming 
vith monftrousRats and other filthy Vermin,de- 
ftitute of allNouriftiment but Bread and Water. 
In vain did they feek Relief, by rattling their 
Chains when they heard any paffiug in the 
Road thereby to give People Notice of the 
miferable Condition they were in : But all to 
DO Purpofe. There they continued, till the 
Frevch Conful was, fomehow or other, informed 
by Chevalier D'Efpem of all they had fufFered, 
of the Extremity they were reduced to, 
fuch that, were they to remain fo two Days 
loneer he might abfolutely give them orver. 
Our Conful went immdiately to the Dej, affur- 
inehim, " That, if he perfevered in foufing 
" the Chevaliers, he might depend on hearing, 
that the TurUJh Officers at Malta were treated 
in iuft the fame Manner". • • , . , , 

At this Rembnftrance, the Dey ordered they 
Ihould be removed from that Dungeon to a more 
•commodious Part of the Cafabba, changing their 
Irons for others of between fixty and feventy 
Pounds Weight, which they wore the whole 
Remainder of their Captivity, except at Cbrijl- 
mas Eafier and Whitfmtide, our Conful having 
obtained Leave for them to be then unchained, 
in order to their pafling with him thofe folemn 
Feftivities. Moreover they once had a fhoall 
Refpite, on the following Occafion.'Z'i*. 
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NL dairmhaklt^ our Conful, married M.Dti^ 
rani^ Sifter of iW. fbilip Vwani"^^ his Predeceflbr 
in the Confulate. Going to notify hi« Efpoufala 
to the Dey^ he took Occafion to follicit him, to 
Permit the four Chevaliers to be with him dur- 
ing the FeftivjJi of his Nuptials, He obtained 
his Requeft \ and while thefe Days of rejoicing 
lafted, Means were fought to render com- 
plete the Joy of thofe Gentlemen, by liego- 
ciating their Liberty, TheDey, to whom this 
Propolal was made, demanded for them the Re- 
lea^ of two hundred and ten Ttirh^ taken with 
the Capitava^ ncgledling all the others, they 
being only Moors. The Conful promifed to ufe 
his Indeavors, by writing both to Malta and 
fratice on the AlFair •, which he foon after did 
very prcffingly. Mean While the Chevaliers 
remained at his Houfe, in foU Liberty, and de- 
pended on the faid Exchange. This Hope, 
joined to the Matrimonial Feftivities, left Room 
for extraordinary Rejoicings, not onl3»* among 
ChriJlians^hviX alu) among the Turksy who were in 
Expeftation of foon recovering their Cronies 
and Relatives, detained at Malta, whence Cap^- 
tives are v^ry rarely releafed. Whatftillin- 
hanced this Expefiation, was the Arrival of h 
Turhy who on landing faid, he was returned 
from Malta, where he had been exchanged {o£ 
a Chrijlian Soldier, who had disburfed into the 
Order's Treafury 500 Pieces of Eight for his

rable : This exchanged Mnjtihnan,vr tnt to wait 
on the Dej^ to whom he feid^ *' Tlmt he 
" much wondered at feeing the fourOieva*- 
** liers injoyingfuch LiWty, and fo wdlre-. 
^ galcd at the m?fc& Conful'B, vrhiltKhe Mufkl^ 
*' tnavs^ taken with him, Wore Chains at MUtu t 
*' and that he was very well alTured they would 
^^ never be releafed *'. 

Immediately hereupon the Dey difpatched fiire 
or fix [^Moors'] 0)tatifes^ to fei^e the Chevaliers 
^nd return them to their Prifott and Fettcra. 
In the ConfuVs Court-yard they met with Che* 
valier ' D^Kfpar9n, who, being hy one of theflk 
informed of the Occaficn of their coming, wtnt 
up very forrowfoUy to the ConfuPs Apartment^ 
faying to his Affociates, " Brethren \ I bring 
*' very mortifying News both for you and my* 
" felf. We muft return to dur former Coil^ 
** dition: Here are the Chianfes^ who have 
*' Orders to reconduft us to the Cafabba^ and 
" make us clofer Prifoners than ever/* Our 
poor Chevaliers, changing Color, were fcarct 
able, their Eyes gufliing with Tears, to bid theif 
kind Hofts Aiien. One, at the Cbiaiifis A|k 
proach, threw away his Peruke ^ another his 
Coat, Sec, and in (hort all of them, again be- 
taking thcmfelves to their Slaves Drefs, fiirren* 
dered to thofe Barbarians^ who loaded them 
with Chains heavier than their former ones> 
particularly Chevalier BaZ/'i^wf ^, whrfe Uncle, 
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* Thefe Gestleilien were afterwards, for ibmc Time, in 
Order to mortify them, brought out to work. I then once 
:faw them four drawing a Carriage with Stones to' repair 
ttfie Mole, damaged by . temp effuotw Weather^ Their 
Chains were faftened about their Middles.

^^ a.Night, be at the Sea-fide, without &^u^tff» 
^' Gate^ where a A^jorcan Brigantine would 
** take them in -, the Patmn whereof had in- 
gaged to convey them iefe to him, on his 
pr^^fiiie of disburling five hundred Pieces of 
'' Eight for each Chevalier,, with one hundred 
^* inore for Provillons". 

The Timc^ which interveiaedthe Notice and 
Hour of executing their Projed, they imployed 
in gradually filing off their Chains, and in 
breaking thro' the Caftle Wall which they 
effefted oppoCte toa large old Tree, whicb^ 
well fcreen'd their Work that it was not difcover-- 
ed- . O^r Chevaliers, joyful at fuch good Suc- 
cefs, glided <mt at the prefixed Time, and repair- 
ed to the appointed Place near the l^ore. There 
they waifed i^veral Hours, between Fear and 
Hope ^ but none appeared to complete what 
they hadfo hi^pily begun. At feagth, not 
knowing what Coune to follow, and perceiving 
Day approach, they determined on retiring to 
a certain Marc^bt^ a Place of Sanduaryamoi:^ 
thofe Barhariam. To him they made known 
their Quality, and laid before mm the Wretch- 

cdncft 
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ednefs of their Condition, which had forced 
them to feek a Remedy by Flighty jntredting 
him toobtain for them,from theD^j^,fuch Grace as 
they might expeft from his Credit andProteOiion, 
..Ihc Morabbt immediately went to B^fianji 
Alebemii ^, who ^as fince Dej •, and jointly with 
him condoded them before Alt Vey •, where they 
ix)th fo well pleaded our Chevaliers Caufe, th^t 
their intended Efcape was not deemed a Crime : 
iiothing beingmore natural than to try all Means 
for the regaming loft Liberty. They were 
fetisfied with fepatating and loading them with 
other Chains, and more ftriftly confining and 
guarding them till the Dungeon could be prepa- 
red far their Reception. The French Conml and 
other Free Perfons of that Nation, hearing all 
this, were under the greateft Confternation -, 
for, ^ had it fucceeded, they might, irremiffibly, 
have cxpefted being put in the Chevaliers 
Places, and very ill treated, 

A Fr^wcfe Veffel, commanded by M, Janfeanme, 
who had left^/^zVr5 fome Days before, was ob- 
ferved loitering about upon the Coaft till that , 
very Evening. 

ypon this Notice, the Dej ordered Baftohades 
to a Domeftic who attended thofe Chevaliers, to 
make him confefs, whether the faid Captain had 
fent the Conful any Letters, or had held a Cor- 
refpondence with the Chevaliers, or other C&rz- 
fiiam. This Servant acknowledged, that he had 
carried two Letters from the Chfcvaliers to Cap- 
tain Jeanfeaume; one at his Arrival in tht Port, 
which was anfwered\ and that both Parties had

The Thy failed not mftking very warm Re-r 

proaches to our Conful, as if he was therein 

fome Way concern^ and even telling him, 

" That if the Chevaliers made a fecond Attempt 

" to cfcape, he w;ould, fpite of his CharaSer, 

" fire him off at the Mouth of a Cannon/' . 

, Thus did thefe Chevaliers, for upwards oftep 

Years, undergo a Bondage, the Rigors whereof 

will doubtleis induce them to commiferate the 

Wretchednefs of thofe thef left behind, and 

render them eloquent in givmg Tidings of them 

to thofe who, by all Laws Divine and Human, 

arc obligated to contribute towards their Releafe, 

were they truly informed of their Situation : 

For, after Trials fo fedious and fo rigid, when 

they had quite loft all Hope of Redemption, 

Providence at length worked a Way for their 

Deliverance, effefted at a very confidcrable 

Price ^, whereof our Order, jointly with our 

Fraternity at MarfeilU^ disburfed more than the 

Moiety. 

So many illTreatments, joined with the Heats 
of that Climate, muft inevitably impair. the 
poor Captives Health, and fometimes throw 
them into dangerous Diftempears, under which 
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* rkriow the Prke long infificdT'on for the fottr, was 
39000 Dollars ; But I beard the/ got off for a nuicji more 
moderate Ranfom, 
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Mehenlei Aga^ a Perfon of thehigheftRank inAt-^ 
persy having been taken at Sea, as (he was con-^ 
duding to igme diftant Part in order to be mar- 
ried, was carried Captive to the Ifland Corpca. 
Being there inftruaed in the Verities of our 
holy Religion, and touched with t)ie SubKrnity 
of out Myfteries and the Purity of our Morals^ 
£hc moft earneftly demanded Baptifm -, which 
(he received together with the Cbriftian App^- 
latives Maria iugenia^ inftead of her primitive 
NameFiitmtf: And afterwards, refilling a Sum 
of Money fent by the Tnrh to puxchafe her Re- 
ieafe,' (he efpoufed a Corf can CbrtJUan^ and died 
A.D. i6?7, in that Jfland. They who went 
thitiier to loUicit her, that flie would fuffer her- 
felf to be ranibmed, inragedat miirmg their Aim, 
returning to -^fcien gave out. That (he had 
been conftrained . to turn Cbrifiiaft, iTiis fe 
ii^ly infenced the Barbarians^ that thofe Re- 
ligious yrexf^ (i^ized, put in Chains and (hut up 
in Dungeons, with Threats of being burned 
alive: All the Money was likewife confifcated 
-which they had disburfed in purchafing the Li- 
berty of 1 30 Captives, who, tho^ already deli- 
•vered to them, were returned to their Fetters. 
•They indured this Violence with a Patience 
which made Impfeflion on the BaJI)a ^ and his 
Council •, inlbmttch that it was not long before 
they were releafed from their Confinement, 
and permitted te-^ where they would, in the 
City, doing charitable, Offices to the Slaves; 
but they could never obtain Lfeave of returning

Finally, this Hofpital was notably augmented 
by Fr. Pedrq de la Ccmception^who, being formerly 
iftarried, and become a Widower, led feveral 
Years a Herniit's Life ^ when, preffed by i 
Zeal which afforded him ^o Repofe in his Soli- 
tude, he wholly devoted himfelf to our Order 
of the Holy Trirtity^ whereof he took the lefler 
Habit: And having made a Voyage to Perir, 
where he amafled Abundance of Alms, as he 
alfo did in Spain, he went over to Algiers. Part 
of his Treaiure he expended in redeeming a 
good Kumber of Captives, and the Refidue in 
reducing the Hofpital in its prefent Conditir 
on '^. There he paffeA diverfe If ears fervin^

vincible Patience, the Violence of the Fire^ 
which was augpiented j^radually^ During thisy 
he fang the Praifes of God, and preached 
Jeftis Cmjf crucified, eyen to his ultimate Mo- 
pient. Such Parts of him as theFlamcs had fpared 
were caft into the Sea, whence the Slaves 
could recover only a Leg-Bone, which is now 
prelerved in the IJofpitah 

Notwithftanding all thefe Additions, the Hof- 
pital is yet too fmall for thofe Numbers of lick 
Chrifiians of all Nation^, as well Free as Slaves, 
whoni they there receive, and attend with ft 
jTedulity which moves even the Tarh them** 
felyes. Among others its Regulations, there 
are obferved thefe following^ viz. That no Slave 
is to be admitted, nor any exrtaorc^inar)^ Remer 
dy given him, without his Patron s Confent ; 
That no Females arc to be taken in ; but th^t 
the Apothecary and Surgeon muft vifit then].

twice daily,at their ovin Horfes^f th^ arc Fre«, 
pr^if Slaves, at thbfe of their refpe^ive Piatrons ; 
That the Morning and Evening Prayers be moft 
pufiaiially perfbrnied jat Night, the Hofan 19 
redted in commoli: That the Froiits ariiing 
from Medicines given to Tiirfc^ &c. be p^ldiji 
to the Hofoital thrice eyery Weeb > the Iteli- 
gioits, anu Officers vi^ho' ferve there, regularly 
perform all thoft' Morfificatioils yvhich are 
prafltifed in the' jnoft Reformed Monafteries of 
Spain, the Father Adminiftrator has the In- 
Ipeftion of all, a^ aKp of its keveniieSj which 
pnfiftunt to more than two thoufajid Pieces of 
fight arinuatly, which yet fu^ce not for all 
the neceffary Eiperifes. tliis Deficiency has 
induced inch Cftri/?^?/s as traffic ^t Algiers to. 
pay three Dollars fo'r each Veflel wHch arrives 
there J .and this is don6 with the ijfmoft Pun^u** 
ality/ Alfo the Patron of every Slave^ brought 
t^iirrier ficlc, pays, at hisEntrancc^ one Third' 
of A Spamlb Etollar .. towards the Burial-Charges, 
in cdle he dies^ but that is returned on- his 
going oilti if he recovers. 

Theif place of Interment is without that 
Gate called Beh^aUP^eyd^ in a fandy Ground, 
which is very narrow, but extends to a confider- 
able Length a iohg the Sea-fide. This BuriaU 
place is the Fruit of a moft fingular Charity. 
A certain Capuchin frier, Confeffor to Don Juan 
de Aujlria^ being . in Captivity . at Algiers^ that 
Prince remitted him a large Sum of Money 
to purchafe his Liberty : But haviilg, while 
a Slave, obferv'ed how. inhumanly the Gene- 
rality of dead Captives were left unburied^ he 
prefered this pious Deed to his own Liberty, 
and imployed Part of thofe Monies in buy; 
•• ^ * ' ■ ' • ' ing 
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ihg that Piece of Ground, and with^ the Rcr 
ihainder tanfomed forae Slaves. He himfelf 
died a Captive, leaving to Pofterity a rare 
and beantiful Example of Piety, Virtue and 
Charity! 

Not being yet wholly recovered from my In- 
difpofition, I Was advifed one Day to go out at 
the faid Gate, to take a little Air, that being 
the only Part of the City's Neighborhood where 
the Ground is level and proper for ^(iralking. 
We had fcarce paffed a few Houfes, beyond the 
Gate, but we gotSightof the MobammedansTomhs^ 
moft of them feparated by Walls,' higher 0% 
lower, which indole the Monuments of dit. 
fcrent Families. Amons others, I was {hew- 
ed feven, all quadrangular, each fuftained by 
four Columns or Pillars, and covered with a 
Dome : Thefe we learned were the Tonibs of 
as many Deys, who, by a Fatality well Worthy 
Pofterity*s Notice, had in one Day been ad- 
vanced to a Throne arid then maflkcred by 
the fame People. Thence we went to flie Chrjii- 
am Burial-ground, there to reverence the 
Afties of a great Number of holy Confeffors, at 
|)re{ent in abjeft Oblivion, but the revealing of. 
their Combats and Glory Gop yeferyes for the. 
Pay of his ultimate Appearance. 

On the oppofite Side we faW the Jews Bury- 
ing-place, where we were fhewed the Spot 
whereon, ' five or fix Days before, they had 
burned a 3f^B^, who, in the Opinion of fenfible 
People, was quite innocent. A certain Twrfc, 
agitated by a ftrange Fury (whether proceed- 
ing from the exceffire Heat of Choler^ or from 
Ibme fudden Fit of Frenzy) having killed with 
hi? Knife five' or fix Jms^ and wounded feverat 
'-•- ■ 9th9r% 
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otilicrs (whom he accidentally met with in his 
Way) was foon ^ after feen at home without 
his Tongue. Being found in this Condition, 
wholly unable to difcover how he came fo, 
* People grew iuqufitive, who could be the Au- 
thor of his Misfortune : When another Turk 
faid \ *' They ought not to feek any other Au- 
*' thor than himlelf, fince, in that Height of 
** Fury he then vras,^ he might well have turn- 
*' ed his Rage againft hiimelf, and have bit 
** off his own Tongue ^. He was believed: 
ButtwpTiirfe, next Day, having charged that 
3^w with being the Author of his Mutilation, 
he was fei^sed and burned immediately, with- 
out farther Trial or Ceremony. On the Place 
we iaw Heaps of Stones, thrown at him by 
the Children and Populace during his Execu- 
tion. Such Accidents happen frequently to 
the ^W5, who, by a terrible Judgment of the 
Almighty, are become the Objefts of univer- 
fal Hatred. 

As I write this, not only to acquaint chari- 
tably-dif|JofcdPerfbns with the Condition of Cferf- 
Jtian Captives, and offer them a very ample and 
prcffmg Subjeft whereon to exercife their 
.Charity towards diftrefTed Slaves, who can- 
riot themfelves make known their Mifery-, 
but likewife to thofe, among our Religious, who 
(hall hence-forwards be charged with the Im- 
ploy now to me confided, it may not .be ufelefs 
to have a fomewhat exaft Knowledge of the 
Place they are fcnt to, of the Government, 
Maxims and Genius of thofe with whom they 
are to negociate. This is the Reafon which 
induces me to enter on a more circvtmftantial

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Detail of what thereto relating I have gatheircd, 
Jis well by my own Experience, as from Me- 
moirs wherewith I have been fiirBifhed by 
fiuthful and credit-worthy Friends, Who have 
there been lon^ Soj ourners. 

. The City of Algiersy named Jexair by the 
Tnrh [^ ami ?orruptly Tirf^ by the Mf^rs ] 
Capital of the Kingdom of that Name, lies fituate 
in 36 Degrees, 48 Minvites N. Latitude, and 
24 Degrees 50 Miputes of Lojfigitude. It 
lie§ on the Declivity of a Mountain. Its Build- 
ing?, all terraffed and white, render it^Difco- 
very agreeable to the Sght. * As for itjyfelf^ in 
approaching the l^ort, it feehted t6 me as a 
fpacioUs Amphitheater, wherein the Faith and 
Conftancy of fo many Captives, the . Zeal and 
Charity of fo many of our good Fathers, the 
Religion and Perfeverance of (b many ChriJUans^ 
have fo long combated ag^inft Barhariavs^ 
worfe than Lions and "Tigers, arid' have aug- 
mented the JIumber of Martyrs. The Vene- 
ration fpr a Place which they had watered with 
their Blood, apd illuftrated oy a thouftiid great 
Examples of Piety and Firmnefe, infpired me 
.with a pious Impatience to be there^ and to 
gather fome Sparks of that glorious Fire by 
which they were animated. 

Its Walls, waftied by the ;Sea Waves In- 
fpired me with a Reverence to even thofe 
Waters for having been fo often ftained 
with the Blood of phriJUans, precipitated froni 
RocJc5, and expiring in that Element, be.caule 
they would not renounce their Faith ^. In

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Circttmference more than a French League, and 
its Walls (^wbofe Ditches are but IhaUow and not 
very wide j are flanked with feveral fquare Tow^ 
ers,of equalHeight,and have nothing4iftinguifli- 
able, except certain large Iron Hooks, which 
are to be feen in feveral Places ^..whereon, 
Chriftians are thrown, and there left ^ in Tor- 
ture tillthey expire. Even Moon are loraetimca 
put to this cruel Death, when they are guilty 
of cnornK)us Crimes, The Streets of M^Un 
are extremely narrow^ and the Houfes lean one 
againft another, infomuch tJiat you may 
almoft gOj from Tcnafs to Terrafa, all over Ihe 
City, which is quite without any Uardeii;FttbliQ 
Place, or Ornament. They auure us, that it 
corxtains upwards of a hunared thoufand Inha- 
bitants, there being few Houfes which have 
not in them feveral Families. 

Its Port is fcreened by a Pier or Mole, in 
Length about five hundred Paces, extended froni 
the Continent to a fmall rocky Ifland, where* 
on ftandsa Caftle, named t)/t6c Lantern^ having 
thrje Tiers of Brafs Cannon, and withiia few 
Years augniented with uew Fortificationa, where 
other very good Batteries are mounted. ** Here 
" is (feid. I, at my Entrince; the Place where 
^ I4umbers of our dear Brethren have behela 
" their liberty wrecked in the Havent *' \ Thi$ 
City haa five Gates> ten great Mofques, and fifty 
lefler ones, three Colleges, And many littlf 
Schools for Children, who are to be taught 
publicly, and whereat they fail not being 

* Only a feiv on each Side the Gate pamea Beb-J^on : 
I could never hear but of one Cbrlflkm thrawa on a Hdok, 
for 10 Years; and be bad killed bis JPa^<^v No^ot 
aboT^ two or three YAoors, 
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from their Infancy, infpircd with a virulent 
Hatred to the very Name of Chriftiaiiity. 

All the Neighborhood of Algiers, as like- 
wife the Hills, which lye along the Bay, are 
replete with Garderi-houfes, which aftord a 
moft agreeable Profpefik : Thofe Gardens are 
however without any Manner of Sym^try, fe- 
parated from each other by live Hedges. The 
Soil whereon they ftand is fertile •, and it is 
alfo very often watered with the Tears and 
Sweat of poor Slaves, who undergo all the La- 
bors and Fatigues thereof but do not always 
tafte of their Fruits. 

On the oppofite Side of the Road, or Bay, 
ftandsa Fbrt, with about twenty Cannons, which 
is called fott-Metafuz ^, from the Name of 
that' Qipe near which it is lituate t There is a 
conftant Nouba^ or Garifon. This long-neg- 
lefted Fortrefs was rebuilded on Occafion of the 
French Gallies, which anchored there during 
the Bombardrtients. t There ^re alfo on the 
Coaft two other fniall Forts •, one named Of the 
Bvgltfij becaufe they likewife anchored there- 
abouts : It had about a Dozen Guns mount-ed. 
The other, having four Cannons only,ftands 
at the Point of Cape Bfcado, N. Vf .of Algiers^ 
W2LS builded on account of a certainCalley which 
thereflieltered itfelf from aTempeft, under fome 
Rocks there, and efcaped. At the very Top of 
Algiers thet^U a Sort of Fortrefs, wherein is al- 
ways a Garifon : It has no Manner of Form ; 
they call it . Al Cajabba. Without Beb-aU l^eyi 
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Gate arc three other Fortreffes : The firft U 
that of The Tagarins •, the fecond, about a Quar- 
ter of a League above the City, is named 0/ ti&0 
Star 5 and the third, within Sight of this, and 
a little farther on, is ftiled The Emperor's Caf- 
tie '^. 

The Government of Algiers is at prefintal- 
moft Monarchical 5 the Dey alone deciding all 
Caufes, as well Civil as Criminal, according 
to his Will. He fometimes calls a General 
DiTpan, or Council of the principal Officers 5 ' 
tut this is only thro* Policy for momentous 
Concerns, and riot to be alone refponfible for 
Events •, thus leaving them a Kind of Republic, 
This fupreme Magiftrate is moft commonly 
eleftcd by the Militia, each of whom, at Plea- 
fure, nominates the Perfon he wauld have, till 
one is pitched on for whom all the Votes unite, 
and then they all cry out " Allah Bark ! 
'^ G o D profper and Ihower down upon him all. 
^' Felicity ": And, willing or unwilling, they 
invcft him with the Caftan t, and place hini 
on the Seat of Aiithority. The Cadbi tt imme- 
diately repairs thither, and reads to him the 
Obligations, whereof the Purport is •, " That 
" God has vouchfafed to call him' to the Govern- 
" nient of that -Republic and its Militia : That 
" he is to chaftifeOfFenders,and maintain others 
" in the Injoyment of their Privileges and Pay:

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^ Gart for the Country's Profperi.ty '*• This 
done, they all tender him their Oath of Fide^ 
lity. Below, at -the very Extremity of the 
Court-yard, is his Tribunal, which is only it 
Sefa ot Board, fomcwhat elevated, and covered 
with a[,Matrafs andl Carpet. Thereon, iiting 
crofs- legged as our Tailors, he daily continues 
from five in the Morning to Noon, and from 
one till four, to give all Centers Audience. He. 
decides all Points on the Spot, without either 
Expenfe px Appeal, having no Alhflants or 
Counfellors but, on his Right, four State Se- 
cretaries,or ^rand Minifters : Only what relates 
to Religion is left to be difcufled by the Caihl. 
If this Poll is burdenfome, it is withal nolefs 
periloujB. Tho' he is aKolutc Mafter of the 
whole Republics tho' he commands through- 
put its Domaju^ •, tho' he puniflies or rewards 
juft as he pleafes •, tho' he, orders alJ concern- 
ing Camps and. Armaments, without giving 
Account to any of his Conduft^ he has ncver-^ 
thelefs great Meafures to dbferve ; And in this 
Kingdom frequently occur ftrange Revolutions^ 
procured by the Inconftancy of a fierce and 
infolent M;ilitia, who oftentimes either grow 
injaged at the Rigor, or abufe the Lenity where- 
with thejr are governed, and indeed a People 
whom it is difficult to keep long in their Duty. 
Cf ill I)(?yi who reigned fmce 1700, four came 
^' violent Ends, and a fifth, menaced with a 
Fate, refigned the Government ; One only

At the Time above rpecifed,^«iMrr» 
adb^Bcf of r«ff/V»was beleaguering Coflaniina^mihiiooFoot^ 
above 20co^ Horfe, and 30 Ficjd-piecc$, having furft fthro* 
the Eaftern Bey^ JUlfoj^s Raflineis in not retiring int<^ 
the Town) cut in Pieces the Tribute Camp, of 60 Teritsj 
According to CuBom4 this News caufed a Mutiny, and a 
new. Dej was created, in order to appofe the Invader* 
Bohba Muff^faf tho* much Inferior in Number, w^s fuccef- 
ful, '[routed the Enemy with confideraUe Slaughter, and 
inriched bimfelf with bis SpQil& Next Year, be march* 
ed again (I Mttlei /Amaily wno ravaged bisWeHernQuav-. 
ters ; and him afib be obliged to retire. Two Year» 
after, vi^. 1703* be fat down in a Bravado before (>n«i; 
but nothing infued^ neither caring to come over near each 
other.

Tbe Palace was now crovded with armed Tfirh, and U^un 
jiUCbiauSj already proclaimed Dey^ feeing the Difpute witk 
this Foot would not eafily be decided, fen t for four Chiflians 
from the Bcylic Bagnio^ to whom he promifed fand per- 
formed) Liberty, if they would unroof Ibrabim^s Apart- 
ment) and drive him out with Graiiades.

I faw him indeed there, and looking on ; but ho cattne'

a Bow-ftripg. Daring the eight Yoirrs Reign of thil Z>^, 
he deftroyod above 3000 Turks^ fpeakingwuhtpCompaij. 
Diverfe Attempts were made on nis Lite, as particularly 
once^ in a Afofjue, while at his Devotions, a bold Exile, 
tame purpoiety for his Poft from the Mountains, fbot 
thro' his upper Garment^ but had his Head intUntly fliruck 
off by the often-cited Bqftimu Mebct^iedf his Treafurer^ 
and Immediate SuccefTor. The fame Terfon did him 
alfo a like Servieeon another ilich Occafion, notwithfiand-

Thus, and 
by fparing none who gave him the leaft Umbrage, or 
who were even iufoe^d, he maintained his Dignity, 
irnd died A. D, 17 18 in his Bed, a Happinefs attending 
tei7 few of hit Predecefibr s.

ably to the Df/s Orders, and ;the Quality of his 
pftenfe, the Criminal is eithar ftrangled, bafto- 
naded, or fined. It is the Aga who pronounces 
to him his Sentence, , ^nd \\i^s it executed on the v 
Spoti _ . 

With Regard to inflicting Puniftiments on 
Moors and ChriJIiam, the Inforniations are not 
made with this Regularity; nor fuch Meafures 
taken and obferved. If a Mfior fteals the fhxaUr 
eft Trifle, his Hand is infl)antly cut off ++, and 
then they lead him thro' the Town, mount- 
ted on a forry Afs, his Face towards the Tail, , 
his amputated Hand tied about his Neck, with 
Sheeps GntSj &c. on his Shoulders. This 
prompt and rigorous TufHce occafions Thefts* 
to be very rare in Algiers, tho fituatc in . a 
Region extremely barbarous, and fwarming 
with .Arabs who are naturally Thieves •, but

Inftances, which have been feen within a very 
ftw Years, qfSbdAbaHHojfPey'sVrats.fitjkvnth 
the Emperor of Morovci)^ Xitxt with thp Bg^ of 
Tunis. Tjiift gallant Diy^ alleging t6 have 
received fome Infults ttotnMileflJbTniitel^ deter- 
mined on Revenge, aiidTet ottt from Atffen 
with only fix thoufand Ttirp and four thoufand 
Moors J With whom he entcted the Kingdom of 
Fex^ where that Sheriff ^ii^g advanced to meet 
him, fixty thoufand ftroilg/ Was, notwithftand- 
ing this great Jnequality, utterly routed, and 
obliged tct fend away Ijis eldeftbonto^^fen, 
with very corifiderable Prtfents, to fue for 
Peace. 

Oa another pccaCon, the fame; Vey had 
Notice, that Mammmei^ J5^ of T«m«, confor- 
mably to that Community's Matims and ' its 
real Intereft, held the T«r^ there in ftill greater 
Abje^on than the Algefine 'turh did tbeir^or^ : 
That he hp longer gave Implojrs to any but 
I^tibors, either in the Camps or Oarifohs ; .That 
he weakened, the Turks hf Degrees, and, appa- 
rently defighed their Annihilation : Andmore^ 
over correfponded with the Emperor of Morocco, 
^aaban Haja judged that thole Powers united 
mightjonc Day, overthrow the^Igeme Kepublic; 
iituate between both, which made hixti dpt^r-^ 
mine on applying fome timely Remedy, by 
Way of Prevention. Having brought the Em- 
peror of Morocco to Reafon, he dcclarect War 

againfl^ 
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,5igaipft thi JB^> of TwH", under Pretext of pro- 
ItxQiingthzt %/$ Ifaother-in-Law, whom he 
qppreflCbd, ; MabammedBey advanced to meethim, 
Acar the M^erine Frontiers, With 2 $000 Moors 
. well armed, and iB Field-Pieces, with which 
he might,, in! all Appearance, have o^ef-fuii 
their whole Country, the Inhabitants whferfeop 
were generally inclined to fide with him- But 
Sbaaban Dey^ with only 3000 ./ilgeri we Soldiers, 
[9, . few huhdreds of his Spahis] 500 TripoUfiet^ 
and about 1500 Arahs^ marched fiercely againft 
him, routed him, took his Cannon and whole 
Camp, full of rich Booty •, and had after this 
the fioldnefs to traverfe, with that Handful of . 
Troops, near 1 00 Leagues of the Enemies Coun- 
try, and fit down before Turns (where the Bey 
had taken Refuge) andwherein were more than 
%oooQ Men able to bear Arms. He nevertjielefs 
held that City befieged above five Months ^ and 
having received fpme few Recruits by Sea, as 
well from Algiers as from Tripoli, he obliged the 
Bey to betake himfelf to Flight, abandoning 
his Wives, his Slaves and his Kingdom. The 
Dey placed in the Fugitive's Stead his faid Bro- 
ther-m-Law Abeft-Shouhr^ and returned tri- 
umphantly to Algiers with 200000 Piec^s^ a 
grcatNumber of Cbrifiian Slaves, Abundanceof 
rich Moveables, and Jewels of immenfe Ya- 
lue» 

Such is the Fruit of thia Superiority which 
theyaffea:, and kre caxefiil to keep up, towards 
thole whoare under theifDomlnation,and where- 
of we alfo fee glaring Inftances throughout the 
yriioltOttoman Empire, where the Qreeks^Armem-^ 
0vSj Eg^tians^ Synans^ aiid thofe of all the other 
ilations by them fubjugate4> hav^ no longer 
* . N any 
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any Spark of their Anceflors Valpr, quite . ex- 
tingmftied by the Turh Fiercenrfs, and art in 
their own natural Counfiries redltced ^b thfe 
lame State of Indolence and Pufillanimity, as 
are the Moon in Barbary. This arifei frorh 
their being, from their very Infancy, accuftoiri- 
cd to refpefl: the Turh their Maftcrs, arid to 
fufFer from them Blows, ill Words, 6?t, ^^ithout 
daring to reply, and becaufe the leaft Refiftance 
is puniflied with the utmoft Severity. ^ 

It is they who in Algiers comppfe the whole 
Bod]^ of its Militia^. They h^ve Very great 
Privileges ^ being as it were Nobles, exempt 
from paying any Duties, nor being ever (sls 1 ob-^ 
ferved) punilhed in public, and very rarely in 
'private. The meaneft Soldier there makes the 
lnoft difkinguiflied Moor give him the Way, 
whenever he pleaies. They mutually fupport 
each other, and their Doings muft be always 
right.^ They are commodioufly quartered in 
Cafarias +, three in a Chamber, and have Slaves 
to ferve them at the Public's Expenfe. JEach 
has daily four Loaves of good Bread, and their 
Pay every fecond Moon conftantly, The^ buy 
Meat one Third cheaper than it is rated tor all 
other Perfons whatever.

The Beys^ on entering the Algiers Dominion, 
properly fo cabled, lole all, Authority, but are 
yet received with feme; Sort cf Ceremcny^ I 
ipean if they are to efr^ape with their Heads. 
The Arab SpahUtT)2!kc lilc(t\rife a good Corps of 
Cavalry. Befidcs all thefe, the^/^rnV^ naye 
in their Capital, or within Call, another Mili- 
tia, all Modrs^ under their proper Officers con- 
fiftingof 2500 Men, ^vho do good Service.

All thefe fetve when ihtVey in; Perfon, or a 
royal Army againft fome ituportant Eriemy^ 
takes the Field uhder his Deputy. ' They 
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are. all well armed -, and the, Buljnefs of thefe 
three latter is to Superintend the Canrion, PpW- 
der. Carriages, &C. and to provi(Je all Requifites 
.thereto appertaining. This is iillhort the whole 
Land-Force of the Jlgei^ines. £Butletus now 
retilrntoour Authbf.]|^ . ; 

As to the Marine, its Officers forfti a conlv- 
derable Body/ tboV they muft not interfere 
with any of the date's Affairs : But becaufe it 
is by their Counfela^d Bravery that all Things 
rclatiiTj to the Sea are refolved and e»e(!uted^ 
they arc greatly fevored and conlid'ei:ed. It is 
furprifing to fee in what' good Condition they 
keep their Ships, fince their Country affords 
not wherewithal to doit, there being very little 
Tynber, efpecially fuch as is fit for Mafts -, nor 
have they either Cordage, Pitch, Sails, or An- 
chors-, nay, not even Iron, any where about 
Algiers. When they can get new Timber (brought 
from Bujeya) fufBcient to make a Ship's Bottom 
Parts, they finifli the Remainder with the Ruins 
of f rize Veflels. which they perfectly well know 
how to imploy to moft Advantage, and thtts 
fihdthe Secret of making very neat new Ships, 
and excellent Sailers, out of old ones. Among 
all the Barbary Maritime Vowev^y the Algervies 
are^ by Sea, much the ftrongeft, both for Good- 
nefs and Number of Ships,having about twenty- 
five, from 18 to 60 Guns, exclulive of Cara- 
vels; Brigan tines, Sec, and give fufRcierit Exer- 
vQfe.to all fuck European yLexchasit& as trade 
into the Mediterranean^ to ingage Chriftian Po- 
tentates not to negleft any Occafion of making 
or maintaining Peace with thefe Sea-Rovers : 
But,cxcept only with France^ always able and at 
Hand to chaftife them^ they do not very readily 

come 
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come into it -^ War giving thchi Opportiinitics 
of bringing in far greater Abundance of Prizes, 
which are the Republic's folideft and moft conll- 
4erable Revenues ^, as Well for the Ships and 
Merchandizes, Whereof it xnakes much Advan* 
tage, as for the Slaves, from whofe Labors and 
Hanfoms it draws a very great, Income. We 
may judge of the ^nefft accruing to the Alger 
fines from their Piracies, Chce, from December 
lo. 1712, to our Departure bom Algien^ the 
JJumber of Prizes brought in was 74, and in 
them 1668 Chriftlan Captives. Thefe fuccet 
ful Cruifes incourage the Tiirfei, and occaliop 
their Sea-Forces to increafe daily, by thjj Multi* 
tudes drawn in by the Hopes of a like Profit ; 
To which we muft add, that one of this Rc- 

Sublic^ Laws is, never to fuffer its Forces to 
iminifh, but rather augment. So when a Croi- 
fer is either loft or t5cen, the Armaior^}^ or 
Owners, are obliged to build another at leaft 
as good. Thus the State lofes nothing s bjat on 
the contrary^ gains, by this other Law, or Re- 
gulation, which makes it Heif tp all the Go<^ 
and Effeds, Moveables or Immoveables, of aU 
fuch Turh or Moors as die without Children or 
Brothers, by whatfoever Accident, even fight- 
ing for the State : All is difpofed of for the Pub- 
lic^ even of fuch as are taken Slaves -, an4 when 
any Turk returns from Captivity, the Govcrn-

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tnent is quit of all by giving Him only a Year'^ 
Amount of the fame Pay he in joyed before hi^^ 
MisfiDrtunc, Thus the Public's Revenue alwajr*. 
incrc^fes by War^: It is the P^ only, for his 
own particular Intereft, who fometimes give^ 
Ear to pacific Propofitions. His Reafon is, 
becaufe the Militia, being exceflively prone ta 
Sedition, impute to him all the ill Succelfes 
of any Enterprife, tho* they themfelves had 
ingaged him in the Afiair. The firft Notice of any 
Ship^s being loft, and Captivity of their Friends 
and Comrades, gives Emotion to thefe Biuti- 
neers •, and fuch Emotions fcarce ever pafs with- 
out cofting the Dey his Life.

We muft not then be aftonilhed at thoCe Ef- 
forts which the HolUttders are now makingto 
renew a good Intelligence with the Algerims, 
who have been fur fome Years giving Chafe to 
their Traders, notwithflanding former Treaties.- 
Wc were ftitt at AiiUrs, when a Cafiji arrived, 
from the Grai^id Signor, to negotiate this Paci- 
fication 'y his OtttWMW Highnefs vouchfafing to 
takf|this Step by Way of Acknowledgment for 
the rains taken by the Ihtcb Embaffador to 
eS€& a Peace between the Qtrman and Turhjk 
Empires. The Public jwill poffibly be well 
pleafed to know the Particulars of his Recep^ 

tion. 

This G^^, named Haffan Aga^ came by 
Land from Tunis. Arriving the 3d of December^ 
fjifi in the Evening, at a Fort, called Carat ac^ 
about fix Miles Eaft of A^en^ he difpalched 
siway to the D^ a Cbims^ to inform him of his 
coimng. Early in the Morakig^ MAtnui T)ey 
ordered out th^Dwdrn and a good Number cfja^ 
wiMfif t, all in their Caps m Ceremony. ^ Led 
4Hi by their proper Officers, they marched to 
the laid Fort, where after cc^iipKmenting his Ex-^ 
celle^cy, they marched on before him tojfe^- 
AxMn^ on entering which Gate he 'was 6- 
luted with three Guns, the Vivany and others 
pur&ii^ their l^ceffion in^d Ordet, brought 
•up by their ^^j;^ riding imniedfetely bc&re Sie 
Rivqy pompoufly mounted; Arriving at the 
Palace, where the ^g^dilmbunttng walk^ln. 



Seceding 
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Court-yard, 7l^e&ffi«tfi D^ was already- 
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feated on his Tribunal, furroutaded hy Adumat 
Bekir with all his Sea-Captains and the ancient 
Coun&liors, who, having firft lufTed the 3c/% 
Hand, took their Places. The iWa/ti, CObi, 
and Grand Moraha were alfo (here, very diftin* 
;ui{hab}e bj their large TurbmU^ qf different 
^orms, and were feated ibmewhat lower than 
the Dey^ on his Right : Thefe did not kifs 
his Hand, only inclined their Bt>dica a little, 
whereas he, asufual, rofe up cm their Approach, 
and imbraced thesn. The whole I>lvm thus 
affembled, and placed as accuftomary^ waited 
for^the Cdpijy^ who bein^ o^ne half Way acroft 
the Court-yaid,got'ofFhis Horfej when,fupport- 
ed by two of his Domeftics, each holding on6 
of his Arms, he advanced to th« Dey and kifl^ 
his Hand. The Ikjy riling, imbraced him, and 
iat down again, featitog the Envoy on his Left 
clofe by him : When having difcourfed a lit- 
tle, the Cafijy ftood tip and took from qn0 
of the Qrand Signor^^ Sbattrs, or Pages, his 
laid Highnefs^s Letter, which, with ^reat 
Ceremony and Refp€ia, having firft laid it on 
his Head ahd kifled it, he prefented to Mahem-^ 
id Btyj who rifing up did the like twice •, which 
done, and having given the Letter to one of the 
Secretaries, he returned to his Seat, and began 
to entertain the Envoy, tyith Difcourfe, during 
which they drank Come. After this, Mebmei 
Bey rofe, and the whole Affcmbly with him ^ 
when, advancing into the Court, he flood ftill, 
his Arms crofied ISchae him in a refpefiful Vot- 
tuffi, while the Gb'aitd Sigmr'tMp of his JamtM* 
rl0iandCi^rifi«B^tf^Lettersweie rMding,which 
was done, very audibly, in F(f (enie of that 
pujnerous AiTembly, confifting of atleaft 2000

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Perfons, all in fuch a Pofture as the Dey. Before 
the Hoja began to read, the Bafi-Chiaus^ cried 
aloud ^ " Here is the fmperor's Order going to

M. de Fiemes^ his Majcfty's Interpreter for the 
Orievtal Tongues, who tranflated it as follows;

to the Articles of thofe Treaties which have 

been granted them by our Excelfe Rwrte; with 

which they are in Peace: All which hav^ 

ing been examined with Attention, We have 

been informed^ that the unjuft War by yoii 

declared againft the HoUdnders is riepugnant 

to thofe Articles the faid D»ti?b Embaffador 

has exhiVit^d, by which Articles it i&fpccified. 

That, while they fhall'be in Peace with oiir 

Excelfe Fortey no Injury ^ihall be done either

you have traufgieifed the Treaties^ takep 
tcbm them to the Value of fijFtv thoufand Dol- 
lars, and their Couful has oeen obliged to 
retire into France. , 

' Having a Regard to thofe refpeOfiil Remon- 
ifarances made by tht Holland Embailador, 
at the Thrclhold of our happy Borte^ We have 
heretofore difpatched .to you our Order and 
Intentions upon this Matter ^ and the Jcffd3c 
not having anfwered what We ought to have 
exped^d from loyal and obedient Subjects, 
We now fend this ptefent Order, whereto 
you are to conform •, which Order will be deli- 
vered you by Haffan A%,a^ one of our Ca^iji* 
Bajhis. Our Intention is -, That you fend to 
Cofifiantinople two Officers^ who, oeing com- 
miifioned to negociate a Peace with the faid 
Hollaniers, ftiall exhibit their' Allegations. You 
knowing that fuch Subjefts as aifobey their 
fimperor are Criminals, and frequently expof- 
cA to Chaftifemcnts fent them down front the 
Moft-High, as it is expreffed in the Koble 
Koran : Wherefore it is better that you nrc- 
fcrve to yourfelves Love and Applaufe, tnan 
th^t you incur Hatred and Reproach. For 
which Reafon, you qre to put in Execution 
what is in joined you by the prefent Order, at 
the Top vhereof is the Noble Signet, to which 
it behoves you to give Credit ". 

" Whije this was reading, the whole Auditory 
kept a mo{i refpe^ful and admirable Silence. 
Vhen ended, the Bajb-Cbiaus cried out, Fatba^ 
' : ' ' ' Fatba. 
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TaihSy Fatha ; dcprefling thereby the Rerpcd: 
and Suhmiflion wherewith tht Emperor's Ftrman^ 
cr Ordcr^ ought to be br them received. Then 
all returned to their Places, and Mebemed Dey 
had ferther Difcourfc with the Capijy Bajhi\ 
which Converfation over, his Excellency re- 
mounted in the feme Place where he alighted, 
' and Was, in the fame Order as he came, con- 
duced to the Ho^e prepared for his Recep- 
tion* 

Hence appears how the Algeriftes reverence 
whatever comes from the Qrani Stgnor •, but the 
EfFefts demonftrate that to be the only Tribute 
they pay him ^ nor is there hitherto aliy Sign of 
the Holtaniers reaping any Benefit from this Im-

Anna-Maria Fernaniex, a Native of Toledo^

>iK iJejf ^.as fuperintending the Pay of hi? Mi- 
litia. This young Maiden, being in the Court-^ 
Jard, prepoffeffed with Sentiments of her 
oly Religion, and forefceing that her Youth 
and Beauty were on the Point of expofing to 
very great Perils both her Faith arid her Inrio- 
ccncy, took Advantage of the Confofion occa- 
fioned by thofe Multitudes of ^anixanes^ and 
daubed her Face all over with Dirt, begining 
withal to lacerate her Cheeks and Arms, hav- 
ing firft recommended herfelf to God, and 
with Showers of Tears invocated the powerful 
Aid dE our Blejfed Lady. The Pay being over 
for that Day^ this poor Viftim was prefented to 
Bobla Aiu who made her go Up into his Apart- 
ment. There he indeavored to" bring her into 
Temper, by great Promifes, exagerating the 
Happinefs (he might hope for in cafe ftie fubmit- 
ted to his Pleafure : And as, amidft thefe Pro- 
teftations he attempted to carefs her, this young 
Cr^ture generoufly repelled all his Careffps and

This was but the Prelude to What other Trials 
he made her undergo. That very Evening he' 
returned to the Chayge, and found her no Icfs 
inflexible than before : Her Cries, which reforrnd- 
ed even without the„ Palace, made fuch as heard 
them judge what Violence was offering her ^' 
and it evidently appeared that her Conttancr 
was not vanquiflied when the De^ was feen, all 
in a Rage^ drawing her by the Hair from the 
Top to the Bottom of his Stalr-Cale, 

Finding himfelf .unable to fucceed in this 
firft Affeult, he changed his fcattery.

To reiiiove her Scruples,., hp 
eauCeda Cbrifiian Qix\^ of her own Country Witi 
Acquaintance. to be brought.her as aXiditipanToti 
and who, in her Prefenfe, rtiade; no DifficuKy 
oi taking from the De/s Hands fuch Tnin^ 
as ne. offered to our Vifgin,,atid therewith 
adorrang herfelf.:\But this g^erous Maid 
nnade her blufti with Cc^fo^n, bitterly ^ re- 
proaching her bafe Compliance, and criminal - 
Fqrgetfulnefs of her Baptifmal Vows. Alt tiey 
comd not but admire the one, and heartily con- , 

P temned 
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tcnmcd Ae other who yielded fo eafily -, hiii 
that Adtniiation did but add Fuel to his Paflion. 
He imagined that the Country Air might work 
ibmeEneaon her-, and that amidft thofe rural 
Pleafures {he might lofe feme of her Aufterity 
and become more tractable. Spite of all Jier 
Reiiftance, he forced her to put on a Suit of 
fine Clothes, and irlount on a Mule, after that 
Country Fafhion, in a Racabia^ a Sort of Cage, 
, moft fhifti^tuoufly covered, after their Manner^ 
and therein (he was conduftcd to his Uncle's, 
Garden-Seat. As ftie was perfuaded that the 
amorous Dey would not fail following her, and 
that abroad in the Country her Cries would not 
be heard, (he made loud Lamentations as Ihe 
pafTed the Streets of Algiers, that all People 
might be Witnefles of the Violences ftie under- 
went, and that fuch Cbriftians as were within 
hearing might be excited to fuccor her •, at 
leaft with their fervent Prayers to the Almighty, 
W^hich (he ceafed not calling on them to doi for 
her, imploring with great Outcries, for God's 
Afliftance, and our Melfed Ladfs Interceffion. 

The Vey's Uncle could not, with all his Ef- 
forts and Artifices, make any Impreflion on the 
Heart of this young Virgin J all this was much 
lefs dangerous to her than the Prefence of her 
Perfecutor ^ nor had Menaces andPromifes much 
Force to ftagger her, after the Attacks (he had 
afiually fuftained : She there found herfelf as it 
were under Shelter ^ nor did (he begin to trem- 
ble till the r^f, after a three Weeks Interval, 
Tent for her home, where he had already cot 
her Mother and Sifter, in order to try it he 
could not, thro' their Means, bring her to a 
Compliance, He flattered them with Hopes of 

— thcit 
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thdr Liberty, in cafe they could inga^e her t« 
be more condefcending : But all was m vaih ^ 
and this bringing them together fervcd only 
to make all three firmer in their Sentiments d£ 
Virtue and Religion. Our Apoftolic Vicar, and 
the Father Adminiftrator of the Holpital,touchcd 
at this Maiden's Situation, went to our Conful, 
lit Clairam bauUy to confer on the Means to 
put a Stop to fo cruel and fo dangerous a Perfe»? 
cution, and in what Terms to attack All Dey 
on the Affair. They kneW what anfwer he 
Jiad returned to the Complaint brought him 
againft a certain Patron, who ufed the like 
Compulfion to a Chriftian Female Slave of his: 
He faid, " She was his own proper Goods, which 
he might ufe juft as he pleafed '\ M. Clairam^ 
bault however undertook fpeaking to him, and 
did it with his ufual Difcretion. The D&y 
replied, " That he did not offer to force his 
* Slave to. change her Religion '\ ^ Our Conful 
returned very forrowful-, as judging frcmthis 
Anfwer, that Bobba Alt defigned not to quit 
his Pretenfions : And, in Effed, he purfued 
her with more Artifices and greater Violence 
than ever. This continued till fuch Time as 
the Ornnipotent vouchfafing to put a Period 
to the Combats of his Servant j fuddenly changr 
ed the Dey's Fury into Admiration, and that, 
touched with the Conftancy ^ of his Slave, he 
frankly fet her, together with her Mother and 
Sifter, at Liberty. iW^jfio. 1717, they were all 
three imbarked on a Veffel, wherein our Spanifi*^ 
Fathers of the Redemption carried off 2? o. Cap* 
t ives, ^ Tvhom they had ranfomed.

penfed even byn paflioiiaiteinajnoredBiirfeirl'^ 
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\The Apoftolical Vicar at Algiers is always 
chofep from amorig the Congregation of St Lay 
xartiSy ever . fince this Minifter's original Eft^ 
blifhnient in that City, obtained thro' the pif 

' ous Efforts of F Vincent ?aul "^^ who had there 
experienced the utmoft Rigors of Captiidty, 
and had, with exceflive Regret, beheld the Per- 
ils to which Captives lay expofed, and the little 
Care was taken in France to procure for Slaves 
of that Nation the fpiritual Succors they fo dear-^ 
ly wanted. Thither are deputed Perfons of 
unwearied Zeal and Charity, which Qualities 
are truly neceflary for them, to perform, as they 
do, the whole Duty of a Funftion, as diJReult 
in its Execution as it is profitable to thefe perfe- 
cuted Cbrijlians^ together with the Charge of 
a Church always laboring under Opprelfion^ 
amidft Scandals which frequently caufe the 
weak to fell, and furnifli thcfc good Viears with 
fufficient Exercif^ : They are withal to fuffer 
ftom the Villanies of the Barbarians:, yrho on 
the firft Umbrage cxpofe them to frejh Perfecu- 
tions, 
Incompaffed as they are with Perils, on Sea, 

^ at Land, from Infidels^ bomjfetPSy from Heretics^ 
nay from Falfr Brethren. -^ they.ftand their 
Ground with wonderful Conftancy-, and a Life 
fb exemplary and a Zeal fo difcrete, that they 
convert feveral of them, efpecially the Sureties ^ 
feconcilc notorious Sinners,if vifibly Penitentsi ^ 
prevent, by their Tears and Exhortations, foch 



* Tlie Duuhett.(£ jlqiBiu paflbs for the cbief Faundrefs* 
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^& *}>ey fee ready to renounce thek Faiths and 
Ihcy infpirc witba terrible Reraorfe inany\irho 
have already done it; Nor has any one had 
jaft Caufe, ever fince theirs and th^SpamJb Hos- 
pital 's^ Eftabliftiment^ to complain for Wani 
of what is requifite for the SouVs Welfere. 

Ac^X)^dingly, the Alnrighty gives theTe ApoC- 
tolick Vicars ugnal Tokens o( his Divine Pro^ 
tcaion. and bleiTes their Labors by very con- 
ilderable Conyeriions, and by the ^reat Con- 
fidehce repofcd in them by Cbrifticms of all 
Nations. 

Two . of -them, have already finijDhed their 
Courfe by a glorious I)eath, haying been, by 
tht Barbarians, i^nt to Cannons Mouths, an4 
fent away to Paradife as Viftims, rf their Rage, 
as well as of their Hatred to Chriftianity, which 
thofe good Paftor* had fo generoufly preached 
and inaintained. One was M,Le teacher ^ who 
by Me%%0'imorto\ Order was, 168?, fired off 
at the Mouth of a great Gun, when M. Dii ^efne 
came the fecond Time to bombard Algiers : The 
other was M. Montmaffon, who underwent the 
like, in 1688, when the City v^as a third time 
bombarded by Marftial D^ Etrees. Here follows 
Part of a Letter on the Stibjefl:^ written to 
one of our Fathers by a credible Eye-Witnefsr 
The Author is Jr. Jacques U Ckre^ of the Con- 
gregation of St. L^zarus^ long residing in Al&iers^ 
as a Comp^ion or Afliftantto the Apoliolic 
Vicars. It contains certain Circumftances which 
futficicntly inform us of what Matter is ther^ 
to be met with whereon to exercife both ZeaV 
and Pajience* 



In the Tear 1686 (fays the Letter)}A. Michd dc 
Montmaffon i^as Apojiolic Vicar j at the fame lime 
vhen the Rev. F.Antonio de Efpinofa was Admimf 
trator of our Hofpitalj and Mczzo-morto Bafha 
andVeyof Algiers.^ In 1688, the Fttnch Fleet 
Mpearea before this City^ towards theClofe 0/ June- 
its coming was to chafiife the HiivhTiXTains for their 
Violations of the "Peace. The Cowpiatider of that 
Tiaval Power made not the leafi Step towards demand- 
ing SatisfaSion,, neither did thefe InfiAcls offer to 
wake any Inquiry as to the [aid Commander^s Pfetenf'- 
ens. Our fleet began to throw Bomhs into the Gtj 5 
and the Barbarians, on their Side, revenged ihem-^ 
felves on the French, puting ihem to a Canffon*s 
Mouth: Opr Apofiolic Vicar and our Conjul led 
the Van ^ and they failed not fring off fome almoft 
every Day, to the Ntimher of about forty in all ^ 
and this held while the Fleet continued bombarding. 
M. Montmaffon had thePrecaution to depofte a large 
Sum of Money with the Father Admimffrator of 
the Hofpitah, which demonjfrdtes the Merit and 
Prudence of bis Jaid Paternity, Jtnce the Apojiolic 
Vicar repofed in himfuch Cftnjidence. 

The Bombardment lafied about a Fortnight, 
during which, on the -jth of July, my Turn came, 
being feized and hauled away, in order to undergo a 
lih Fate with the reft, I mean, being pit to the 
Cannon^s Mouth : But my Hotir was not yet arrived-, 
his Divine Majefty vouchfafng to referve me for 
fome other End, known only to Himfelf I was con" 
iuBing, then, to facrifce to GOT) that Life He had 
g^iven me ^ but I had fcarctly gone two hundred Paces, 
but Ifaw ntyfelf reconduBed to thePlace whence I was 
brought, which is a fondnc by 'Beh'^Azati^, whither 
they had carried the Apojiolic Vicar, the French 
t^mful and Captains^ with fuch Chriftian SlafOc\ 
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a$ mrt in the Bagnios. I believed this vas done in 
drier] to infiiS on me Torments more cruel than that 
of the Cannon, as it was then rumored the French 
were to bemadefnfer, viz. to be nailed on Flanh 
as mi a Crofs ^. However, tpben I was come to the 
tonduc, Bobba All, the Guardian-bafhi, askei 
tne, if I was the Brother of that Apoftolic Vicar

of thefe n(iartyred Vicars, I cannot be pofitive which, there 
^oes a current' Story, that, on Account of his being fo weU 
beloved, none would fire the Gun to whi<h hq wasTaftened^ 
till the Jobb was taken in Hand and performed by ^.Hen^t^ 
do H$llaniery who was not fo fcrupulous: For which Piece 
of Sacrilege, his Arms were turned almoft round, and he 
never injoyed Health or Peace of Mind afterwards. The 
Cannon a^uaHy did bur (I, and is iliH mounted in the 
Xantfrii-Caftle's lower Tier, wanting two or three Feet of 
its Length. Our la^eConfulCe/^^who was there all the while^ 
as well as long before and very long after, has in my Hear- 
ing faid, that the faid ^(gnegado died teiierably. This 
Ff.f4cfies, as alfo the M« De Cbefne (whom I knew well and 
left there in 1719) did, in all Appearance^ Very well an- 
iwer theCharader given of them by our Author. Bretker 
Jacfues, and indeed all others are likewife Gltni in Regard 
to another Particular; which is, that when many FrenA^ 
to efcape Death, o^red to heQomeMujfulman^s^ they were 
fcornfolly rejeaed, and withal told, " That thevmiglit 
** turn fews if tlwy had a Mind to fave their Lives by 
f* changing their Religion ". Several did ifo, and wetfc 
contemptuoufly dreiled in the difmal Habit of the BarSatf 
jewSy all over black, and initiated Difciples of Mofes by 
Circimcifion, Cfff. However they afterwards got all away 
by Degrees, fo that there remained not any of thofe Gadh; 
Jem when I firft vifited Algiers in ifou 

whom 



^]&«fft they hai pht U the Cam§njbme Tears before^ 
or •/ this wh^n they fired of la/. lanfaeredUm^ 
that t was rot the carnal Brother of either, thai 
is, by Father or by Mother^ but that among qurfelves 
we caUei each other fo. He then bid me not be 
afrtndj but fit dopn and be e<afy. I had, the Even^ 
ing before, by a truant of the Hofpital, ferit afeip 
Jbf9ff9 tfy the father Admnifirato^^ refrefin^i^ to 
Urn the Extremity I was in, reminding him, how piy 
two Brethren, the ApofiolicVicar and our JSrQther 
Fran. Francilbn had fujfered Death : (This latter 
Wds a Lay'^brother,, who- narrowly Reaped the fame 
land ofVeatb along with M.LeYzcher.J I with' 
al recommended myfelf to hU Prayer andPro^^ 
teSion. 

N?xt Evemtg hefenta certain Mayorcan Friend 
of hii^ named Plumel, a Man . of good Senfe and 
Addrejs, who negoctated my DeUverance, promifing 
the Guardian £a(hi 220 DolUrs, and ap$red m 
f needed not to be under any Apprehenfion;, Some 
Hours etftery the f aid Plumel brcntght that Stmt^ 
counttT^it out to the Guardksi-baQxik in myPrefenfe. 
That dme, they ^ut of my Hair, made me change 
Rre/i, and, next Night, I was condnSed, by Plumel 
ana two Sub-Guardians, to the Father Admifnfira^ 
tor's QardM-Seat^ where I continued about fifteen 
Deeys, till after the Fleet^s Departure^ receiviTtg alt 
that Thnelfrom his Patermty the Admmifirato$f 
all pofbleiohns of Bounty andFriendJhip. 

Some few Days after our Squadron was gone away 
Iwasfentfor by the Dey, This was Ikrahkn Hoja^ 
"who. if as netpif retirmedfr<m the Siege of Otsxh^ 
whiob he had undertaken this Tear, i68S. I was 
conduced andfrefentedto him by the fame Guardian* 
baftxi, and by bim left U> anfwer whc^ fl)Ould be 
demanded at my Hands, In about a Fortnight after 
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mn^y being ihere^ I askei^ what was to beiinte with 
me ? The Dey'i Haznadar, orTreafurer, ifiquired 
of rne^ jH^ere I had lived befbre I came thither ? t 
told hiniy At the Father Aiminifirator's. Therevp^ 
on be ordered me immedidiely to go thither agaln^ I 
was then coftduBed thither by the Dey*s Efcrivano, 
who was a Chriftian : And the Adminiftrat§r again 
received me very willingly^ and couflantly treated me, 
with all imaginabURefpeS and Charity^ dur'ingftfteen 
Days more. In September 1689, France made 
Feacewith thefe Barbarians. The King's Commijfary^ 
whowasfent over to negqctateit^ tookme torejide 
at his Hettfe, to fvperintend his Cbapel^ Sec. and^ 
before my Departure for France, I reimburfed the 
Father Adminifirator that Sum of Money which h^ 
had' laid dttwn for me. Finally I took Leavt of this 
worthy Father y who was f leafed to favoK me with 
frejb Marks of his AfeBioni His Charity ^during the. 
Bombardment^ appeared likemfi with Regard to eight 
or ten French Captains^ or Patrons of Vejfels^ who 
faved their Lives by Dint of Money^ and were bj 
him recei'ved and entertained, at his Country^uje^ 
while our Fleet was in the Road.^ On its Departure^ 
the Adminifirator returned from his Qarden to tfe^ 
Hofpital,and tookinfick Chriftidns as before, theln-^ 
fymsity. having not been much damaged by the 
Bombs : He lihewife entertained five or/x. Captive 
Priefi's or Religious (the Bagnio Ojapets having been 
ruined) and they remair^d there feveral Months '\ 
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This^ virtuous Brother . made, a& he fays, a 
Voyage to Frawc^^ -but it was nbt erf* anjr long 
Continuance : He was £bon fcnt teck again, to 
profccute his Imploy^ which is ta fccond and 
affift 1 the Zeal of .our . ApoftoHc. Miiiionaries 
anQang People with whom he has been con- 
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tetfknt long enough to be acquainted with thek 
Oenius and Manners. 

He who^ at prefent, exerdfes the Charge of 
Apoftolic Vicar, is Af. Da Cbefite^ who has 
labored during fifteen Years, with inde&tif* 
gable Zeal, fo to acquit himfelf as not to, be 
any way behind his Predeceflbrs in the ^eat 
Examples they hare fet him •, whereto he adds 
perpetual Infiances of his, C3iarity towards 
Slaves, a fhrifl: Attention to entertain a per- 
fe£dy gosdtlnderfbnding with our Conful ^ a 
great Care to exhort free ChriJUam to frequent. 
the Sacraments, and to honor our holy Religion 
by the Sincerity of their Dealing, efpecially with 
InfieU ^ a ftgnal Conftancy in maintaining Dif« 
cipline and the Ginons againft Ferfofts 6xcotn« 
inunicate y a fingtdar Succefs in gaining ever 
lAretics totbeBdoni of our Church -, andwithal, 
a moft edifying Afiidmty in vifiting fuch as are 
fick, tho* frequently attacked with contagious 
Diftmipers in the Hofpital, to affift the Father 
Adminiftrator, with whom he is in fuch Union 
that all thofe poor Patients hence rdap great 
Confolation. | could eafily give fuch Infiances 
of this Apofrolic Zeal, did 1 not find my felf 
under theGbligation of returmng to and finijQi« 
is% my Toiimal. 

Dmmoer 12. K CameUn and myfelf had Aiit«« 
dience of MAemeiDsif. He was at the Top 
of the Palace on a Sofa in his retiring Apart- 
ment vAilck looks ^lirards, his Leggs hare 
and crofled, his Feet out of his Babowbu^ or 
Slippers, ieated 092 a fine Ar^m Carpet, at cadi 
Extremity whereof was a largeCnihioH of red 
Jhimaki The Chamber itielf was fpre^ »(et 



with T^ljf Carpets. On.one Side, the Wall waf 
hung thi^nigbout with Sabres, inriched with 
Stones of Value, a fbcond Wall with rich an4 
curions Hftols, a third with other Armspropor- 
tionably* The only Officers about him were his 
Terjiman^ or Interpreter; a Cbimt and two other 
Tvrks: The frfwfe Nation's Interpreter flood 
between us two. F. Connlin^ at a former Au- 
dience, commenced a Negociation for ten 0fri' 
filans^ ibme BeyUc Slaves, others of the D^^ 
Chamber, for Irhom he had offered a Sum, which 
not being excepted, he bought only three at 
theiti, each for i;o Pieces of Eight. At this 
pur Audience he demanded three others of them, 
tAz. Pierre Dunic, with his Son Ai2^, and Rfre 
the Surgeon, Thcfe Slaves being ]^refent, he 
offered tor them 3000 Dollars. The Dr^ feid, 
he would add to them a fourth Slave of his own 
Chamber. This iras a tall, well-made young 
flambnriber^ alfo prcfent We remonftrated to 
he7>y, that this fourth would not do for us, 
le being not only a Foreigner, but a Lutheran. 
The Officers affirmed his being a good Catbdlk : 
But the De>, interrupting, faid-, * He did not 
% concern hijnfelf about that j That he was a 
Chrifiian, andftiould go along with the other 
f three ^ and that, we Ihould pay for all four 
^ «jooo Dollars.*' He. added, in fome Meaiure 
to fvreeten this Riger, ' That we had bou^ 
^ diyerfe Slaves \yithcut his Pemuffion^ which 
^ he never granted till iuch a Number of hisowif 
f were fold •*. We replied, * That we werewA 
^ ignorant of that Duty : That th€ £iilpe(or of 
^ France?^ Embafiador had prefented us to hisn 
^^ at our firft Andioice, and declared to him the 
I Qccanoa of our coming, which wastoxai^bin 
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his Moft Chnfiian Maj/?fty's Subjcfts : And that 
we took his Silence, with the good Reception 
he gave us, for his Confent ", . - . 

We yet held firm to have only thofe three &c 
whom F. Cowrff» had offered fb high as 3000 
Dollars. * All this is to no Purpole (faid . the 

* Dey) I am going to fend away all four by a 
^ Chiatts^i and Willing or . unwilling you IhalJ 
' take them at the Pjice I fpecified : Nor 

* ftiall you leave yil^iers till you have paid it'*: 
Then one of the Iwh went and kiffed A/efcej«e J 
Defs Hand, intreating him to abate 500 Dolr 
lars : Which was granted. • But we ftill held 
out, fpite of all his Threats, telling him, 

* That he was Matter in his own Dominions ^ 

* but that, our Money falling (hort, we could 

* not purchafe Slaves at fiich a high Price/ To 
which he returned •, That if we had begun with 

* his, we ftiould have had them cheaper*, 

* but as we had been wanting in that Duty, 

* we were not to expeft any Favor.* We then 
took Leave of him^ and that very Day he 
fcnt us heme thofe three Slaves we had cheap- 
ened, and let us know , that we Ihould have 
the fourth on the Evening before our De- 
IJarture. 

We had fomc Refpite from all thofe Fatigues 
which attended thefe Negociationis, as well 
with the Dify as with his Subjefts: Chriflmas 
gave us the Opportunity. The Office jvas 
.performed with the 'fame Liberty, and as fo- 
lemnly,-asinCiri/^«Jcj« •, Mid-night Mafs being 
Celebrated: with the Sound of Trumpets, Flutes 
and Hautbois, which were heard from Ten* at 
Night till two in the Morning. : 

The Feftivitybeing over, we returned, Hecem^ 
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hert%. to tTic'Bgr, He was below.in this uftwil 
Place of giving JVudienccf, having on . his Right 
the four Grand Sttfe-Secretaries, (hut up in a 
^xtbiBuneau^ pr Office, and before them their 
Kegifters open: We brought Venetian Seqnin^^ 
which were very ' etaftly. weighed, examined 
and counted, by a Jw and the Baxftsdar or 
Treafurer who: fcizcd on them. . During this 
Examination they brought Coffee, which wa$ 
prefented us after the Dey and his four Secretar 
lies. Our Money, thus, counted, and Port- 
Charges for our four Slaves paid, we withdrew, 
in order to make ready for our Departure, 

We had redeemed iixty-thrce Captives ^ and 
our Rev. Fathers Rivere and ie h Cafeux, ^ who 
fotn their Side labored in behalf of thofe of their 
Provinces,had pur chafed about thirty -five, who 
were all together condufted to the Kitig's Hoj^e> 
They were all paffed in Review, and each re- 
ceived hisCirf^ Franca +, and then we indantly 
led them away to the Marine in order to imbark 
for Thibj, whence we expefted to ranfcm a 
good Number, and thence pafs up to Tripoli, on 
the fame Errand-, but I Providence aifpofed 
otherwife. M. Dufanlt, having ingaged to car- 
ry in his Ship, from Algiers to Tunis, the Grand 
Sigmr's Envoy^ with his Retinue of about thirty 
T»rfo, told us, ^ He had no Room left for us 
' and our Slaves -^ but that he had taken Care 
^ for our Paffage/*' 'jThis was on a Veflel which 
he had bought, and ^ivein the Ccramand of it 
to Fran.S<mcbon, who came with him from Afor- 
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jIMlt^, and with whom he hadmadofmjtalVojr^ 
«ges on the C<Mft of Barbary : He had been 
feme Years withoat any Imploy, on Acooaht 
of his very advanced Age. The Wind bein^ 
fiiir, our Vcfiel hauled out into the Road, on 
the tac-bcard Side of M. Dufadfs Ship* We 
had taken on board ns two SpatAjh Father* 
of otir Order, going to found a new Hofpital 
at Turns : They lud ajttenjpted to do lb at 
Oran-^ but, not fucceedin^, they contented 
themfelves with going thither on a MiflTion, 
to revive the Chrfjlians Fervor, and incourage 
them to be ftedfeft in the Promife th<^ had 
made to God, tho' under the Domination of 
Barbarians wfio, in a Place which. they had 
nearly conquered,' treated them with a more 
than ordinary Diffidence and Rigor. 

Jannary 4. 1720^ after our Bark had been ^-- 
lited by tjfie Captain of the Port, as accuftomaryi 
our national Interpreter gave us Orders tofetSail 
for TiwM, in the Name of M. Dnfault who, ant 
wcrjtWy to his Promife, was to have failed that 
Day, and have fallowed us within Sight, but 
departed not till the Morrow, without appoint- 
ing a Rendezvous, or giving us any Signals •, 
which gave us a nofmall Unealinefs, becaufe 
the Refidue of our Money remained in bis Ship, 
wherein he had alfo talcen M» Du Bonri^ her 
povemefs and fome Captives. 

"We made the heft of our Way towards Iff km, 
always within Sight of the Coafts, and early on 
the 5th we were oppofite to Jijel^ $0 L«ague$ 
UoTd.^Sffn ' ?ut towards Evening arofe a^ 
furious Tempcft, which threw us into a double 
reril^ either of being buried in the Waves, 

which 
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iirliich ccrtttA MrVeflelfirom Dead teStehi^ 
making it aack horribly, and let in ibuch Wa** 
ter^ or eHe of fpliting on that Coaft, toward^r 
which the Wind wi^ driving u* very vidlcntly/ 
The Madncn, better ap^ifed «^th6 Dfttig^ 
than we, came to aeqnaint m MTith it in <yae' 
OUibin, faying) Mt was MW mote neceifacy 
^ that! evcf ^ that we flionld hav« Retourft te^ 
' G o O5 and iiocom^any ouf Pi^yer^ with f6i 
* Vow^ in Naiaie of the whole Eqtti^agci 
This we failed npt to pdt it^ Execution. Vci 
Hry«-by till Mttnittg, jm« tf. to avdid thtf 
Shore, and all Cay bent dnr Co^tfe towa#di /jl^i^ 
^rr^ being foffidently inipbyed in withllanding 
the Tempeft and Utkiik a Shelter, when the 
7th, in the Mof&ing, iotne of our Ca^ives^ 
who had made dive<fe Voyages in the C^ui(fa^ 
knew the Coaft of Algiir^ •, which wai a grtAt 
H^ppinefi} fi)r ant old Captain was <!artyit\g 
ns in more than forty Milei^ above it. 

We reached the Port a little before Kight,a»* 
that very luckily », fof l*w Weather next Day 
gf ew more ftormy than evet. All our Friend*, 
Witneffes of the Danger, Were extremely glad 
tb (ee ns agftin^ bnt all Were in great Fain foif 
M« thffauU, wh« of Necei^ity tnm have been 
in the nwft {\itims of thi^ Temneft, which 
wa^^om.the 9th. and $th« Kofte bat the r>^ 
appeared forry for ©«r Return. He fent ns Ord- 
ers to fail away on the Morrow 3 laying, he 
-wetild not (llffet ib many SB^vestoftayin the 
Vtttt. But War Cenftll, vigoitonfly fecoildei 
hf Admiral J^eftlr, hivnig tepteftAted t6 hint 
that the Rm* was no longer in Condition to 
keep th* 8ea,;bW; jnuft cafreen, he complied. 

We 
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Vft were a Week in refitting our Vcffcl, Which- 
was really, very crazjr, . too old and rotten tcr 
venture on a Voyage with Safety; ^This fet us on 
trying all Means to procure one of more Sure-* 
ty: But not fiicceeding, we w.^e obliged to rer 
imbark the i $th before Noon. : 

It was long deliberated, w^h^her *re fiioald 
fteer away for. Tunis^, or tato? Advantage of. -the 
Wind and return; to MarfnlU. ; Our Uncertain- 
ty of finding A/. Dufault at , Tunis j whkh .Pla*:e 
'would be dangerous for us to enter with fucB 
a Number of Slaves, without our Effeas. .The 
Murmurs of our Captives, impatient to revifie 
their native Soil, and Ihocked at feeing them- 
felves reconduding towards Infdeli as barbarouis 
as thefirft, in Danger of being put in Chains, by 
fome unforefeen Avanie^ Accidents not unoom* 
xnon in thofe Countries. 
* This,withthe ill State of Health fome were in^ 
and the new Expenfes we flioqld be at in carry*- 
ing fuch a Number of them from Pott to Pdrt, 
determined us to bear away for MarfeiUe^ of 
which Place we were already arrived within 
about thirty Leagues. The 2^th\oi Jannary^ 
1720, near Evening, the Wind veered about 
very fuddenly, and drove us back fo forcibly^ 
that our Mafter was for carrying us a feqond 
Time to Algiers : But we chofe rather to take 
Shelter in Port-Mahott^ where on the 21ft yfe 
happily arrived. 

Before otir Entrance, a Boat from Fort S. Fbh 
lip came out to know who we were, and coa*- 
dufted us in between the (aid Cattle and 
Fort Philipet. We anchored at a little Ifland, de- 
ftined for Veffels come from the Levant^ where- 
on we had Liberty to land, under the Guard 
of. two Soldiers, whom they fent us for that 
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Parpofe. We caiiftd thc.Govefnor to be defir^d 
to aiCft us with Catpenters, &c. to remedy, if ^ 
poflible, the crazy Condition our Bark was in, 
and to admit us there to pedbrm cair ^uaranm 
tairij believing we mieht come ofF with eight 
or ten Days. To the firft Article ourAnfwer 
was ^ V That Workmen would ficA us a ckal of 
' Money and TTime : That we could pot have 

* any under a Dollar and half fet Dfty \ nor 

* could we have them at all, v^ithout obligiag 

* ourfelves to defray their Expenfes the vrholp 

* Time they muft peitcOTn ^aravtain after haifr? 
• ^ ing left our Veflel/ The Governor's Anfwec 

to our fecond Deniand was i ' That he could not 

* exempt us ftoifl the intire Performance of ^ 
^ ^mrarttain ; That, on the Complaints made 

* him not only fcom the Court of Great^Britain^ 

* but even from the Court of France^ for his be- 

* ing too eafily perfuaded tp (horten the Tim^ 

* cf^uarantatn^ he had given* his Word of 

* Honor, that it (hould be performed to the 

* utmbft Rigon^ This he confirmed to us^ 
when he honored us withia Vifit, affurihg us, , 
that in any other Matter wc might depend on 
him. 

This Governor^ Name is M. Dn ^efne ^. He 
who commands iii Fort S. Fbilipis m. Jitfr, of 
. fren(^ Parentage, did us the like Houf^r^ and 
inade ufe of the fame Offers of Service. We 
were alfo vifited by feveral Fr^wfr Merchants, 
and among others by iM. Siptont of Langufdoc^ 
with whom F. Demifiique Sufnot lodged^ at CaJiz, 
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and who, full of Efteem for him, iind for out 
whole Order, had theGoodnefs to charge him- 
felf with all our Cotnmifiions. He bought 
Wheat to^ make us Bread and Bifcuit, whereof 
we were in great Want, our Provilions being 
near quite expended : He helped bs likewife to 
a But of Wine and a Cask of Herrings, Mean 
while, not being able to remedy the Defeas 
of our Bark (the Pump wheredf was ftoped 
up fb as not to hp cleared, neithercould we get 
another for our Money) we were conftrained 
to freight a Frertcb Tartan, belonging to jlgde 
ready to fail for MatfeilUj and agreed for 6000 
Livresj payable at Mareille During this Inter- 
val, one of our Captives, a very able Carpent*- 
cr, found out the Secret of curing our Pump^ 
whereupon the Patron, who knew we had hired 
a Tartan, was for weighing Anchor and <}epart- 
ing in the Night, without our Knowledge-, 
which Would have ezpofed us to a moft evident 
Danger, by Reafon no Ship muft depart Aljio« 
without bein^ previoufly vilited, otherwifc 
it is funk. Fmdmg we would no longer conti- 
nue on board him,. nor forfeit the Agreement 
we had made, he confented to go by himfelf^ 
. provided we would leave him nine of the ableft 
Seamen among our Captives, Mariner of Fro- 
vence vrhom he took on. board at ^^/giers. To 
each of thefe we gave five Pieces of Eight, 
with Proyifions •, and after having taken Pafles 
arid been vilited, we left the Port. 

Mahon Bay, or Port, which, we came out 
of is a deep and wide Gulf^ having at its En- 
trance Fort S.B?Kf onthe Left, and Tort Tbilipet 
on thii Right, half a Cannon Siot diftant from 

each 
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each other. The firft is a very ancient Fortreft, 
founded on a Rock whereon the Englijh have 
added feveral new Fortifications ; There is a 
Battery of^o large Guns, level with the Water, 
which are not to be paffed with Impunity. The ^' 
fecond, a far lefs conliderable Fort» was erefted 
by the Englijh^ at the Foot of a very high rug- 
ged Mountain, on whofe Summit is a Tower, 
or Look*out for Ships at Sea, and on Difcovery 
of an}r, a Flag is hoifted, and fo continues, 
till entered the Port or out of Si^ht .' They 
likewife hoift another at Fort 5. Philips Lantern. 
Th? Gulf or Bay is not alike broad every 
'Where: It contains feveral fmall Iflands which 
* form in this great Bay divcrfe little Gulfs, 
where Barks ftielter themfelves in bad Weather, 
On that Ifland which is in the Middle, is the 
Hofpital for Soldiers, At and near Fort St. Phi- 
lip are many Habitations, which form a Sort 
of Town: But, that Place being too .much 
.expofed to the Wiuds, Ships never ride there- 
a^t$. 

As for the City A&ioii, Capital of the Ifland 

Minorca^ and which we faw only from the Pqrt, 

•itfeeins a Place of no great Conlequence : Bark^ 

. anchor at the very Foot of its Declivity, but 

^ Veflels of Burden keep at fome Diftance. There 

we faw the fourteen great Ships taken from 

Spain in the late Ingagement near Syracufa: 

We alfb (aw, near .that Ifland Avhere ftands the 

Hofpital^ fomc Remains of th^ Spajiip Admiral, 

•which the Spaviards iet Titc to and blew up, 

while the Rnglijb. were ina d^d Sleep, moire 

- intoxicated with Wine than with their recent 




• The Soil about Port iWiW is very unfertile, 
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and PrDvifions tlierc are exceffively dear •, nor 
does fbc Sea farnifh greater Abundance of Fifti* 
They get there fome ill-tafted Oyfters ^ with 
great Nacres \ (haped like our Mufcles, but 
iome of near two Feet in Length, and propor- 
tionably broad : From thefe enormous Mufcles 
they draw a Sort of Mofs, which is fpun likb 
Silk or Cotton, antl put to federal Ufes. 

Leaving Minorca^ and being at the Point -of 
that Ifland, we fteered towards the^^ijfe Coafts, 
asneareft us^ and Patron Souchon^ who ke^t 
following us the firft Day, left our Company and 
bore away for Marfeille : But as the Wind was 
not very good for him, he was a long whik 
beating the Sea, and we hkd been feveral Days 
at Marfeille when we heard, that he was 
obliged to flielter himfelf at dvita-wcchia^ after 
having fufFered very much, and confumed all 
his Provifions at Sea while he was making 
wrong Courfes-, infomuch that his I^^quipaige 
were quite wprn out with Htmger and Fatigue. 
This mads us glorify God for infpiring us to 
do as we did : For had we coiltinued with him, 
we ihould infallibly have'perilhed^ 
* As for our Tartan, it ap[*oached the Coaft of 
Catalonia^ about fix Leagiles below BarceUna. 
We paffed b}'^ 5.F<?Kx, and thence we came to 
Anchor at Palarnos ^ where, bad Weather detain- 
iing us, we took in fome Ptovifion. Willing to 
make Avantagc of this Detention, we would 
there have performed our ^arantain. Baron 
D^'Hwtfrt, Governor of Qtrona] to whom we had 
dif^atched a Courier, not having fuch Power, 
offered very obligingly to write to the Captain- 
General at Barceloft^^^ in order to procure us thA

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fravor : But the Patrpti of our Tartan^ aot heiog 
a Gsolwx by thef^ Delays, would b^ ope Spite 
of our Teeth) and notwkhftaadia^ our In- 
trcat&es, chath^^would ftay at leafi: till we ha^ 
celebratM Mafs^ tm Account of the FejS:ival of 
S. Jbbn deMMba^ our Patriarch, which happeur 
ed on that very Day, he put to Sea very «xly 
in the Morning; But he was forced back tofii* 
2^0s4>ef0KelSioon) where, being .fSll fafting, I 
cekbmt^d the holy Mafs, aniwerably to my 
Dcfipe^. 

We agaki ilet fet (ail on the i oth [piFebruMfy^ 
at Day-brealc. We pafledjRiAf/?tfj|»/5, Cape 5. Sef 
baftian. Aiid Cape ^er^, between which Capes 
we 'iaw diverfe Barks imployed in the Cor^l 
FilheJry. Arrived at P^rt Veftere^ the firft Port 
oVFrancey we there feund the Tartan, with Hor- 
fes and the Difpatch^ fent by M. Dufatdt to 
Court, ^he fet out frpm Alff^^s about .two Hours 
before ns, and we happily met regain dn thifi 
Port, where we remftii^ed ten^Days,, on Account 
of the very tempeftuous Weather. T^hcnce we 
'departed, on the ' 2 jft, Uns Jgde^ which Town 
bemg at a.Difbancefrom the Sea, we got aftiore, 
to out exceeding great Refreihment. 

Fromi/^fle we'went to ^tt^ ; There, the laftof 
Feb: ourPdtrolifpexceiving the Wind to be pretty 
'fevoraWe, we fttftiV betimes in the Morning, 
and about Noonwe trgverfed the Uiver Rfcon^'s 
Mouths, at two Gaanoft-fhot from i-and. This 
Paflkge is t€rrible,;and,»byName ot TieGiitlf 
cf Lyonsjhrofem fiw the *niainy ^Ship-^wrecw 
which happen there. TJie wind .flackeni^ig 
about Three after. Nc^n^ we had. very little 
left to pufti usr flp vly towards ManfdOe^ where

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we arrived not before Eleven at Nigjit, an^ 
where we caft Anchor at the Port'i Chain, hot 
caring to venture ourfelves in the Road. 

March t^ we were carried, with our Slaves 
and Baggage into the Laxaret^ where the 
Intendants of Healthy being aflembled by- Kea« 
fon it was a G)urt-Da3r, concluded •, That, •' as 
»• we had been near two Months on our Way 
^ and had neither any Merchandize nor any one 
* iick among us, we needed no ^arantain ": 
So that fanie Day yre went out, and difpofed 
all TWngs for the Proceffion. It was performed 
with all poflible Pomp and Magnificence, both 
there and in all the conCderable Cities and 
Towns we pafled thro' in our Return to Errix, 
and thence to K9nefi. l^e had the Confplation 
of feeing every where the Zeal of t^relates, 
other Eccltfiaftics, Magiftrates and all the Peo- 
ple, reanimate at Sight of thole dear ' Vidlims, 
efcaped from the Fury of Barbariam^ with- 
drawn from Danger df renouncing their Faith , 
and reftored to Liberty. 

Thefe Obje£ts fo touched thofe who wcfc 
Spectators, that they all emulated each other 
in evidencing their Charity by Alms they 
brought in, near fuffjcient to defray thcExpenfes 
of our Journey. But what would have been 
tloric,' had they beheld tHem ' in their lamenta- 
ble. State of Captivity, nicagcr and wprn out, 
loaded vritfv ^ Chains, in ' perpetual Temptati- 
ons of Dcfpair, hated and perfecutcd for our 
Religion, even ]>y thofe with *whom they were 
io fcjourh,' far remote firom their Families, 
their Country, and from thofe at whofe 
Hands they might have expefted Tome Re- 
lief! ' ' -^ • ' ; . '

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It is true we fcarce left any French Captlvfss 
in Alffers: But as thofe hjideh, without much 
Regard to Treaties, are daily .bringing in new. 
ones, whom they often fake in Ships belong- 
ing to the SiibjeSs of other Potentates^ W|io 
are not at Peace with them, there are fomahy 
at Miquinex and they f9: exquifitely miferable, 
that, on the firft Revolution whica happens in 
that State (which cannot be long hence, that 
Emperor being very aged^ we maj^ there expeft 
a plentiful Itorvcft :. We Ihall then ufe our 
utmoft Efforts, in cafe that Son pf the Tyrant 
who Ihall be his Succeflbr is ever ib little more 
tractable, as it is prefumed he will at hisflrfi: 
Entrance on the Governri(ie^t. \ ^ 

We learn alfo by Lett^s from CoKftantinopU:^ 
that there are Abundance of Fr^wcb who vinder- 
go a very fevere Bondage on board the Grawi 
Signor's Gallies, and who, by all poflible Means 
inaeavor to make us hear their Groans and 
Lamentations. The numerous Redemptibns 
which our Fathers of Vienna have, for Tever^l 
fucceflive Years, made of the £j»j^Ve*s Subjeftj, 
occafion their having a ftill more lively Senti- 
ment of their Unhappinefs in being ?t fuch ^ 
Diftance, and of fulpefting themfelves almoft 
foi^t m France^ from: whence alone . thejr can 
hope Relief* This I have from K. ykqite Ca(;hot^ 
Jefntt^ in Return to a Letter I had the Honor 
to write to him, wherein I inquired concerning 
fundry Captives, to me recommended. His 
Anfwer, bearing Date July 12. 1719^ was 
from Cow/?<iwtiwopk, whence take this Extraft.

It is not unknown to fuch as are conver fant I 
ivith Hiftory, That no two N^ions in the Uni-, 
verfe have a jufter Title to call each other OW 
Acquaintance^ nay, Covjim (tho' not Cater Coujtns) '\ 
than have the Spaniards and the Moors of JBar- 
hary : And, I dare affirm, that no People under 
the Sun bear each other a more irradicable Ha- 
tred. Nor is it, in a Manner, hut of Tefler day, 
that the Spaniards have ftiaken off the Moortjii \ 
Yoke, which grevionfly gauled their Necks, 
for diverfe fucceflive Ages •, during whichThral- ; 
dom, a Cofinographer would have been ftrange-J 
lyat aLofs to have found where ftood fitiiate i 
the formidable ' Spvijh Monarchy, fuch as cur 
Crandfires haveknownit. But fublunary Things 
are tranfient, inftable, andfubjeft to Mutability. 

Very early in the Eighth Century, the then, 
and loiig after triumphant Sarcrcevs^ or Afiatic 
Arabs (having not long before, among other 
their ftupendous Conquefts, reduced Efypt^ and 
Tfcry near all North- Africa, or Barbary, down 
to the Atlantic Ocean j adventuroufly paffed the

dalufiay with {bnie other fine contiguous Ter- 
ritories, foon became a confiderable Potentate : 
And that opulent, well cultivated, and ex- 
tremely populous Moorijb Kingdom con- 
tinued Two Hundred and Fifty Years, 
making a notable Figure, fbmetimes in Peace, 
fometimes at War with their Catholic 
Neighbours. 

It was brought to its ultimate Period in 
1492 ; and then chiefly thro' its own do- 
meftic DijQTenfions, as we learn djven from 
the Spanijb Hiftorians : 2)^» Ferdinand^ the 
Catholic King of jiragon^ having efpoufed

And tothefe moft Catholic 
Princes it is, that the Grand Spanifl) Monar- 
chy owes all its fuccceding Grandure j the 
ChriJIian World is obliged for the Holy 
Office of the Inquijit ion y and thefe Realms 
were to them indebted for our Catholic 
Queen Mary, they being her Grand-Farents 
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by her Mother, who was, I take it, their Se- 
cond Daughter. 

Granada being thus reduced, ^.2), 1493. 
ibme Hundreds of Thoufiinds of Moor ijh Fa- 
milies accepted the Conditions offered them, 
and became Subjeds of the Caftilian Crown*'^ 
Hiftory informs us,that thofeConditions grants 
ed them were reafbnable enough, at leaft very 
tolerable, had they been well obferved : But 
how they were obferved, the World has feen. 
Probable it is, that the vanquifliedil/i?r//?p^/ 
might have remained good Subjeds of the 
Kings of Sfainy had not that zealous Catha^ 
lie Church, according to its laudable Cuftom, 
been lb fuper- abundantly fbllicitous for the 
Welfare of their Souls, that (tho' diredly 
contrary to all Articles of Surrendry, moft 
iblemnly ftipulated, and yet extant) her pious 
Miniflers, the InqmfitorSy ceafed not racking 
their own fertile Inventions, to ftudy fuch 
Tortures to inflidon the Bodies of their new 
Fellow-Subjeds, as thofe good Soul-falvers 
imagined to approach nearefl: to what the 
better Tarts of thofe Infidels muft other- 
jcvlfe undergo hereafter to all Eternity. As 
to all other Opprejiions ^nd Indignities, 
grievous ^ they were, the Moors feemed to 
endure them patiently enough, as being no 

-^Ste the Cj/'tf of the Mairijms^ or ^fmfk MfWSt in tli9 
SttQod rolkmi of M^omififm ExflmeJ, 
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very great Novelty to them, the Gedferality 
of their own Princes being opprciBive Tyrants : 
But as incurable Abotninators of whatever 
favours of Idolatry, or Image- Worfliip, with 
all the reft of that Romijb Trumpery, they 
could not endure the Thoughts of having 
any of that crammed down their Throats. 
Long they endured, and much j when unable 
to endure longer, they railed a furious and 
moil obftinate Rebellion, of long Continuance, 
and various Succeis. Thdufands of them 
perilhed in the Flames, and Multitudes by 
the Sword, and other Deiths* Quelled at 
laft, the Survivors were all compelled to fay, 
at leaft, they were obedient Sons of Holy 
Mother Chttrcb, and fo cdntirtued till their 
general Expuliion, which anon fliall be 
touched upon. To return : 

On the other Haitd, immediately after the 
Reduftion 0[ Granada^ very many Thou- 
fands of the b^tter-fpirited MMrs generoufly 
difdaining tr^ Hye k^eOt ValTaU to a hated 
Enemy, over whom their viftoifcus Aii- 
ceHors had fb long lorded it^ laid hold on tb\& 
offered Occafiori,' a!l(| croffedovet itltd Bap*^ 
bury. The Bulk of the Nobility and Getitry 
ehofe to follow the Fortunes of their pufilf 
lanimous King, BoabdiUWy who retired to 
the Court of his Kiniman the King of Fez^ 
or Fefiy in the chief Towns of wni<ph King- 
dom their Dcfcendaots are now the prinqpal 
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Citizens. Of this Uft King of Granada it 
is recorded, that he q[uit;ted the CJity weeping 
bitterly : WJiich obfervpd by his Queen, 
Ihe faid^ " It do^ not misbecpn^e you,Jlike a 
^* Woman, to weep the Lois of what you want- 
^' ed Courage, liHe a Map, to defend I '* The 
Remnant of thofe voluntary Exiles planted 
theoifelvcs aU along the Maritime Coafts of 
Africa^ rneditating Vengeance; nor can it 
be faid of them, or their Pofterity, that they 
evei^ let flip a favQuraWe, C^portunity of 
^?ij^% pff any of their old iScores. 

The Potentate? of th^t Northern Divifion 
of the large African Contipi?)M, viz. the 
Kmgs otFefsy Tremh^a»y^nd Tufiis^ had 
then very little, if any Navigation of their 
own ; but carried on averybrisjt Trade with 
tX^^Vinetianx^GfnoueJeSyTfffiaiu^ Jtagufansj 
and other Itaftaf^s^ who hii tt^^n ingrofled 
in a Manner a^ Co?pimerce : And I arQ in- 
clined to ]&ncyi that the bugf Argofies^ we fo 
fre(iuentl3r find i^spie oi our old Authors mak<^ 
ing mention 0^ were no other than the Roi^ 
mfyn Traders* This being n^rely a pri vate 
Cpijjedure of rmy own,^ I fay no mo?© of it ;

It was not long beifore tbefe Mi)ors had 

erouded moil; of the Forts on the Batjmyy

w or 
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or Quartcr-Gallics : This iittic Sca-Rover 
the Moors call Fregata^ and the Europeans 
a Brigantine : Nor had the African Godls 
any krgcr Corfairs^ till a fpw TV^rj /after 
the Ti^ri^j" brought with them Galeots^.of 
which. Vcffelis they afterwards had whole 
Fleets ; and the wggeft of their Galeots 
might well enough pafi for Gallies, they 
carrying forty-eight Oars. Thefe Briga- 
tines (which are ftill in Ufe, though fewer 
than formerly ; carry from fourteen to 
twenty-fix Oars ; and with which incredible 
Damages have been continually done to the 
Chriftians on the Coafts and Iflands within 
and without the Mediterranean^ ever fince 
the Cortqueft of Granada j for their Maritime 
Parts were before undifturbed. 

Befides the Difference in Force and Bulk 
between thefe Brigantines and the Galeots y 
they differ in this ^ That whereas the Rowers 
in Gallies and Galeots are generally Slaves, 
and chained down to the Oar, the Brigand- 
tine is rowed by the Corfairs thcmfelvcs, who 
all go very well armed, and handle their 
Oars or Weapons as Occafion offers. Two 
or three of thefe Row-Boats in a Calm will 
attack, and too often carry a pretty large 
Merchant Ship. But when they go to r6b 
aftiore, their Manner is this : They keep 
out at Sea a good Diftance, and then pull 
in a main, chufihg the dark Nights. Their

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quite dtfufed their Row-Vcffcls of erery 
Kind, and build only Ships, of all Burdens ^ 
and I am informed by the Algerines novir 
here, that they have in hand, and almoft 
iinifhed, four very large Ships, one of whicli 
carries at ieaft eighty Guns, and- the others 
very little under. Thefc, they fay, are to 
face the MaltefeSy the only Enemy they do 
really dread. A iecond Ca'ufe is, That fince 
there have been none remaining of the original 
MorifioeSy namely, thofc who were adually 
born and bred in Sfain^ none are fb capa-^ 
ble of conducing a Body of Corfairs even 
to the very Doors of thofe they de(ign to 
plunder and inflave ; nor have they the 
Lurking-Places where to t:onceal themfelvcs 
fecure for icveral Days, nay. Weeks and 
Months together, till they might conveniently 
;ive their Blow, as they had before the iaft 
ixplufion of the Mortfcoes^ in the Years 
i6of, and idio, when the whole Sea-Goaft 
was chiefly inhabited by thofe conftrained 
Chriftians. As to this memorable JExpul- 
fion, which drained the Sfan^ Continent 
of more . than fix hundred thouiand Fami- 
lies, of almoft the only induftrious Inhabi- 
tants file can boaft of, I only fay, with many 
others, that it wai not only a Piece of very 
bad Policy, but a very unjuftifiablc A&ion ; 
fince the worft Crimes that could juftly be 
I^id at th^ir Doojs, were, their not being ex- 
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traordinary good Catholics^ notwJthiftand- 
ing the fiery Zeal of the Inquifitors to force 
them lb to be ; and that fome few of them 
held Correlpondence with their Kindred on 
the oppofitc Shore. The known Delinquents 
might have been legally tried, and puniftied, 
without eradicating a whole Nation, fevcra^ 
Thoufands of whom were doubtlefs very in- 
nocent, as dwelling a hundred or two of 
Miles diftant from any Sea*Coaft. Nor was 
there ^he leaft Movement towards a Revolt 5 
and yet were there not many and many Thou- 
fands of them deftroyed in cold Blood ? 
Commend this, and abundance more fuch 
Catholic Proceediiigs, who will ; I cannot. 
But once more to return : 

No fooner were tfaofc Sfanifb Moors 
(I mean they who firft went over) well fet- 
tled along the Coafts of Barbary\ but they 
became feally a moft infopportable Nufancc 
to all their Chriftian Neighbours, efpecially 
to the Spaniards^ their quondam Compa- 
triots. The chief Ports they went over to 
^ttt Algiers^ Sherj^ely Otan^ zn<\ Titouan^ 
wfthin the Streights, and Sillahy or Salley 
without, on the Ocean : And the chief Place 
for building their Fregatas^ or BrigantineSy ) 
fuch as I have in part defcribed them, was 
Sherjbe/j about twenty Leagues Weft- of

They wanted not 
deception in the Villages ox their Mori/co 
Brethrepy among whom they lay concealed 
very commodioufly, . waiting for Intelligence 
and proper Opportunides to fcize a Bpoty 
worth traofporttng* Sometimes a whole 
Squadion of Brigmtines have laid buried in 
thc^ Sands (everal WeeJcs together, while 
thi^ir £qui{)ages have remained making mer* 
xj with Jtheir Friends and Relatives Aftjorc; 
It has indeed happened, that the Sfa^ 
niards have had good Noies, and found out 
this fubterraneous Fleet ; and then great 
Search has been douhtlefs made after the 
Owners. T^iie Barbary Natives, allured 
with beholding what Spoils the Cbriftian 
Shoies afforded, "were not backward in gi- 
ving into that 3ort of gainful Trading ; and 
the Spmmrds were to infefted, that evea 
thdfe a coofiderable Way up in the Coun- 
try durft not venture to fleep in their Beds ; 
and as foj^ <he Coafts, they were in perpo-* 
tpal Alarms* I take it, they had not then 
. any of the Wateb^^TQwers which are now to 
he feen thereabouts. 

It became the Bufineis of both Moor 9q4 
SfMtard to iludy each other's ViU4qMe^ 
rias 4 I mean their Tricks< and Stratagems, 
^he Spaniards xhm barafled in their very 
^ ■ ' * ? Hou(es, 
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Houfcs the whole Year round, Winter and 
Summer, would keep Guard in Bands, from 
Sun-ict to Morning, lying clofe near all the 
Roads and Paflcs, at a fmall Diftance from a 
Rope, with little Bells faftened to it, and 
drawn tight acrofi the Way j at the leaft 
Touch whereof they would rufli out and 
lci?e all they met with : By which Means, 
many Moors have made but a bad Vbyage 
from Barbary thither, efpecially fuch Pil- 
ferers as have ventured over with a fingle 
Boat. But it has been often known, that ^ 
large Company of them have got in as well 
as they could out of the Roads, and forced 
their- Way back again with incredible Prizes 
of Wealth and Captives ; all which they have 
earned dean off, tho' before they have 
been out of Mufquet-Shot, feveral Hundred^ 
of Purfuers, Horfc and Foot, have been 
more than half-way up in the Water firing 
at them. We cannot fuppofe but abundance 
of thofe have mifcarried j but moftly, I fay, 
when any of them make a Voyage nngly/ 
Of at leaft a Dozen built in one Year, while 
I was at Algiers^ I remember Icarcc two 
returned from the firft Expedition, being ci- 
ther taken at Sea, way-laid Aihore, or caft 
away. • 

Another cunning Fetch the Spaniards 

had to wa^-lay the Moors ^ or Morifcoesy 

if they durft be ftroling about in SPahijh 
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Dfcflfo by Day-Light, was to' call out to 
all fuipicious Paffcngcrs yery haftily, in the 
, Tight Arab Tone and Accent, Ta Mabam" 
med! Ta Mahatnmed! As it is natural to 
look about when we hear ourfelves fb cal- 
led by Name, and that being one of the 
commoneft^ Proper- Names among thofe Na- 
tions, abundance have fb been caught, and 
taken good Care of accordingly. I cannot 
but obferve here. That of all People I have 
met with, none pronounce worfe tlte Arabic 
than the Spaniards y nor did I ever hear one, 
who began not very young to learn, who 
could pronounce it wcU, or even tolerably : 
Which is not a little to be wondered at of 
a People who are fuch old Acquaintance of 
the Arabs and Moors^ and who have in their 
own Language fuch a Torrent of Gutterals, 
with fb great a Multitude of Words of mere 
Arab Origin. But I muft not digrcfs thus,* 
nor be oyer and above particular, left I too 
much fwell my Narrative. 

The Spanifb Hiflorians, in general, infbrm 
us. That thofe infuficrable Depredations and 
Infults of the Moors ^ excited the Catholic 
King, l^on Ferdinand^ to begin ferioufly 
to think on the Conqueft of Africa^ as thofe 
Writers pleafc to word it. As no Plac?cs 
brought greater Detriment to his faid Catho^ 
lie Majefly's Subjeds than Oran^ with its 
mofl fpacious and commodious Port Marfa^ 

al^Kebir^ 
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al-K^ir, thaCe were the Part» firfl stacked 
with Succefi by the Catholic Forces. 

Ha ring pretn|ifed thus much, iw which, 
tho' ibme Cur'ffi may thank me, others 
may, perhaps, think k tcdioua, or fcre»gn 
to the &ubjcd, I haftcn: to the Dcfciipttofi 
of thefc Places in Queftion. My Gnide and 
main Alliftant herein, and in ferei^l other 
Maitcra, is * Luis ^l Manmly a rery par- 
ticularriiitdligcnt,and muclvapprored Wri-

AUMarfa aUKeUf^ 

WHY I defcribc this Place be^ 
iov^Oran^ its Principal ^ isbe- 
caufc Lc was firft^ taken from the 
MoiTs. Whifnfical enough it 
tcally is, to hear how our mere Englijb pro^ 
jiounce this barbarous M^zalquivir of the: 
Spaniardsi The true Napie, as I give it 
above, is no other than the Arabic Tranfla- 
tion of its ancient i^^w<a» Appellation, Tor-i] 
tus Magnus^ the Great ^Ort : And as Turks ^ 
Arabs J and Mo(^s (hemfelves very feldom^ 
if ever, call it any otherwife tHan-Jimply 
Al^Marfa, or the Tart^ by Way of Exce^ 
lency (as being allowed to be the beft and 
moft capacious one in all Africa) I dall 
likewife lb call it.- Marmol^ and all the Sfa^ 
niards affirm^ That a very great Armadd 
of Ships and Gfallies may $:onveniehtly ride 
therein, fecure from all Injuries from Sea or 

» Winds. 
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Winds- While Oran^ and this its fine Port, 
appertained to the Kings of Tremiza^y it was 
much frequented by the Venetian Galeafles, 
and abundance of other Chrijiian Traders, who 
thence in Barks conveyed their Merchant 
itte to Oran^ where they carried on a very 
confiderable Commerce with the Merchants 
of Tremizan^ and other inland Places : So 
that this Town^, or rather Citadel, feems 
merely lo bare been built for theDcfcnfeof 
that noble Harbour. 

My faid Author £ays, it was founded by 
the Romans ofa the Spot where it now 
ftands: And, according to him, Ttolomy 
places it in 12 Degrees, 48 M mutes of 
Longitude, and 34 Degrees, 30 Minutes of 
Latitude. By Situation it lies elevated high 
on a folid unminable Rock, over-looking 
the Port, and is, in a manner, quite fur- 
rounded with a lofty Mountain, lb very 
craggy, that the. Town is not, without great 
Difficulty, to be approached by any other 
Way, than by the narrow uneven Paffagc 
.which leads thither from Oran: Which 
Pals, or Defile, is by the Spaniards called 
'La Silla de Oran. From Oran it is about 
a League to the Weft. On the North Side, 
where the Sea beats on the Wall-Foot, 
above the Port, arc two large Iquare Tow- 
ers. Following the Town- Wall, which is 
of a coniidcrabic Tbicl^nels, and made of 

Lime 
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Lime and Gravel, one comes to a round Tpwer, 
named by the Spaniards La Campana^ or the 
Bell. Still paffing on along by the Wall, 
it brings us to a great Platform j but before 
we reach thither, in the Angle formed by 
two Sides of the Wall, we meet with a 
ftrong fquare Tower, which defends thole 
Traverfes; and farther on, in the Angle be* 
low the Town-Gate, is another Icjuare To weir 
at the Part called La Mar Loca. At the 
Entrance into the Town are alio two large 
fquare Towers, where are the Governor's 
Lodgings, which you go into by three Gates. 
Fronting the Sea is a very ancient Wall, 
[probably the original Roman one j the other 
I take to have been fince done by ^he 
Natives,] having four fquare Towers, the 
Sides of all which are walhcd by %hc Medi^ 
terranean. Over this Wall is a large antique 
Bulwark; or Baftion. 

The ftrong Sfanifh Fort, San Miguelj on 
a lofty Eminence, rugged, and not eafy of 
Accefi,' about fix hundred Paces Weft of 
the Town, was built about the Middle of 
the fixteenth Century, and made a notable 
Defenlc againft the whole Power of the 
Algerines and their Auxiliaries, tho' not 
then quite finifhed: Of which Ipmcwha^ 
may be iaid anon. 

This was the Condition of Al-Mar/a 
when Marmol wrote : And I believe it co 
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f>fi now rather better than worfe; fi>r bodi 
jChe Spaniards and jilgerines kept it always 
in good Repair. The Walls of this Town, 
tortrcfs, or Citadel, call it which you will, 
are of a confiderablc Circumference, tho* 
1 cannot herein be particular : But I have 
often heard it debated, that the Place, with 
;ts Fortifications, to garifon them well, 
would require at leaft 5, or 6oco Men j 
all which fliould be Ipfantry, there being 
little or no \Jit to be made of Cavalry. 
Let us now proceed to defcribc Oran^ 
Marmol is ftill ray Guide, from whom I 
take only what is mc^ needful. 

Description of Waharan, or Oran. 

TH I S is a City of very great Anti« 
quity, founded by the natural jifri-: 
cansy in the fame Ground it now (lands on, 
about a Stone's Throw from the Mediterra- 
mean. Anciently, in Time of the Romans^ 
it was named ^nica Cplonia^ tho' fome will 
have it to be Basbaria. Its Longitude is 
1 2 Degrees, 30 Minutes; iitsLatitud<: about 
34 Degrees. It lies North, fome what Eaf- 
terly; twenty Sj^anijh Leagues from the 
City of Tremizany long the Capital of a 
ycry ancient and flourifhing Kingdom, Gar- 
tagena in Sfain is almoft its Oppofite. Or^n 
has been efteemcd one of the wealthieft and 
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fncxft beautiful Cities of aU MtwHm^ 
C^fiHrknfis. It is iituated partly on even 
Ground, and partly on . the Side of a very 
rugged Mountain. Over the higheft Pare 
of the City is a ftrong old Gaftle; and above 
it another Caftle much more ancient^ called 
Zr^ Akafaba Viejd^ ox the Old Citadel:^ 
and fronting this is a Baftion over a very 
high Wall, which the Moors call Al Jibely 
L e. The Mountain \ and this the ChrtfiUns 
have fortified with Towers, ^€. On the 
<>ther Side of a River, diftant from the 
City about a thdufand Paces, is another 
Caftle, named Ras-tU^Caffar^ i. e. The Head 
of the "Palace^ fiiuatcd on an Eminence 
which commands the City, and difcovcrs 
the whole ipacious Plain, even to the Place 
from whence (pring the Waters. In this 
Caftle are two large Cufalas^ and betweep 
them a Ravelin, or Platform, broad enough 
for the. Artillery to be eafily drawn along it 
on their Carriages : To the Sea-ward it ha)i 
a Poftern, or Falfe-Gate, and another to^ 
wards the Land \ and round it a Ditch ten 
Yards deep5 and fix in Bredth. This Caftle 
li^as built by the Count ^Don Tedro Navar^ 
ro^ fbon after^ Cardinal Ximenes ^ took the 
pity. Oran has. only two Gates ; one to* 
yiztds the South, called Tremizan Gatt^ 
and the other, named Ckmafiel Gate^ facet 
^t Eaft. Some Parts of thia City Walla 
J c have 
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have a Dttch^ and others not^ occafionedb/ 
its Handing, as was obferved, partly oh the 
Side of a Mountain. This is the Subftancc 
of what Marmol has moft to our Subjed^ 
as tcrthc Defcription of Oran : But as in 
fbme few Particulars he is, to me, fcarce 
ittteUigible, and wants Explanation, with 
Ibm'e AdditicMis, as he wrote fo many- Years 
belBre thefe Times, the following Eclaircifi 
fements being the beft I am able to give, 
may aot be unncceffary. 

i never was in the Town j but was once 
before it in the Alger ine Camp; not that 
which took it from the Spaniards ^ but a 
much fmaller one, which, three or foiir 
Years before, called xhtK^ to get what they 
coiiia from the Tyons^ to fave their then 
ripening Corn, Which otherwife would have 
been jired flanding^ This was cuftomary. 
From the incamping Place on the fine 
Plain,, no Part of the Town docs appear, 
cKcej)t a very little on the Left, towards the 
EafVj above which, a great Way down the 
Hill; iis very confpicuous the Caftle called 
'Borj leHoudi by the Mfjfirsy i. cTheJew^s 
Cajile^ andv San Grego^o^y the Spaniards. 
This muft needs be the Jirang ; old Caftle 
which my Author fpeaks of. On the^Moun- 
tain-Top^ high above this, other Cafllc, is 
alfo wholly in Sight that old Citadel he 
mention^ ^ and I am at a Lofs to ftudy why 
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he calls It as he docs : The Moors call it 
MerjejOy and the Spaniards by no other 
Name than Santa Cruz: Nor can I ima- 
gine how the Moors ftiould call a fTallznd 
a Baftion^ a Mountain ; indeed, they all 
are on a Mountain. 

Ras-aUCaJfar appears likewilc on the 
Eminence, which conceals, the reft of the 
City. To repulfe ihs ^Igerines^ who had 
feveral Times attacked the City, the Spa^- 
ntards built modernly (I cannot inform my 
lelf when, and have really forgot which is 
which) two very good Caftles, at a pretty 
confidcrable Diftance from the Foot of the 
faid Eminence, down on the Plain. They 
are called San Andreas ^ and San Felij^e : 
The Moors call them Borj-al-Ahamar^ and 
BoruaUAioun^ i.e. The RedCaJile^ mdThe 
Cajt/e of the Fountains. I have ibme Caufe 
to remember one of thefc Sjf^anijb Caftles; 
for venturing my felf one Day where I had 
no manner of Bufinefs among fome Moorijb 
Cavalry, whom nothing would icrve, but 
they needs muft go and cut a few Caj^rioles 
fomewhat too near under the Sj^amards 
Nolcs : Hereupon they gave us a Volley, ' 
or Broad-fide, which, tho' it coft us no 
Blood, yet they foundly feared us, and my- 
felf in particular. One of the great Shot 
ftruck juft between my Mare's Legs, ma- 
king her kneel down, and fb cfaoaked jind 

blinded 
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blinded me with a Cloud of Duft^ that it 
was not prefently that I could certify my* 
(elf that my Mare and I had elcaped fo well 
as we did. A Day or two after, a ralh J^a^ 
nisiory (properly Ten^hi-Jberi) had aMb ftill 
more Reaibn than either my Mare or felf 
to remember the {aid Gaftle, which is that 
on the Right, towards the Weft; for a 
Band of Turkijb Infantry being advanced 
that Way, to fuccour a Party of their jir^^ 
Cavalry, whom a ftronger Troop of the 
Enemies were hotly puriuing, and a Ball, 
from a long Culverin, leaping along crols 
the Plain, he took a Fancy to quit b\$ 
Rank, and run to flop or kick at it. He 
did foj bdt down lie fell roaring. I law him 
in the Camp, un Jer a Su^eon's Hands, with 
half his Right ^oot. The ^ Ball was like- 
wife brought thither ^ and, If I rightly re- 
collcft fb long fince^ it was a twenty-lbuf 
Ppunder. Not that I can lay, I iaw the Fad j 
but fb it was generally reported. Thefe 
trifling Paflages, tho* of very little Signifi- 
cation to a Reader, may at leaft iatisfy hina, 
that I am notj^ like too. many, pretending to 
difcourfc about what t knpw nothing at all 
of. The Indulgent will excufe my Digref' 
fion. 

There is a Caftle ncii the Town, of 
which I. have heard the Moars talk much j 
and this they Name Borj-al-Mizeyrac^ i. c* 

The 
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The Cafik of the Lances y againft the Walls 
whereof all Modrs (how much allied foe- 
vcr they were to the Spaniards) were* 
obliged to leave their Lances ; the Sfam/b 
Governors never admitting any of them in- 
to the Town armed. As none of the jiJ^ 
gerines 1 have here difcourfed with, give me 
any latisfadory Account in that Particular, 
and I took little Care to inquire aboult it 
while in the Country, I can fay no more, 
but that if it be not one of the fmall Forts, 
or rather Look-outs, of which one may fee 
two or three not worthy much Nocwei ^I 
take it to be Ras^aUCaffar \ and the ra^r, 
becaufe I do not remember to have heard 
wy but Spaniards call the faid Caftle by that 
Name, tho' the Words are purely ^r^^ir. 

As to the reft, Oran is an open Road, 
where Ships can ride only at a good Di- 
stance off at Sea, when the Weather is very 
good \ none but SmalUCraft can come clofe 
to the Town. The City, whatever it 
may h^ve been, b now but fmall, icarce 
half fo big as Alters \ which, tho' but 
about a League in its whole Circumference 
(nor has it at prefent any Suburbs worth 
mentioning]) is exceffiviely populous, ha- 
ving very little loft Room within its Walls. 
Oran is not £6'^ and has ibme good Public 
Buildings in it, with ieveral waft Places, as 
I have been informed* , Tiw ufual Garifon 
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kept there by the Spaniards ^ when they had 
leaft to fear, was a thoufand Foot and five 
hundred Horfc, Moors excepted ; and the 
Families of other Inhabitants fcarce exceed- 
ed one thou£ind. The Turks I^ept the 
whole in very good Repair, and had made 
feToral Improvements, which I ihall not go 
about to particularize. 

I ricxt proceed to fpeak of the Manner 
how thcfe Places fell into the Spaniards 
Hands. Marmot^ fays (apropos enough to 
what I hinted in my Introduition) That 
Hotwithftanding this City of Or^n was air- 
ways properly appertaining to the Kingdom 
of TremizaHy it wa« frequently in a manner 
a State independent^ ^and was, rs it were, a 
free Gity duiing the Wars between the Beni 
iWi?r»5f J, Kings ofFefiy and the Beni Zeyensy 
Kings of Tremizan ; For tho' the King of 
this laft State had his Duana^ or Guftom* 
houfe there, and Officers to colled the Port- 
Duties, ^c. yet would not the InhaHtants 
ever confent that he ihould fen^ them a<So- 
verndr, but they annually ele<9:ed one of 
their own Gitizens, with a Power to admU 
nifter Juftiee, both Civil and Criminal, with-* 
out Appeal ; and fox Affiflants in Affairs 
of the Common-weal, he had affigned him 
a certain Number of Deputies • In this Man- 
ner Or an was governed when it. was taken 
by the Ghrijiians. Bebg in this flouriihing 
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Condition fand well it might flouriih, har^ 
ing long been the Icaft molefted City oir 
Town in all Barbary) certain of its Citizens 
tapparcntly the Sf^anijh Moors'] took it intd 
their Heads to build and fit eutCruifers^ 
havine the Conyenieney of the fine Port of 
Alomar fa ; and fending them out to rayage 
the Chriftian Coafts, fo exceffiye were thi 
Damages they did on the Coafts of Sfdm^ 
and in thejilands Mayorea^ Minorca zxA 
Tvi/hy that there was a Neeeflity of fitting 
out the Armada with which the Alcayde de 
los ^onzeles went zyciiA Al^Marfa ; front 
whence alfo proceeded the Lofi of OraH. 

But before we come to that, I think pro^^ 
per to advance a Paffage previous thereunto 
from the fame Author, which I the rathcif 
do^ as it gives Account of the firft Attack 
I find made upon any of thefe Parts by the 
Chriftians. He fays, 

-/f • 2). 1501. Al-Marfahcingihcn in the 
Hands of the MoorSj the King of Tortu^ 
galj T^on Manoel^ ordered the Commanders 
of the Armada^ which he was fending tq 
the AflSftancc, of the Venetians ^ that in thek 
Way they fliould attack, and take that Town j 
which done, they fliould leave there aGari-^ 
fon^ and then profecutc their Voyage. 
[Does not this found like Reckoning without 
the Hoft ?] Winch Armada being arrived 
in that Neighbourhood, and meeting with 
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contrary Winds and bad Weather, they were 
three Days beating up and down before the 
Fort, waiting a good Occafion to take JLand ; 
during which the Fleet being difcovered 
from Shore, and the Inhabitants, apprehen<p 
iive of what they might be, garifoned their 
Town with a great Number of Foot, and 
three hundred Horfe from Oran. Thefe 
Forces lav very quiet till the Tortuguefis 
were landed, and obferving them to keep no 
Order, %and that ibme of them had marched 
up the Hill, to make Difcoveries above 
in the Mountain, they fallied out fudden* 
Jy, and fetting on. the Chriftians from feve- 
ral Quarters, utterly routed them, killing, 
wounding, apd making Priibners of abun- 
dance of them j and fuch as could eicape, got 
9way to their Ships, which immedbtely f^c 
Sail and departed, leaving iht Pagans vifto- 
rious, and very joyful at their good Succels. 

When and how Al-Marsa fell into the 
Hands ((f the Spaniards. 

EIVE Years after, viz. A.l^. 150^. 
T^on T^iegQ de Cordoua^ Alcalde de 
DonzeleSj was lent agamft this Towa 
with a fine Army from Cajiile^ in which 
vent abundance of Nobility and prime Gen- 
try. He befieged and battered it very briskly. 
The Moors made a very good Defenfe, and 
4id great Damage to the Befiegers with a 

finari 
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fmart Piece of Artillery : But 7)on T^iesp 
ordering a Gunner, named Fuente Jguinal^ 
to plant a Culverin againft it, and do his 
iitinoft to either break, or difmount it, he 
io well obferved his Orders, that at the very 
firft Firing, his Ball ftruck juft in the Mouth 
of that murdering Lombard^ and not only 
iplit that, but killed the Pcrfon who fired it. 
Immediately thereupon, the Moors being 
difmayed, they capitulated with T^on T^iego^ 
yj\xo iufiFered them to go with their Fami- 
lies whither they thought fit ; and accord- 
ingly the Place remained in free Pofleffion 
of the Chriftians. Martnol fays only this, 
as to the taking of the Place : But he goes 
on in Words to the following Purport ; of 
all which Father Mariana^ the Jefuity who 
is more particular, with Regard to the Con- 
queft of it (as will prefently appear) takes 
no Manner of Notice. 

Afterwards the Alcayde de ks T)onzeles^ 
rcfiding in AUM^rfa^ had Intelligence by 
his Spies, That there was a confiderable In-, 
campment of Arabs about two Leagues pif, 
it a Place called Mar fa yerbin^ from whom * 
he might get a very great Booty. 2)^»> 
^iego^ leaving a fuificient Garilpn in the 
Town, marched out by Night with the 
reft, and by Day-break fell upon the In- 
campment, whom taking unawares, he jilun- 
^pred^ captivating abundance of People, and 

driving 
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driving away very great Numbers of Cattle 
of all Sorts. . This would certainly have 
been a moft fuccefsful Expedition to him, 
had not ill Fortune imbittered his Vidory 
with a moft lamentable Overthrow : For ad- 
vancing homewards with this great Prize, 
his Cavalry would needs take a View of 
Or an i on Sight whereof the Moorifij Horfc 
(to the Number of eight hundred Lances, 
fine Troops) made a Sally in order to skirnufli 
with them : When perceiving the Chrifiians 
to be embarraffcd with their Booty, they at-, 
tacked the whole Body from diverfe Quar- 
ters, forcing them back as far as the Moun- 
tain called La Tinaja^ where began a fierce 
Engagement, in which ^on T^iego was com- 
pelled perlbnally to make the beft U£e he 
could of ^ his Hands, and fight ftoutly for 
his Life : ^nd his Horfe being killed under 
him, he had inevitably been loft, had he not 
been prefer ved by the Love and Generofity 
of a faithful Page of his, who fupplied him 
with his own Horfe, himfelf remaining on 
Foot ; by which Means the Akayde efcaped^ 
and the Page was killed by the Enemy* 
This was a very difaftrous Encouriter, where- 
in perijflied abundance of noble Cavaliers j 
and the Moors^ having recovered all the 
Prize, very joyfully returned to Oran. TThe 
Akayde de los T^onzeksy exccffi vely fatigued, 
got back to AUMarfa : And, not long after, 
^ leaving 
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leaving, as his^ Deputy, CapCtiQ IDmt Martin 
de Jirgotef a Cordouefe Gentleman, he pafled 
over into Sfam \ from whence he afterwards 
returned to take up his Refidexice at Al^ 
JMar/a. 

Pcfrhaps '* F.Mariana thought this not 
'worth mentioning. The Bulk of what he 
does lay, is this : The Arch-Bilhop of 
\ Toledo^ was fcarce ever from his Cat belie 
Ifelajcfty's Side. This Prelate was a Per- 
fbn of great Courage, and of Thoughts ^ 
above the mean Eftate in which he had 
been brought up. With great Inflances he 
perfuaded the King, and even in theQjieen's 
X.ife-time, that when the Neapolitan Wars 
were concluded, he would compaence a War 
upon the Mqcts in Barbary. This Bufinefi 
^vanced io far, that the King gave Orders, 
that good Part of the Spaniards he had in 
Che Kingdom of Nafksj to finifli tbofe Af- 
fairs, ihould return to Spain ; and they did 
£o. On another Hand, the Count de Ten^ 
dilla made an Offer ; ^^ That in cafe his Ma« 
^^ jefty would confign over to him the Slim 
^^ of Forty :j: Cuentos of Maravedis^ to deli- 
!^ ver to haim, ready conquered to his Hand,

\ I muft requeft ibme of our good Accomptanti, to inforai 
the Public how much that Sum maj amount to in JGoj^/r/ft Coin; 
it being fomewhat out of 1x17 Latitude. 
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^ the City of Oran^ with its Port of Mas&al^ 
^ quiviry and other neighbouring Places : 
" And that if there remained any Overplus 
** of that Money, he would return the ^me 
*^ to the King ; and if it fliould not be fuf. 
** ficient, he would fupply it out of his 
^ own Purfe." This Agreement, which 
was in good Forwardneis, came to nothing 
by the Quccn^s Demifc : But that the Schcnoie 
might not quite be laid afide, nor the Neapo-- 
litan Soldiery be left unemployed, the Arch- 
Bifiiop lent his Majetty Eleven Cuentos to 
help out the Charges. With this Money a 
good Armada was got ready on the Andulu^ 
Jian Coafts ; firft with Intention of taking 
Poffeffion of Tedellisy s. Maritime Place be- 
tween Algiers and Bujeya^ to which Pur- 
pofe a Sort of Treaty was in Agitation : 
But afterwards, on underftanding it, not to 
be a Place of any great Importance, or worth 
the keeping, it was agreed to attack Al^ 
'Mar/iy [for fo 1 Ihall only call it:]^ It is 
near Oran^ oppofite to the City of Aimer ia^ 
-tho- ibmewhat more to the Eaftward. When 
-the Armada was ready, confifting of Six 
Gallies, with a great Number of Caravels 
and other Vcflels, in which went a Body of 
Troops five thoufand ftrong, (under the 
Condud of T^on T)iego Fernandez de Cor^ 
d$ua^ Alcayde de hs DonzekSy a moft va- 
lorous Cavalier, who was nominated Captain- 
General 
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General of the Expedition) on Friday the 
29th of Auguft 1506, fet fail from Ma^ 
laga. The Charge of all Marine Affairs 
was committed to the Care of ^on Raman 
de Car dona. The Wind being contrary^ they 
were, for Ibme Timc^ forced to turn back to 
the Port oi Almtrta. Thence^ on the nth 
of September^ they all arrived at Al*Marfai 
The Point oLthat Port had a Baftionj with 
good Store of Artillery^ fevcral Towers and 
Traverfcs; under which entered our Ar*^ 
mada. Their Landing was oppolcd by one 
hundred and fifty Horfe, and three thou- 
fand Foot : The Landing-Place not goody 
and the. Day tcmpeftuous. All thefe Diffi- 
culties were overcome by the undaunted Re- 
iblution of the Chrijiians. The firft wha 
leaped alhorc was Tedro Dofez Zi^aly a 
very valiant Soldier. They fought with 
the MoorSy and at length forced them to re- 
tire away to Or an \ and only four hundred

Our Men attacked them ; and at the 
Beginning of the Fight^ the firft great Shot 
killed the Akayde of the Place, together 
with many others, and difinounted the beft 
Artillery they had- Diflieartened at this, 
the Moors furrendercd on Conditions^^ the 
third Day \ and the Banners of Sfain were 
fet up in that Fprtrefs. Two Things fell

tdfKftnhy Means of the VenitUn Galeafie^ 
.which bitoUghc to that Port> and to all other

loaded at AlexandrU. Great was the Re** 
putation his Catholic Majefty gained by jhis 
finterprife ; fince, not contented with what 
he had atchieved in Itaiy^ he had bent his

the Advancement of the Chriftian Name. 
True it is, that fome malicioufly furmifed,

Revenue \ nay, he was io languine and cor*^ 
4ial ia> the Matter, that he eren determined 
in Perion to pals over into Africa^ the bctip 
<er to animate that Conqueft ^ and he adually 
'did fb not long after.

THREE Years (fays Marmot) after 
the Alcayde de los T^onzeks had re- 
duced the Town oi Al-Marfa^ Cardinal X#- 
menesy Arch-Bilhop of Toledo^ went perfo- 
nally againft Oran with a great Armada^ 
carrying abundance of the Nobility and 
prime Cavaliers of Cajiile ; the Captain-^Ge- 
neral whereof was Count TPedro Navarro. 
This Enterprife was judged to be much 
more difficult than it really proved : For 
the Akayde de hs Donzeles^ ^on 1>ie^0y 
then at Al-Marfa^ had already agreed with 
a certain JeWy named Citorroy and with two 
Moors y one named Aifa al Oreybi^ and the 
other Aben Canejba (the King of Tremi- 
)^an^^ Rent- gatherers at Orap) who had

Charge of the Gatcs^, that they fliduld de- / 
Hver htm up. tht City; for whigh Service 
he had promifcd them great Recompence. . 

Here I muft obfcrve, That Mariafut hasr 
not a Syllable of this, as will prefcntly 
appear; and in the Room of it, tho' in 
nioft other Matters he afFe6):8 a lingular 
Cpncifenefs, he puts into this martial Car- 
dinaPs Mouth a florid Oration, delivered at 
the Army-Head. I do not fay, that this 
learned Jefuit made the faid Speech (which 
you ftiall alfo have by-and-by) for his faid 
lEminence of ToUdo ; but I cannot help ad- 
miring, how it came to be omitted by the 
verbofe Marmol^ one who is not frequently 
guilty of fuch Over-fights, and one who 
wrote fo much nearer the Time. Doubtlefi 
the Oration is inferted, becaufe the good 
Jefuit met with it fomewhcre recorded by 
the Defoendants of the Perfon who took it 
in Short-Hand ; and the Treafon omitted, 
becaufe it is not fcemly to have the invin- 
cible Spaniards fo glaringly chronicled for 
owing any of their Acquifitions to other 
Means than mere Dint of Prowefs! — My 
Author goes on. 

This they readily came into, and promff- 
ed to execute it on a Day prefixed. Mean 
while the Cardinal arrived with the Armada\ 
and /as the Army he brought with him was 
numerousj^ when the Troops were landed, 

without 
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^hdut tf aiting for any Order^^ t|xc Soldiers 
began to, march up the Mountain which is 
above^ili^r/&, taking Che Road which leads 
to Oran. When the Moors of that City 
beheld fuch Numbers of fcattcring TroopG 
to approach without the leaA Order in their 
Marchy they fallied out to encounter them, 
leaving very few Military Men in the Town. 
JNo fooner were xhey gone out, but the two 
Moors ^and the Jew fliut the Gates ; and 
goings up into a high Tower, they difplayed 
a Banner with a Red Crois in it, privately 
Smx them by Don Diego. With this they 
niade Signals to the Chriftidns that they 
ihould approach the Walls ; while, on the 
otlier hand, they difpatched away three 
Moors J in a Bark ^ voAl^Marfa with the Keys 
of the -Gity Gates, acquainting Don Diego 
with what they had done. The whole AC- 
^fair being made known to the Cardinal, in 
, great Hafte he ordered away a good Num- 
.ber of Soldiers with Scaltng-*Ladders, to 
mount the Walls on the other Side, exhort- 
ing them to attempt poflefliog themfelves 
-^of; the Town before the Moors^ who were 
gone out to meet the ChrifiianSj oould have 
CWotice thereof. This ^ith.fmall Oppofi- 
tion they accompliftied ; wjicn pre£cntly lal- 
Jying out agaioft thoie who were fighting 
with the other Chriftians^ tliey took tihem 
the Midft, and flaughtered g^eat Num-f 
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bcM of diiflt). Thofc who e&aped thofice, 
finding the CSty Gated Chut, and their Friends^ 
cither jQain or difperied, began to run away 
over the Plain, leaving theif Wives, Chil-* 
dren, and Habitations in the Power of theilt 
Enetnies. Thus was the City of Oran won ; 
tha' after the Chriftians had entered it, a 
few Mo^s ftood five Days on the Defen^ 
fiv^ in the Houfc of the Alfaquij or Chief 
Prieft, which is juft by the principal Mof^ 
fue ; but they were all at length either kil-* 
Icd^ or made Captives. This Day the Count 
7)e jiJtamira waa unfortunately killed by 
a Crofs^bow, which went off as one of hi* 
Domefiics v^sa carrying it before him ready 
bent and charged* Of the Chrijiians were 
killed only thirty PerfcMid, and the Moors^ 
between the Slain and Captives, loft up-* 
wards of four thoufand. This Vidory ob-^ 
tained, the Cardinal returned to Sjpain^ Icav- 
ing in Orwt^ fcxr Governor-General, ©W 
Tiiego^ Ak4y4€ de ks ^Donzeksy with fuchi 
Forces as were by him deemed requifite for 
the Defenfe of that City. The Catholic 
King, ^on Ferdinand ^ wanted not a good 
Inclination , after this , to proiecute the 
Conqueft of Africa ; but he was prevented 
by the Warn railed by the King of France 
and the Venetians againft Pope Julius Ifs 
Befides^ the King of Tremi^ian was becom<i 
hisValTal^ paying Jiioi TribYMc^ And, more^ 
— ^ ^ over. 
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ovcr^ Alt Ahou-Rasy Proprietor of Shifbuan^ 
had entered into Articles with hini. That if 
he would affift him in the Conqueft of the 
Kingdom of Fefsy he would become his 
Tributary, and deliver into his Poflcffioij the 
Maritime Places of that Kingdom. And, in 
order hereunto, the Cathdltc King had got 
together a very powerful Armada^ with a 
ftout Land Army compofed of the beft 
Troops, and being ready to imbark the lat- 
ter End of Aprily A. D. 1 5 1 1, he received 
a Letter from the Pope, acquainting him 
with the League made againft him ; and^ 
with warm Inftances, intreating him to fa- 
vour him with the fame Afliftance he had 
been promifed by the Emperor Maximilian^ 
and other Chrijiian Potentates. This News 
gave the King much Uneafinels, as finding 
himfelf obliged to quit the Enterprife upon 
Africa^ and affift the Churph^s Grand Pon- 
tiff. This he adually did : And after the 
great Battel of Ravenna^ the (Commotions 
of Chrifiendom were fuch, that he had not 
Lcifurc to profccute what he had io happily 
begun^^ 'till (while his Heart was full of this 
Dcfire) the Almighty was pleafed to take 
him to himfelf. Thus Marmol.

Throujghbut Caftile very great Prepara- 
tions' were making of Men, Arms; Provifion 
and Ships for the Coilqueft of Africa^ In 
tliis tlie Cardinal of Spam ihe wed himfclf fb 
affeftibhately, and \o adroitly intent^ as iif 
from his very Cradlp he had been bred up 
in the ;dlxercife of War. To,give the greater 
Heat to this Enterprize, he not only provi- 
ded Money for the Expencc, /but alfo re- 
folve'd to go over to Africa in I^eribn. Th^ 
Eand Army confifted of* fourteen thouland 
liorfc and Foot, Regular Troops, exclufive 
of a great' Number of Cavaliers Adventurers* 
6f the Whole was General l^on TedroNa^ 
varrd. The Armada was amafTed in the 
Harboui' of tartagena^ confifting of teh 
Gallies, with eighty Tranfports, great and 
fmiill. On tHc i^th of ili%, 1509, they 
v^ G let 
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fet fail from Cartagena^ and on Afcenfiofp^ 
7)ay entered the Port of jiUMar/i : Decla- 
ration being already made, that they went 
againft Oran, one of the principal Cities of 
the Kingdom of Tremizan^ of about fix 
f houfand Houfcs, fituated on the Sea-Coaft, 
partly on level Ground, and partly on the 
Side of a Mountain, furrounded with a very 
good Wall, the Streets whereof were uneven 
and ill-contrived, after the Manner of the 
MoorSy a People of little Curiofity in their 
Buildings. The City is diftant from Tre^ 
mizan about 140 Miles, and lies oppofite 
to our Cartagena. It was wont to be one of 
the chief Markets on that whole Coaft, on 
account of the mighty Concourfe of Ships 
of Genoue/e and Catalan Traders, who re- 
fbrtcd thither. Such were its Riches, that 
it commonly maintained a Fleet of Brigan* 
tinesy and other fmall Craft, wherewith 
they made ftrange Ravages and Depreda- 
tions on the Coaft of Andalujia^ &c. 

Our Fleet arrived at the Port when it 
was very near Night, and next Morning at 
Day-break they began to land. In this, and 
in putting the Army in Order, feveral Hours 
were employed. The Troops were formed 
into four Squadrons of two thoufand five 
hundred Men each, with the Cavalry on the; 
Wings. While this was doing, the Cardi- 
nal Went into the Church of ALMarfa.

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When the Squadrons were ready formed iij 
order to attack the Moors^ who were adr 
vanced to obftrud th^ir Paffage to the City^ 
and prevent their afcending the Mountain, 
his Eminence came out, mounted on a Mule, 
well attended with Friers and other Eccler 
fialiics, and preceded by a certain Francifr 
can Monk, named Father Hieronymo^ whp 
bore the Crucifix as a Standard, his Sword 
girded over his Frock (as had all the others 
by the Gardinal^s Order) his Eminence iiji 
the Army's Front made this Oration :

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that (lain Soldier, which, being carried to 
th^ City, was delivered to the Boys, and 
other idle People, who rouled it about the 
Streets, faying, It was the Head of the 
Chrifiians Alfaqui^ or TrieJI ; ib they term- 
ed the Cardinal. A certain S/>anijb Cap- 
tive, who was then in the Town, ran to 
look at it ; when, taking Notice that it had 
but one Eye, and that the Features were 
different, he cried out : " This, you may dc- 
*^ pend on it, is not the Head of our A/fa^ui : 
" It is rather that of £bme ordinary Soldier/' 
The Cavalry on the Side of the Mountain, 
ceafed not skirmilhing with ours ; and our 
Field-pieces began to play, which did fome 
Damage to the Enemy. At length our 
Foot came up with the Etiemy^s niain Body, 
with whom engaging briskly, it was not long 
before the Moors were repulfed, ib that 
our Men gained Part of the Mountain^ which ' 
is very rugged, and advanced to a Place 
where are fome Springs of Water, and there 
halted a while. Our Artillery being got up 
to the moft craggy Part of the Mountain, 
with fome Vol lies thereof the Enemy was 
quite put to a confufed Flight, thcCbriJiia^ 
purfuing them Sword in Hand, without any 
Order, even beyond the City ; the Gates 
whereof the routed Moors had found fliut. 
Mean while arrived a great Band oi Arabs. 
Thefe, with what others they could amals, 
Were foon engaged with a good Part of out 

Forces^ 
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Forces, while another P^rty of Chrijilans 
haftened away to fcalc the Town ; and thofe 
\vithin did their beft to defend it. The 
Chtijiians on the Gallies, who attacked the 
Town frbm the Sea- ward, behaved fo well, 
that they poffeflcd thcmfelves of fome Tow- 
ers, arid of the whole Alcafaba^ or Citadel. 
Thus was the Town entered by the Qhrif- 
tians^ and given up to Pillage. When the 
McorSy who were fighting with our People 
without, beheld the Sfantjb Banners waving 
on the Walls, they faced about in order to re- 
pair to the Town's Refcue. As they approach- 
ed, fome Companies of Infantry advanced from 
another Quarter to receive them^ infomuch, 
that the Moors being taken in the Middle, 
were attacked both in Front and Rear, and 
great Slaughter was made of them. On that 
Day four thouland Infidels were killed 
outright, and about five thoufand made 
Captives. This was a very fignal, and. 
almoft miraculous Vidory, were we only to 
confider the little Order obfervcd by the 
Chrijiians ; but more efpecially,' if we re- 
fleft on what foon occurred : For the City 
was foarce entered, when the Mezouar [or 
Mefbouar'^2 ^^ Tr^mizan arrived to its

15 th Day after the Redbaion of Or^)>, he 
made' his Entry, but rather like a Religious^ 
than like a Conqueror, without pcrhiittirig 
any Feftivity or pompous Reception to be" 
made him. His Eminence defigried' to 
create an Ecclefiaftical Dignity in the ChurcK' 
of toleS, under Title of Abbot o{ 6fan^ 
arid to leave that' City in Spirituals fiibjcSE' 
to the Arch-Biftiop ot Tolido. A tituiaf 
Prelate, ftiling himlelf Epifiopus Aurienfk^ 
pretended Or^wr to be the See or Seat of his^' 
Biftbprick. In anf^er to this, the Cardinal 
alledged Oran never to have been the Me-' 

tropolis 
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tropoUs of a Dioccfc : That jiurian Wai 
morje Eafterly, and appertained to the Ci- 
thagenenfis^ in the Province oi Africa frO'^ 
/>ria J whereas OraUy and all that Neigh- 
bourhood, fell in the Tingitana^ which is 
the Weftcrly Province of j^rica. This car- 
ried it. Moreover, the Catholic I^ing, fbmc 
Months after, in a Chapter of the Chevaliers 
of San yago^ held at VaUadoUd^ ordained a 
Convent of that Order to be eredcd at Or^^, 
and that the Chevaliers fliould there take 
their Habit. And to this Effcft, his Majcfty 
obtainecl Licence from the Pope^ to annex 
thereto the Rents of the Convents of Villar 
del Venas and San Martin^ which are in the 
Diocefes of San J ago and Oviedo. A very 
good Dcfign, had it been put in JExecution : 
But Inconveniences and Impediments are ne- 
ver wanting to obftruft the Profccutioii of 
worthy and laudabfe Intentions. Neither 
was executed the Defign of eftablifliing alfo 
at ^ Bujeya and Trifvii (both in Barbaryy 
and taken from the Moors the very next

. . H Year, 
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Year, visi. 1510. by the famcCount Tedfa 
Navarro^ as was obferved) two Convents 
of the other Military Orders of Calatrava 
and Alcantara^ as was intended by bis faid 
Catholic Majefty, and which would have 
been accomplifhcd, had not the Wars of 
Italy inipeded. 

Thus have we Icen, at large, after what 
Manner ALMarfa and Oran firft came into 
the Hands of the Spaniards. We fcall 
next examine how they managed their Af- 
fairs till their late Expulfion. My Autho- 
rities are ftill moftly from Writings of the 
Spaniards themfelves. 



The mo ft remarkable Exploits of the Spa- 
niards in thofe Varts of Barbary 
while they foffejjed Oran. 

DUring the firft fevcn Years we are to 
fuppofe the Spaniards of Oran and 
AL-Marfa employing themfelves chiefly in 
eftablifhing their new Settlement, making 
Alliances with fuch of their Neighbours as 
they \o\x\dk bring into their Meafures, and, 
with the Affiftance of thofe their Confede- 
rates, making feme Excurfiions upon fuch 
others as they found lefs tradable. 

But, in 1 5 1 6. the famous Gorfair, Arouje 
Barba-roffa^ having made himfclf King of 

Al- 



Algiersy* and in the enfuing Year lifcewifc 
of Tennez^ which Province, or little King- 
doiT), lies between Sherlbel (which is twenty 
ZiCagues Weft 6f Algiers^ and of which he 
was alfbSoYefeign) and Oran^ the Marquis 
©^ Comares^ then Captain-General of Oran^ 
began to be apprehenfive of fo dangerous a 
Neighbour. He had already entered into 
an Alliance with the King of Tremizan j 
wtiich Prince, compelled to it thro' the 
Commotions in his Realm, had agreed to 
acknowledge himfelf a Sort of Vaffal to the 
young SpanijB Monarch, and even to pay , 
him a Tribute, on Condition of being pro- 
tected. This being a Step the Moors caij 
never bear with, he was glad to flee fpr Sancr 
tuary to Oran^ and his Throne was filled 
by his Brother. The young Son of the latg 
murdered Sultan Saiem^ Prince or King of 
Algiers^ was alfo fbUiciting Succours from 
the Court of Spain. His Excellency the 
Marquis was fo ftrenuoufly cordial in theft; 
Affairs, that by Dint of Importunity he 
obtained a ftout Reinforcement of ten thoui* 
£and Veterans. Mean while the Tremizar 
niansj not liking their new King, had fe- 
cretly fent to invite Barba-rojfay to take on 
him their Government; This was Mufic 

* Two Years before, h« had been voluntarily chofcn Lord ^i 
JijeU on the fame Coaft £aftward, with a Hegal Title. 
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to the Ears of a Pcrfon of his Ambition. 
He had juft put to Flight a prodigious 
Amafe o\ Arabs and Moors^ who took the 
Field in order to extirpate thofc imperious 
Inmates the Turksy and had crowned his 
Viftory with the Acquifition of Tennez;, a 
new Royalty. He was then there, which 
is a good Step onwards in the Way to Tre- 
mizan ; and he received the Deputation very 
gracioufly, promifing his fpeedy Appearance 
where his Prcfence was required- 

But we muft not omit here to obferve, 
that a little before this very Junfture, the 
Spaniards had a terrible Repulfc by Barba^ 
rojfa before Algiers. A ftrong Squadron of 
Gallies, ^c. fitted out likewife by the laid 
zealous Prelate, Cardinal Ximenes^ under 
the Conduft of ^on T)%ego de Vera^ came to 
re-inftate the young exiled Prince. He land- 
ed feven thoufand Men : But what from 

_ * _ _ 

Storms, and what from Enemies, both Fleet 
and Army came off wretchedly. 

The 'fuccefsfiil Barba^rQffa had efcaped 
all thefc Encounters incredibly well, having 
loft but very ^few of bis fifteen hundred 
Fire- Arms, whereof about a Thoufand 
were Turks ^ and the reft Merifioes^ all 
good Men, and his chief Dependence. He 
had alfo with him a pretty numerous Cavalry 
oi Moors 2iX\A Arabs'^ but his main Strength, I 
iay, was his Infantry. Bending his March 

towards 
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towards Tremizan^ tho' not a little apprc* 
henfivc of the Qrafi Spaniards^ he was not 
long before he reach<;d the fpacious Plain of 
jigobely about twenty Leagues Ihort of Tre^ 
mtzany where he met the King of Tremi^ 
;2ian waiting his Approach, as wholly ig- 
norant of his Subjefts.Trealbn. The En* 
counter was fmart ; but the Turks ^ ^c. with 
the Cannon and Fire-A^ms, being top hard a 
Match for an Enemy, who (then) had none, 
the Ulurper was put to Flight j and had his 
Head ftruck off by his own People before he 
could enter the City. Thither Barifa-raffa 
went dircftly, and was well received. This 
was Septemker^ i jT i7« Right or wrong, he 
amaifed among his new Subjects a prodigious 
Treafure ; good Part of which he moft 
liberally diftributed among thofe who had 
done him Service. The better to enable 
him to maintain himfelf in his new Acqui- 
fitions, he made a League, ofTeniive and 
defenfive, with the King of Fefs againft 
their common Enemy the Chr'tfiians^ and 
all other Opponents. Barba-roffa*^ Affairs 
feemed in a very promifing Situation; and 
he continued ^ictly there, till, early in the 
enfuing Year, he had repeated Intelligences 
of what mighty Preparations were making 
againft him by the Marquis 1)e Comares, 
Then it w^s that he had News of the ten 
thoufaiad Spaniards newly Arrived at Oran. 
. W Finding 
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Finding the promilcd Succours from Fejs did 
not arrive, and certified of the Marquis's 
being already fct out from Oraffy he leem- 
ingly prepared to meet him in the Field with 
what Forces he had ready, being not above 
five thoufand Horfe, befides his Infantry ; 
yet ftill he delayed as long as poffibk, ex^ 
pefting the /^f^»^ Auxiliaries, who he heard 
were on their March. But perceiving the 
Enemy in a manner at his very Gates, he 
deemed it Madnefs and Prefumption to expefifc 
a numerous and well-appointed Army with 
fuch a Handful of Men in fo defenfelefs a 
Place, and in whofe Inhabitants he fuppofed 
he could not greatly confide, as having fo 
often been Tray tors to their natural Princes. 
As to the reft, he obferved a gloomy DiC- 
content lowring on every Countenance. 

Affairs being in this critical Pofition, with- 
out communicating his Defign to any of his 
Moorijh Cavalry, he took Advantage of the 
dark Night, and ftole out by a Poftern, hav- 
ing mounted all his fifteen hundred Turks 
and Morifcoes on fuch Horfes as he had. 
ready, and loaded on Mules the heft of his 
Effcds^ and all his Treafuijii His Intent 
was to get out of Reach with all Speed, and 
then to make the beft of his Way to Algiers y 
diftant thence near three hundred Miles. 
But fcarce had he left 'TremizaUy when the 
Marquis, who lay ingariiped not f^r off, had 
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News of his Flight. With all poflible Si- 
lence, mounting the Infantry on the Moors 
Horfes, he ict out in his Purfuit, rcfolving, 
if poflible, to have him alive. Such wis 
his Diligence, that tho' the Turks were got 
thirty Miles on their Way, he got Wind of 
them long before Day-break. In all Proba- 
bility the Turks might have all efcapcd, 
could they have got fafe over the River, not 
far from whence they were when the Van- 
guard of the Spaniards, came in Sight. 

It was with no ihiall Surprife, that I 
firft read what Father Haedo (to whom I 
owe this Story) tells us, concerning Barbae- 
rojfa's neat Stratagem, as he terms it, and 
fays ; *^.It might have pafled very well, had 
" it been pfadilcd on any othiers but Sfa^ 
^\ niards?'^ Finding himlelf lb clofcly pur- 
fucd, in order to facilitate his Paflage over 
the River (which was fomewhat difficult) he 
ordered his Treafure to be ftrewed along the 
Way as they fled, to bufy the Purfuers with 
amafling fuch valuable Spoil. But the Bait, 
it lecms, took not ; the Fifti would not bite : 
Such Arguments, mixed with Threats, were 
ulcd by the MaMuis, that, regardlefs of the 
Wealth of A^tca^ which lay ready to. be 
picked up with only fliooping for, they, 
trampled under Foot what half the World 
go together by the Ears about, and inftantly 

• came 
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came up with the Rear of their Fugitive 
Enemies. 

Barba-roffZy with many of the foremoft, 
had already got over : When hearing the 
piteous Outcries of thole whom the Sfa- 
niards were flaughtering, his great Soul dit 
daining to fave his own Life while his brave 
Friends were in fuch Extremity, he gene- 
roufly croiTed again the fatal Scream, and 
gathering up fuch of his People as he could 
meet with, he led them to an Eminence • 
where making a relblute Stand, ^^ turning 
*' their Breafts and Faces to the Enemy ((ays 
^^ Haedo) like Men determined to die bravc- 
^^ ly, there began a paoft obftinate Dilpute, 
^^ which ended not while a fingle Turk or 
*^ Marifco remained alive. ^* Barba-ro£a 
(fays both Haedo and Marm&l) tho* he had 
but one Arm, fought like a Lyon to the 
very laft Gafp :. He was not quite forty- 
four Years old. A very fmall Number of 
thofc who had not repaffed the River, made 
a Shift to fight their Way thro' that large 
Trad of Country, tho' with abundance of 
Difficulty, and, in a moft miferable Condi- 
tion, at laft they got to Akiers. On the 
ifth Day after Barba-roJ/a sDcsiihy arrived 
the King of Fe/s^ with twenty thoufand 
Horfc, to his Affift^ance ; but hearing tte 
News, he hafted hack, for fear of the S^a^ 
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hiards jind their Allies. All this happetled 
early in 1518*. 

You here have bad the firft Exploit of 
atiy Mom^ilt^ I find done by the Sfaniarii 
of Otan ; and indeed the only one of any- 
Very coiiifiderdble Moment they ever did, 
except wf may fo caQ their Cruelty a^ Tre^ 
m:^aff\ and we ihall in Time hear of the 
^Igerinfs being very little in their Debt« 
This cutting (^ Barba-rojfa^ with all hit 
Vaft Defigns^ was really an Exploit of thtf 
laft Importance! And call him Pirate, or 
what elfe yoii pleaie^ he muft indilputably 
be allowed to have been one of the greateft 
Men the s6th Gentui^y produced. A$ to 
the reft, I am at a Lois to guefs what could 
have been the Arguments the Marquis !Z)^ 
Comares uled to keep his Men id fuch Or^ 
der : Perhaps he deterred them by fomd 
bloody Examples ) otherwiie it muft feem 
amazing to others^ as well as to me, fot 
Sfmiiards to be feeh trampling over that^ 
which to acquire they have butcherly let 
out mote human dore than would fuffice to 
burft the Veins of five fuch Nations as theirs^ 
not excluding their Dependants. Soine will 
fay, AM that Blctod was not fpilled naerel/ 

* MMrimm, ( wii# fiwou 9bovc meddlifig i^'th ttiRisg oi 
ininute Affiiirs* but did not, we fte, deem clie Cardinal*! 'Origi 
tim iucii) remoliif wboUy fiknt With R(^d to Orj8, and Itf 
SfMnUurds : But wiitt is hint«d of theta by Ui Qoos^MmMh 
vnij^ come in when proper. 
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Oft that Score, but rather to propagate Chrh 
Jlianityj to extirpate Herejies^ and root ou^ 
idolatries : Tho' there want not enough ia 
the World who are of Opinion, That it is. 
but changing Ibme Sorts of Idolatries^ for 
others nothing better : Not that we * ever 
bear of their Apoftles aiming to plant any of 
them, where n6thingbut the Merit of having 
done fo, is to be got by it. Our immortal 
Butler^ if I remember rightly, fays thus, 
or to this Effeft. ^ 

No Jcfuit e^er took in Hand 
To plant a Church in barren Land ; 
Or ever thought it worth his fVhile 
A Suede or Ruls to reconcile : 
' For where there is not Store of Wealthy 
Souls are not worth the Charge of Health. 
Spain on th* Americans had tv^o T)ejigns \ 
To fell them Gofpfl^ buy their Mines. 
For had the Mexicans beenfoor^ 
No Spaniard twice had landed on their 

Shore. 
'^Twas Gold the Catholic Religion plapted^ 
Which had they wanted Goldy they ft ill 

had wanted. 

The Year following, vi::^. i5i9' ^on 
CarloSy the young Catholic Monarch, not 
yet elected Emperor, at the earncft Solli- 
citations of the Marquis 2)^ ComareSj who 

was 
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was indefatigably cordial in the Caufc of his 
Jifoorifk Allies, fent 2>^» Hugo de Men- 
cada with another ftrong Armada^ to drive 
the Turks from Algiers j judging it a no difr 
ficult.Task, on account of the qniverfal 
Confternation they muft be in for their re- 
cent Dilaiter. The Marquis from Oran^ 
with all his Allies, were to favour this En-^ 
tcrprife. Tho' Barba-rojfas Brother and 
Succeflbr failed not to put himfclf in the 
be;ft Pofture he could to receive them, yet 
a furious Eaft-Wind fb befriended him, that 
he had little to do but to pick up the 
Wrecks as they were driven aftiore. In 
ftiort, this Armada fared rather worfe than 
better than the former, and the Marquis fa- 
ved his Labour. But thefe Repulfe which 
the Spaniards met with at Algiers^ were no- 
thing in Comparifon to that tcrjible one the 
Emperor Don Carlos in Perfon fuftained in 
J 541. on which I fhall not inlarge, it being 
fo well known a Story. 

But I muft not omit one Paflage of this 
Don i7«^(y's Expedition, fince it relates to 
the Spaniards of Or an. At the lirft Ap- 
pearance of the Tempeft, many Perfbns of 
the beft DiftinAion, for their better Security, 
had removed themfclves on board a huge 
Galeon of great Strength and Defenfe. This- 
being alio ftranded, it fuftained all Attacks- 
At laft fprced to capitulate, on Promife 
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of Life mA Liberty, tU the Cavafiers, ^K 
landed. The Moors were for lancing thetn ; 
Init, by the JSa/ka and his Turks^ they were 
effedually protefted. Barba-rojfd^ wheii 
|ie s^ent to Tremit^n^ had left his youngeft 
Brotlier Ifaac^ with fome Tutks^ to guard a 
very important Pais, which I take to be ^A 
Cdla de Bfni Ri^id. With theie, it ittms^ 
the Sfaniards had broken Faith, and they 
were all cut off, tho' they iiirreridcred on 
Articles. However, the Story k varbufly 
related. When the Equipage of this Ga-^ 
leon were brbught to the B^a^ he put the 
Queftioh; Whether Gafaliers aqd Men of 
Honour ought not to ](«ep their Words? 
Doubtlefs he was anfwered affirmatively. 
^ . Well then, iaid he, why did your General 
^ break his Word with the Turks ^ They 
♦^ were promifed Life and Liberty, with 
♦^ free Le^vc to retire, with their Baggage, 
<* (Sr. wherever they woqld j and ydt they 
« were all killed,'*— ^«^ By Atdhy replied 

<^ they,my Lord j but not by Spaniards.'^* r 

^ So woulcl my Moors^ faid he, have fcr- 
<^ vcd every Mother's Son of you, had I 
^^ qot given exprefs Ordcr3 to tne contrary. 
^^ But to convince you, thdt I am more a 
^\ Qentleman and Man of Hondur than your 
^ faithlels Qeneral, and mind my Woj4 
<^ ibmewhat better, I alfo promifed you 
*j I*ife and ^Liberty. Life you do enjoy • 

' % ana 
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^^ itkd liberty you al(b may enjoy wheneror 
^* you will purchaie k, csich accordsag to 
^* bis Ability : Whcr^s all the Wealth in 
^' Afrka will not reftore to me one of my 
*♦ flaughterod Friends. Let your prdent 
^ Servitude Md future Ranlbms make fbme 
^^ fmall Attonement for their Lois ; and from 
^^ henceforwards, let this be a Warning 
♦* for every one to have more R^ard to 
♦^ his Word of Honour,^' 

For ibme Years, we hear very little in 
particular of the Onm SfsnUrds^ The 
fioble andmoft ancient Kingdom of 7m9/«- 
»4n had been lone on the Decline \ but fince 
the Intrufiort of the Sf^nim^df and Turks 
into its Territories^ the poor Remnant was 
reduced to a very erasy Condition. Perpe<» 
tually in Faftions, one Party fought Pro- 
te&ion from the one, and its Rival iiXm, the 
other of thofe e<]iually pernicious In- 
mates. States arrived at that Crifis cannot 
long fubfift : Tet we find the Name of a 
Kihg of Tr%mi»an^ and frequently of two 
at once, till Thing and Title were, A^ jD. 
. 1550. fwallowed up by the Alger ims. 

We are to bear m Mind, that in 1518. 
on the Death of B^lu^roffa^ the Spaniards y 
being Mafters of Tremizaify contented thendi* 
ielves with leaving the rightful Prince on a 
Throne which they judg^ thcmfelvcs not 
irell able to keep in their own Pofleffion, 
€ «ind 
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with his acknowledging himfelf a Tributary 
Ally, or rather Vaflal to the King of Spain : 
And indeed he ib continued quietly enough 
for fbme Years, even till his Dcccale. He 
was fuccecded by his younger Brother, 
whom the Spaniards alfo afiifted in his 
peaceable Acceffion. But, inftigated by 
Heyradin Barbarojja^ and certain Zealots 
of his own Subjefts, he caft himfelf under 
Protedion of the Algerines^ who engaged 
to fecure him and his Realm from all inju- 
ries of the Or an Spaniards y which they pret- 
ty well performed^ He enjoyed his State fomc 
Years, died in Peace, and named for his 
SuccejQTor hiseldeft Son. But a younger Son 
of his, who had a great Mind to be a King, 
on fome pretended Difcontent, went to Al^ 
giers ; where the defigning Turk gave him 
a moft gracious Reception: As rightly judg* 
ing, that poffibly by his Means he might 
bring about what he moft thirfted for, which 
was to render Tremizan abfolutely fubordi- 
nateto Algiers, With this Wic^ y^Turki/b 
Army feated him in his Father's Throne.' 
This Affair brought the Spaniards again into 
Play : For the excluded Prince repaired to 
Or an for Redrefs. 2)(?« Martin de Cor^ 
doua (of whom more will be faid) Count 
de Alcaudete^ a reftlefs, enterprifing Perfbn, 
was then Captai^n-GeneraK The Third 
^Sp^nijb Armada fent qgainft Aigiers^ mifi^ 
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rably mifcamed, as I obferved^ in 1541.. 
and ihe Oran Sj^nidrds^ like others, were 
fbrrowful Speftatbrs. I cainnot learn the 
precife Time when this dethroned King of 
Tremizan -came to Oran j but, according to 
Haedo (v^ho leems the exafteft and' leaft 
partial of all the Spaniards who have writ- 
ten of thefe Affairs) it was very foon after 
the Defeat of the Armada that he fet out 
with the Succouts he could obtain from T)oH 
Martin.. Tho' the' whole Retinue of that 
Prince confifted but of about four hundred 
Horfe, yet he failed not to infinuate to the 
Governor of Oran^ how dearly he Was be- 
loved by the Tremizanians^ and how con- 
fiderably his Arrpy would fwell in its March. 
With much, and perhaps longSoUicitation, he 
prevailed with ^on Martin to intruft with 
him four Field-Pieces and fix hundred Spa<^ 
niardsj under the Condu<^ of a Captain re- 
lated to himfelf, and named ^on Alonfi 
Martinez de Anmlo; which Force, faid 
the too-confident moor^ would be even more 
than fufficient to rcinftate him. Late in 
1541* they fet out. After two Days March, 
and the Army increafing not, as they had 
flattered themfelves, the '4^<:^»/^ Captain was 
counfelled by fome of his Officers not" to 
proceed. To which, rather courageoufly, 
than prudently, he returned ; *^ That it 
" ftiould never be faid any of the Farni?* 

" ly 



^ ly of Ak4ud$u had turned thdr &ck 
^^ to Danger/' To cut iborc^ thr brave 
Al^MMfWy the reigning King of 2r^* 
JMiy's GeneialiiBmo^ wa» in fuch exceikn^ 
Order to receive thoie Invsiders, that on his 
Approach with a formidable Body of Ca vaU 
ry, the Moorifb Prince fi>ughc his ,own Safe« 
ty by a hafty Flighty leaving his Auxilitiiies 
to fliift as they could* The Spaniards were 
for capitulating \ but were miferably cut in 
Pieces. Only the Captain^ with thirteen 
Others^ were carried alive tp TremiJS4» ; and 
before jil^Man/or^s Arrival^ twenty Sfa-^ 
niardt^ with fome Mo^rs Guides, bad 
flunk away in the Nighty 9^ got to Orani 
I do not find any of the Aigerim Turkt 
any way concerned in this Buluieis* 

I know not what Bxca(es the Fugitive 
King of TremizM could make to ^an M0r^ 
tin lot the Lofs of his Sjpaniards and Can* 
non ; by t we foon find him again ftrcnuoufly 
folliciting for a ifcronger Succour, and in 
CkHijundion with the SpdSniardSy and what 
Troops he could pick up elfewbere, doing 
all poflible Damages to the States and Dc^ 
pendants of his uilirping Brother^ This 
rrince^ quite tired out with theie Depreda^ 
tionsy and finding himfelf not well fcreened 
from thole Infults by his Proteftors the jiU 
gcrines (who had enough to do in quelling 
a dangerous Infurrc^ion <^ their nearec 
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Neighbours) liftcned to fbme Propofals made 
him .from Oran. Haffati Aga (that brav? 
Renegado Eunuch, who io gallantly defend- 
ed ^^/^rj in 1 541.) then Bii^u of Algiers^ 
being highly offended at thefe Pradifes, fct 
out in 154J. with a warlike Camp, relblying 
to put an cfFedual Stop to all this, by in- 
troducing a Turkiflf Carifon into Tremizan. 
But on his March, being met by a fightly 
Deputation (nor were rich Frcfents left be- 
hind) with ^ very humble Apoiogy, he was 
lb well appeafed, that, tho' he proceeded to 
TrmizaUy he foon quitted it without leaving 
the intended Garifbn, and died not long aficp 
his Return to Algiers^ exceedingly, and not 
undeiervedly lamented. His immediate Siic* 
ceffor was only a Deputy, and fb of no very 
great Authority. 

Neither the exile King^ nor T^on Martm 
were idle, and were not only meditating, but 
alfo preparing for Vengeance. True, they 
had dreaded Haffan Aga ; but his Death of-« 
fercd them a fair Occafion. 2)^» Martin 
had procured a ftrong Reinforcement ftom 
the fiinpefor ; and, according to Marmot^ 
pretty early in 1544. he fet out from Orq,n 
with nine thoufand Span^ Foot, ?uid four 
hundred Horfe,rexcIufive of Ibme Troops of 
Arab and Moorijb Cavalxy. He took with 
him his three Sons, AlonfOy Martin^ aijd 
Francifco : The middkmpft of which young 
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Noblemen we fhall afterwards Ipeak of, as 
having been a Captive at Algiers ^ and after- 
wards defended bravely AUMarfa^ when 
attacked by the Algerities. I find no Men- 
tion of Cannon. The Sfanijb Army ad- 
vanced with quick Marches. Mean whi^c 
the Ufurper did what he could. He de- 
pended not on much Affiftance from the ^Z- 
gerines at that Jundlure ; and few a formi- 
dable Body of Enemies haftening to his very 
Door. His Prime-General, Al-Manfor^ who 
was alfo his Father-in-Law, lay incampcd 
ijrithin eight Miles of the City, with all the 
Force he could poffibly raife, intending to 
try his Fortune, ^on Marttn^ when arrived 
in Sight, halted, and forming two great Bat- 
talions of Infantry, of four thoufand each, 
he placed one in Front, and the other in 
|lear, in the Midft of which was the Bag- 
;age. The Wings, Ibmcwhat behind the 
^ront, confifted each of five hundred MuC- 
queteers. All the Or an, Light-Horfe, with 
the reft of his Cavalry, he placed on one 
Side, at ibmc Diftancc. In this Order he 
waited the Enemy's Motions; commanding, 
on Pain of Death, that no one, as ufual, 
Ihould prefume to quit his Rank toskirmifti. 
Al'Manfor^ according to the Manner of 
Fighting in thofc Countries, advanced with 
his whole Force, in a difbrderly Body ; and 
when pretty nea.r, gave the Word to attack 

on 
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on, every Quarter j confidinjg that, by the 
impetuous Shock of fb numerous a Cavalry, 
they might pierce t^ro' the Battalions. But 
the Spaniards fo well kept their Rank^, and 
plied their Fire- Arms, that, with much Lofs, 
the Moors were repulfed. Yet they retreated 
fighting, and the Spaniards kept advancing 
on them the whole Afternoon, till they ar- 
rived at a certain. Inclofure where the Moon 
had depofited Refrefliments againft their Re- 
turn. The Succefi of this ,Day was owing 
to the good Order oblcrved by the Spaniards 
in their Purfuit of the Enemy ^ for all which 
2)^» Martin was indebted to the Rigour 
with which he punifhed the Difobcdicnt. 
By Evening the Army broke into the faid 
Inclofure, and merrily refrelhed themfelves 
with what the Moors had not defigncd for 
them. Next Morning, as 2)^» Martin dt- 
rcfted his March ft)r Tremizan^ he had In^ 
telligenceof the Wells being all Ipoiled, and 
of the Ufurper's Flight : Alfo, that moft of 
his Retinue had delerted, and declared for 
his Competitor, Now for a little of Sfaniflf 
Clemency. Spaniards arc ftill my Authors. 
When the Count heard this, lays Mar-- 
fHoljhc entered the City as an Enemy, giving 
it up to Saccage, and either malTacred or 
made Slaves of every Soul hp found therein. 
The re-inftated King took Poffeffion of the 
Citadel; and to ftrengthen hirafelf, married 
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the Daughters of fbme p-incipal Shiekbsj 
beft able to fupporc his Interefi, and among 
others, he took a Daughter of a certain Re^ 
negado Bifcajner^ named Alcayde HafdfBy 
who, having been a great Officer under his 
Brother, had brought him a good Body of 
Cavalry. 

^on Martin flayed forty Days in the Ci- 
ty ; during which his Titoops made divcrfc 
Excurfions, bringing in much Cattle and ma- 
ny Captives ; but loft more than a thou- 
iand M^n in thofe Expeditions. He had 
gariibned the Mills oiAl^Cala di Bent Ra^id 
with two Companies, whom the Moors £et 
upon, and killed more than two hundred, fb 
that fcarce any efcaped. The Moors having 
there taken a Pair of Colours, with which 
they went about the Country, exhorting 
the People to rife againft their inhupian 
Enemies the Spaniards^ : This ^on Mart'm 
having heard of, and that the depofed King, 
in Perfon, was amaffing a mighty Multitude 
of Arabs from the Sahara^ or Defart, and of 
Africans from the Mountains ; as alfo, that 
not only thcfe but the Aigerines were pre- 
paring to fall on him^ he deemed it Ralhnefs 
to wait the Event : But having compleatly 
cffefted the Emperor's Orders, he delivered 
up into the King's Hands that defolate City ; 
and taking with him what he had amafled, 
together with nine Field';Picces (foufofwWch 

were

Were taken from the Sfaniards^ as pWcrved) 
he fct out for Oran. His March thither was 
notfb untDoleftcd as he could hare wiflicd; 
bdiiig way-^lai4 by more than a hundred 
thoufand Moors and Arabs^ tho' the Bulk 
of them were ill-arincd, and worfc difciplincd. 
Thefe, fuffering his Van to pafs undifturb- 
cd, fell i!o furioufly on his Rear, that the 
Spaniards were forced moft vigoroufly to 
beftir themfelves, and- to maintain a tedious 
-defenfive Fight the whole Day, till after 
Sun-fet, to prevent their utter Deftruftion. 
Their Cannon and Fire-Arms, ufed -to the 
beft Advantage^ ftood them in fuch ftead 
againft a diforderly Multitude, wtiofe chief 
Weapons were Lances > that at length they 
made Ihift to purfue their March, tho* not 
without perpetual Interruptions, which 
eeafcd not till they were in Sight oiOran. 
It is not faid how long they were in reach- 
ing thither ; and the Accounts given by Wri- 
ters of the Diftance between Tremix^an ^^nd 
Ordn^ is not fo fatisfaftory as one could de- 
fire. All I can fay of it is, that it is com- 
, puted a pretty good three Days Rfding of 
a fingte Horfcman ; and the Moors ^ncver 
trot their Hories, but they teach them*avery 
gdpd+and eafy Walk ; nor do they reckon 
their Diftances any other wife. 

A few Days after 7}on Martin had quit- 
ted the ruined Tremizan^ the expelled 
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Ufurpcr. approached it with a Body of Ca- 
Yalry. His Competitor fallied, put him to 
Flight, and was returning glad of his Sue* 
cefs. But, " Being hated (l^ys Marmol ex- 
," prefly) on account of the great Mifchiefs 
" the Count and his Followers had wrought, 
*^ not only on that wretched City, but in all 
" the cirtumjacent Parts," the People had 
fhut their Gates, and abfolutely refuted him 
Entrance j telling him to his Face j " They 
" would never admit, as their Prince, a faith- 
" lefs Tyrant, who, with fuch Excefe of In- 
^^ humanity, had delivered up a Mujfulman 
^^ People to be deftroyed by Ojrijiians^ their 
" butcherly and implacable Enemies/' All 
the Indnuations he could ufe little availed 
him ; fince in Return he got nothing butCurfes 
and Execrations, even from his very Favou- 
rites, whom he called to by Name : And find- 
ing his Followers flinking away by Degrees, 
he fpeeded away towards his Arab Allies in 
the Defart, with only fixty Attendants. But 
even thofc jirab Friends, detefting his Al- 
lianct with Chrijiiansj or, pofEbly, too like 
the reft of the World, hating the Unfortu- 
nate, fbon after had him affaflinated. All 
this wcareto remember was in I5'44- 

His Brother was again fent for by the mi- 
fcrable Remnant of the TremizaniaHs. But 
another Brother of this Prince, hearing that 
HaJjaHy Son of the famous HeyrediH Barka- 
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rojfa (then Caj^tain-Bajbay or the Grand 
Signor's Great Admiral) was appointed 
Bajba, or Viccrpy of Algiers^ he got away 
thither, and fb well negociated his Matters 
with the new Bafbay that he engaged him 
to arm in his Favour. 

In June 1545. Haffan Bajba fet out, and 
by expeditious Marches foon reached Tre^ 
tnizan. The T)ons of Or an we are to fup- 
pofe lay very quiet ; for I hear not a Word 
of them. The Pretender was feated on that 
tottering Throne without Oppofition, and had 
nothing «to do but to raife Monies, how he 
could, wherewith to gratify his Introdudors. 
Hajfan Bajba^ for his better Security, left 
him a Turkijb Guard, which feem to have 
been the firft Turks who took up their Refi- 
dence in Tremizan^ fince the Death oiArouje 
Barba-roffa. And here we conclude the 
Year 1546. But we fliallfoon find this 
King alio fcnt a gracing by ^on Martin. 

A Reader will poffibly imagine, that I 
never defign to have done with the Hiftory 
of thefc Oran Spaniards^ fince I am yet got 
no farther with them. But I here promiie 
him, by way of Anticipation, that it will 
not be long belfbre he comes to a lage Chafm 
of Years, wherein he Ihall hear very little, if 
any Thing at all,of thofe redoubtable 7)ons; 
but he will find them wretchedly banged, 
even by the Confcffion of their own Writers. 

While 



While there were fuch Perfbns in Being as 
Kings of TremizaUj or Pretenders to that 
Title,, the Spaniards of that Neighbour- 
hood were People in no fmall Requeft. But 
when that Kingdom became an Algerine Pro- 
vince, the Cafq was much altered : They 
were glad to content thcmfelves with-hold- 
ing what they had got, and now and th^n 
venturing out, accompanied and concluded 
by their Moorijjb Allies, to furprife and bring 
naray into Slavery their ileeping Neigh- 
bours. Othcrwile, they Iboa began to cut 
as contemptible a Figure in Barbary^ as the 
Grand Spanifb Monarchy has, iu Proportion, 
done in Europe^ fince it began to go dowa 
Hill, which we may date from the memor- 
able 1588, when its Not4nvincible Arma^ 
4^ made our Great Great-Grand-Fathers 
that friendly Vifit. But it would not* be 
ailing the Part of a faithful Hiftorian, fhould 
I omit mentioning what farther Feats of 
Chivalry I find upon Record, 

The before-mentioned Al-Manfir haviiig 
(in Favour of his^ Nephew, Son-in-Law &nd 
Sovereign, theexpulfed King of Trgmi»an) 
carried to Or an two of his Sons as HojR:ages> 
the Emperor, ^on Carlos^ fejat Orders to 
. V^on Martin to pafs over int» Spain^ and 
raife what Recruits he judged expedient for 
his intended Campaign ; not forgetting to 
lay his pofiuve Injimdion on him, not to 
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lufFer even a fm^lcTurkin Tremi^an. This 
Captain-General fbon raifcjd, in Andalujia^ 
two thoufand Men, and with half of them 
he immediately returned to Oran^, on Ibme 
Sfahijb Gallies, under Command of ^on 
Bernardino de Mendoiz^a^. 

The remaining Troops he left at MalagUy 
to follow him in three large Ships and fome 
other Tranlports. fZ)^» Martinis firft Ex- 
ploit, with the new Recruits he broughp 
over with him, to whom he joined eight 
hundred from the Garilbn, was to march

Leagues Eaft of Oran^ whofe Inhabitanjs 

Were his Allies. The Turks^ in their March 

to Algiers^ it feems, had called there, and 

compelled them to fuppljr their Camp with 

what they wanted : Which indeed I know 

not how the poor People could excufe, as 

not being in a Condition to deny complying 

with the Demands of fo fuperior a Power. 

Neverthelefs, the Spaniards would needs 

interpret this to be Treafon, and fcizing 

more than two hundred of thofe Moors ^ 

made them ail Slaves, and hung up three 

of their chief Magiftrates for Examples. 

Nay, the fame ^on Martin ferved them 

even worfe, on a like Occafion, fome few 

Years after, when the Algertne Camp went 

againft Oran itfelf, as (hall fbon be obfcr- 

ved : For, Ipitc of* all the Remonftrances 

they could make, he made Slaves of them 

every Soul j which Procedure Marmol^ my 

Author, does not feem to approve. 

Returning from this Expedition, he got 
hi3 whole Army in Order, and ten Pieces of 
Cannon, with which he took the Field ; and 
on the fccond Day's March, was joined 
by Al-Manjbry with five thoufand Horle, 
Several Particulars, too tedious to infert 
here, occurred in this Campaign : for which 
I refer the curious Reader to Martnol^ and 
iny Hijiory of Algiers. While the Count 
* '. •- *' \: ^ was 
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Was entertaining himfelf with' recti ving the 
Compliments of abundance of Moors y whoi 
flocked firom all Parts, by AI^Manfor\ Pro- 
curement, and waiting the Arrival of the 
reft of his Troops from Sfain^ he at once 
received News of their being arrived, and 
alfb that Hajfan Bajha was on the Marcb^ 
with a ftrcHig Body of Turks wherewith ] to 
reinforce Tremizan^ and defend the Place 
in Perfbn ; and alfo determined, in cafe he 
could not avoid it, to meet him in the Field 
and give him Battel. Hereupon the County 
taking an Oath of Fidelity from all the 
Chiefs of the MoorSy declared, that his Re- 
fblution was to feek out the AlgerineSy and 
wnen he had beat them, he would then do 
what was to be done at Tremis^an ; to do 
which he only flayed to be joined by his 
Spaniards. 

Mean while the Tremizanians fent to 
intreat Al-ManfoTy '' not to bring thither the 
" Spanifh Army, fincc they were ready to 
^ comply in all Things, and Would them- 
^^ felvcs expel the Tnrkijh Garifon." All 
the Anfwcr they got was, " That People 
^ who were Traitorg to their Prince deferved 
not to wear Heads oil their Shoulders j and 
that the ChriJiianSy as Executioners^ were 
advancing to take oflt theirs/'' . 

La ^on 
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^n Martinyhcing fufficiently rcinforeed^ 
marched away in Queft 6f the Turksj and 
fat down within fix Miles of them ; tho' his 
Sc6uts had aflured him they were yet fix 
Leagues diftant. Marmol fays, that when 
Hajfan Bajba found the Count fo near, and 
fo determined to fight him, he fcnt away a 
Turk of Qiiality, with a much-refpeded 
Mooj'i/b Santon, to treat with Al^Manfor^ 
that he Ihould appoint a Guard of Horfe to 
condud the Turks quietly from Tremizan^ 
on which Conditions he would defift from 
all Pretenfions. Al-Manfor fo well liked 
the JPropofal, that he complied. This 
is in the Main ali true ; but Marmol adds, 
that, ^' Haffan not daring to wait the Count's 
^' Approach, he turned away ^flying towards 
*' Algiers?' But the lefs partial Haedo tells 
the Story to this Purport, 

A. ©• 1548. The reftlefs TremizanianSy 
Hill in Commotion, a perpetual and incurable 
Difcord reigning between Prtnce and People, 
again lent for Hajfan Bajba^ offering the So- 
vereignty to him, if he would undertake their 
Defenfe, or to whom \\q would otherwifc 
dire£t. He immediately fet out with a Bo- 
dy of three thoufand Janizaries^ and one 
thoufand Turkijb Horfe, befides which he 
had two thoufand Arabs and Moors Caval- 
ry, with eight Field- Pieces; which laft, and 
all- Requisites, were landed at Tennez. Ar- 
riving 
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tiving at a River, within four Leagues of 
OraH^ in the dired Road to Ttemizan^ he 
there almoft ftumbled on the Count T)e AU 
caudetey who was waiting for him at the 
Head of fix thoufand Spaniards^ accompa- 
jnied by his Ally the King of Tremizany 
with fix thoufand Moorijh Horfe. " When 
^' Haffan Bafba^ (continues he exprcfly,) 
^' found how near his Enemies lay, . and that 
*' they pUrpofely waited his Approach, he 
"caufed his Army to halt, and take lome 
" Repofc for that Night, with Defign to 
^' offer them Battel the next Morning* And, 
" doubtlefs, confidering the Bravery of the 
^^ Troops on both Sides, and the unanimous 
" Dcfire they all had to come to Blows, the 
" Encounter muft needs have proved a very 
** obftinate and bloody Difpute ; had it not 
" fell out, that 'about Midnight, arrived in 
" all Hafte i French Gentleman, named 
" Monf. Lanisy fentwith twoGalliesbythe 
" King of France^ to bring Hajfan Bajba 
" Letters of Condolence for the Death of 
" his Father, the Captain Bafbay who died 
^^ in May laft^ of a Fever, ^at Conjianti^ 
" noj^le.^

• Here I cannot forbear mentioning VAbhe De Vertot's Words

<^ Friends. The Peace thus concluded, and 
" the Algerine Camp refting two Days more 
^ in that riace, all bitterly bewailing the 7//r- 
^^ iifb Admiral's Death, Hajfan Baf^a^mKmnt^ 
^^ ing a Jet-black Horfc, with all Things 
^^ fuitable to the Occafion, broke up and 
*^ returned to Algiers'' Is this like Mar- 
mot^ ^ not daring to face the Count ? ®r. 

'* Debauches, he was found dead in his Bed, of this £xcefi» ^cT 
How true focvcr this Article of his 'Dtbauckeries may be, thcic 
is certainly a coniiderabie Mifiake in the Aitide of Jif^ej fioce I 
can prove, from good Authority, that his Elder Brother, when 
Icill'd in ijiS. as nas been obfccv'dj^ was but in his forty- fourth 
Year. 

w Tho' 
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Tho' I omit many Particulars, I cannot 
leave out a Feat of ^^jf^amJb(PxQ\sfcfs^ told us ^ 
py Marmol in a very pompous Manner. . 
pertain Spaniards had obtained the Count's 
Leave to go to jit^Manforh Camp, to takc^ 
a View of the Turks^^hq hy Agreement 
were to quit TremissMn^ and were to march 
that Way. Thefe obferving the Turks Co- 
lours come flying on the Staff, and deeming 
it better became them to keep their Flag 
furled up in Prefcnce of the Emperor's Ban- 
ners, fcnt Notice thereof to l^gv Martin. 
Next Morning early, the Count fcnt awdy 
Captain Sotomayar^ his Adjutant, with only 
four Soldiers, with Orders, that he ihould 
poft himfelf diredly in the Road by which 
the Turks were to pafs in their Way to y^/* 
giers^ and oblige them to take in their Co- 
lours. Captain Sotomafor^ advancing up to 
their Van, ordered the Tm'kijb OjQScer to take 
in that Flag ; peremptorily telling him, 
^^ That he muft not keep it flying in Pre- 
" Icnce of thofe of his Imperial Majcfty, 
^' which were in the Field.'' The Turks 
very iBUch exclaimed againft this, faying, It 
wis a Violence and Injufl:icc offered theraj, 
fince they had JlUMan/or's Pais : And im- 
mediately^ they fent to call him. He came \ 
and, when he heard the Affair, he whifper*d 
the Spanijh Captain, tellii^g him, <hat the 
Flag belonged to his Nepliew, the King of 
' ' ^ Tremizan. 
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Tremizan^ and was by him fcnt as a Pre- 
lent to the Bafha of Algiers. But Captain 
Sotomajor replied, ^ Thatfince it was borne 
by a Turky it muft be taken in." Al- Man/or 
took it from the Turk^ in order to furl it up. 
But the Captain, not fatisiied, told hitxi^ 
*^ That he muft return it to the Turk^ that 
^' he might take it quite from the Staff. ^' 
Al-Manfor did fo : And the Turk took it ofF, 
and folded it up, tho' not without apparent 
Reludance. 

This truly heroic Exploit thus glorioufly 
atchcivcd, we may fancy we behold our 
!Dm twirling his ftarched Muftachio, and 
ftrutting away as ftiff as if a Stake had been 
driven thro' him ; tho', for my Pan, I canr 
not difcern any thing to ftrut for in the whole 
<Adion. 

T)on Martin finding his Mafter^s Orders 
thus compleatly executed, and with abun- 
dantly Icfs Coft and Pains than he could have 
expefted, would. now fall upon the Alge* 
rines^ notwithftanding the late Accommoda- 
tion, whereby it was agreed, That they 
fbould all remain Friends. His View w^ 
upon' Moftaganem^ a confiderable Maritime 
Town twelve Leagues Eaft ofOran. But 
Al*Manfor refufed to accompany him, as 
(fays Marmol) was his Duty to have done j 
alledging for Excufc, " That as he was 
^f not fure how the Affairs of the King- 
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** dom ftood, he muft of Neceflity repair to 
** Tremizan?^ Probably he began to be 
pretty fick of Sfanijb Arrogance ; and be* 
lidcs, his own Bufincfs was done. On thi$ • 
Refufal (adds my Author) the Count flew 
in a Paflion, telling him, " He might go 
^* where he thought fit, fince himfelf alone 
^^ was Man enough to take Moftagantm^ and 
" would do it without any Obligation to 
" him/' And lb they parted. 

Before the Moorijh General's Departure, 

^on Martin went to Orhn^ and brought 

thence the Train of Battering Artillery, each 

Cannon drawn by twenty Pair of Mules. 

Auguji 21^,1%^%. he arrived at Masiagran 

(a very ancient ftrong-built Foitrefs, about 

a League from Moftaganem ) where his 

Army refrcfhed with the Abundance of 

Fruifs there growing. The lame Day he 

got to Moftaganem ; and incamping on the 

Eminence fronting the Town on that Side, 

fhat very Evening he fired many Shot againft 

the Town- Walls, which were anfwered by 

two fmall Cannon, till the fame were dii- 

mounted • 

Not to dwell on Trifles, Ibme* Moors Pri- 
foners aflured the Count, " That the Town 
*' was immenfcly rich, all the circumjacent 
" People having there depofited their beft 
" Effeds : That it contained piore than 
^* twelve thoufand Souls, the Majority of

^^ which would furrender to the Spaniardjf^ 
^ and were only awed, and made ft^nd oj) 
" th^Defcnfivebyforty-twcTWiryfe//' Here- 
upon, the Count continued a furious Battery 
for three Days ; which not taking the ex« 
pe&ed EfFeft, he removed his Cannon to a 
Quarter where he hoped for better Succel^, 
We are to note, That a large JSpanijb Gdr 
Icon, with other Shipping, lay before thp 
Harbour. Wanting Powder, a Velfel W4§ 
fent for a Recruit to Oran ; and in two Day? 
It returned. That yery Day the TurJts whcf, 
as was obferved, came from TremizaHy got 
into the Town. Having early Notice of 
2?^« Martin's Defigns. they had taken 9 
large Tum about, and had brought with 
them (fays my Author) twenty five thou- 
ifand Moors and Arabs^ Horfe and Foot, 
This Recruit of Turks gave Life to thofe 
TyithJn. However, a good Breach being 
opened, the Count fent eleVen Battalions to 
the Attack, leaving three to guard his Camp. 
r Thcfe advancing courageoufly, the Turkf 
f ' (lays Haedo- exprefly) appeared in its De- 
^^ fenfe ; and without flinching or giving back 
^^ for a Moment, as any of them fell, others 
f/ fupplied their Places, and that with fo de- 
V' termined a Countenance, as if each fingl? 
f^ Turk was alone fufficient to defend the 
5^ Entrance.'^ Forty Spaniards at Icngtl^ 
^a:uaUy reached the Top of the Breach, aijd 
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thel'c jijanted five Enfigns ; but ;fhey were 
prefently tuhibled down* To be fliort, the 
Spaniards wefc beaten off and purfued to 
their very Trenches. My Author owns 
they loft two hundred Men, and had above 
two hundred and fifty wounded^ The Count 
(lays Martnol) rallied his fcattered Forces, 
and at laft obliged the TUrks to retire ; but 
he makes not their Lofs confiderable. Seve^ 
ral (adds he) would have had the Count 
irubtrk himfelf that Night on the Gal con, ^r* 
there at Anchor, leaving his Cannon nailed 
up, and the Horfes and Mules ham-ftrung : 
But he faid ; *' He would fooner be torn 
" Piece-meal, than be guilty of fucli Bale- 
*^ nc£s/' And he tiled fuch Diligence, that 
by Day-break his whole Army and Baggage 
were at the Sea-fide, except one Cannon 
which he left nailed up, the Wheel of its 
Carriage being difabled by a Shot. The 
ufclefs and wounded People were already on 
board. When he began his Retreat, two 
Spaniards ^\i2cn\\^ deferted, gave Account 
of what was in Agitation, as alfo of what 
Counfel had been given their General. Very 
early in the Morning, the Turks fallied in 
good Order, and with them fifteen thoufand 
Moors Foot, and three thoufand Horfe. 
Biit fuch was the Dread (fays my Author) 
with which the Chrijiians were feized^ 
that, far from thinking on putting them- 

M 2 " felve« 
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fcWes in a Pofturc of receiving the Ene- 
my, not one Soldier had any other View 
than how to fave his Life by reaching the 
" Ships/' The Count's fecond Son, "Don 
Martin^ feeing their Cowardife, fnatching a 
Halbert, " at that Time {adds he) more pre- 
" valent than Shame/' compelled many to 
return out of the very Sea, thro' which, 
void of all Confidcration, they were attempt- 
ing to wade to the Ships at ^ good Diftance 
in the Road. Thefe he ranged as beft he 
could. In ftiort, we are told^ the Purjftlfcrs 
Were bravely rcpulfed, and returned fafter 
than they came j the Luggage all fafely got 
on board, and little, if any Damage, owned^ 
either in that Conflid, or on the Army's 
Land-March to Oran j tho' it is faid the 
Rear was clolely attended. The Count got 
fafe to Oran^ having been fifty-lcven Days 
abfent. — - How well foevcr the Count got 
off this'Bout from Moftaganem^ we ftiall loon 
find him again at it j from which Attempt he 
never got off. , 

A.TD. 1550. We are now come 'very 
near to the Period, from which Time we arc 
not to exped any more News of the droop- 
ing Treiniz>an^ as any other than Capital Ci- 
ty of the Algerines Weftern Province. The 
Diflenfions among thofe wretched People 
continuing as fierce as ever, one of the Fac- 
tions addrefled the victorious Sherifoi Fefiy 

intreating 
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intreating him to £tt on their Throiic' thdr 
' quondam King, whom, fbrae Years before, 
the Spaniards had forced to retire to his 
Court for San<3:uary. They grieyoufly com- 
plained of their Oppreffions from the reign- 
ing Prince, who miferably fleeced them, to 
gratify the infatiablc Avarice of the 4$^^- 
niardsy his Supporters. This Propolal was 
well enough relilhed by the ambitious 4S&^r/^ 
and he readily imbarked in the AiBFair ; not, 
perhaps, for any great Love he bore either 
to his exiled Gueft, or the opprcfled Tremi^ 
zanians^ but rather as it feemed to offer a 
Profpeft of his annexing that Realm to the 
reft of his late Acquifitions: 

A ftout Army was foon raifed, confifting 
pf twelve thoufand Horfe, and as many 
Foot, including five thoufand Renegadoes ; 
which laft were good Soldiers, all bearing 
Fire-Arms. The Conduct of thofe Forces 
he committed to . his eldeft Son, who was 
accompanied by a Brother of his, and by 
the pretending King of 7remizan^ whofc 
Cau^ he made Shew of efpoufing. The 
young Sheriff got eafy Admittance into Tre^ 
mizanytht Uflirper being withdrawn to Oran. 
Nor do we find the Sfanifl) Count offering to 
move a Finger in the Quarrel : Perhaps his 
late Retreat had not left him in a Condition. 
His Mauritanian Highnefs made no Stay 
there, but returned to the Field, leaving 

the 
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the Gity in Chaiigc with his Brother : And 
all the Notice he took of the Tremizanian 
in this Affaiir, was the telling him, ^^ That 
" he fliould bear him Company in his in^ 
^ tended Expedition againft the AlgeriHeSj 
^^ whoi^n he was going to fall upon, aiad was 
*^ determined not to defift till he had carried 
*' their very Capital/^ if he could. 

Arriving on the Confifies diBeni-^Admar^ 
who, not daring to attend his Approach, re- 
treated with their numerous Flocks and 
Herds, f under Covert of J)ffo/?^^ir«^»!r. Here 
the ^rif was in Sufpenfe, whether he 
fliould fall upon thofe Atabs^ from whoiii 
he might gain a very great Booty, or make 
an Attempt on Qran^ which would be a 
much more honourable Exploit, if he pre- 
vailed : However, refleding on the fball 
Profpeft there was of his fucceeding in this, 
he concluded on attacking the Arabs. Be- 
ing got within Sight of them^ he heard the 
Turks were coming to give him Battel : Nor 
was< it bare Rumour ; for Haffan Bafl^a had 
no fooner Notice of his Progrefi, buf he 
fent out five thoufand yahizarieSy with a

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thoulajid Sfahisy and ten Field- ^Pieces, lindec 
the Condud of three Officers, namely Sefiri^ 
All Corfiy and Haffan Sardo. It is not {aid 
what Moors they had with them, but we 
fuppofe they had fbme, tho' the Moors^ ge^- 
nerally Ipeaking, are not very fond of lifting 
their Arms againft the landified Race of the 
Bherifs : As for the Arabs^ they are not 
quite fp fcjrupulous. Thefc OjQoicers, it feems, 
had Orders to avoid fighting the Enemy, if 
poilible, till they had joined the Beni^Admar 
Cavalry j by which it appears, that they were 
then uncommonly gracious with the Turks^ 
and confequently muft have quarreled with 
T)on Martin^ who, as I faid, docs not appeal: 
at all : Poffibly, not for Want of Good* Will. , 
While the Shcrif was taking a View of 
thofe Arabs y with a Defign to be ferther bufy 
with them, the Algerinet came in Sight, on 
the contrary Side, very uncxpcdedly^ His 
Highnefi was not long in refolving on what 
he bad to do : For, inftantly turning his 
Hoife's Head .Weft ward, he made a fpcedy 
Retreat ; driving before him a Number of 
Camels^ ISc. which he had ama0ed in his Pai^ 
fage. The Turks and Arabs purfucd him vu 
gorpufly, and came up with him in the very 
"^lace ^hcK Barba-rajfa was killed. A dc» 
Operate and bloody Encounter enfucd^ of fc* 
veral Hours Continuance, maintained on 
jx)th Sid?8 with c^ual Qbftiqacy, ^^ Foj 
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(fays Haedo) " if the Turks and Renegadoes 
" oi Algiers fought well, the Renegadoes 
" of Fejs^ all Fire- Arms like thcmlelVes, 
^^ behaved with no lefi Bravery. But as 
^^ the Fejffan Cavalry was at length forced 
" to give Way by thofe of Bent-Aamar^ 
^^ their Renegadoes were alio obliged to fol- 
^^ low their Example. And then began a 
" miferable Slaughter. Among the reft fell 
" the Prince of Fefs himfclf, and the prc- 
^^ tending King of Tremlzan?^ The Alge-^ 
vines y whofe Lois was not inconfiderablc, 
with their ^r^j, followed the Blow, march- 
ing direftly for TretnizaHj with the Sheriffs 
*Head on the Point of a Lance. As for his 
Brother, on the firft Notice of the Difaftcr, 
he polled away, with what PUmder he could 
foape up, to carry thclc unwelcome Tydings 
to his ambitious Father. This younger 
Sherif wzs Mfflei Abdallah^ and fucceeded 
in the Tingitanian Monarchy. Except a 
general Mauacre, unhappy Tremizan under- 
went all the Milcries of Conqueft, Icarcc 
any Thing but mere Life being left to the 
wretched Inhabitants. The three Alger ine 
Commanders calling a Council, it was agreed, 
never more to reftore it to the Moors^ to 
leave it unprovided of a Number of Turks 
fufficient for its Defenlc. The three Offi^

But we fliall anon hear of 
him returned, and very bufy with our Ora» 
j^aniards. 

I have beeft the more particular in this 
Fad, whereia iki^ Spaniards were not adually 
concerned, by Reafbn it gave them a main 
Blow : For they could do little Good in 
thole Quarters after the Turks were fettled 
in Tremizan j as from that Day they were 
c£fed.ually. Haedo^ by his Silence, Icems 
to put an abfolute^Stop even to the very 
Name of a King of Tremizan: But Mar^ 
mol carries on the Title a little longer. He 
fays, that the Turks reftored the Throfie to 
the lame Prince who laft fled away to Oran ; 
but that his Sovereignty was curbed very 
much b^the Turkijh Garilbn : That he con* 
tinued m good Amity with Hajfan Bajha^ 
and with Salha Rais^ his Succeffor : That 
being dead, Salha Rats fet on the Throne a. 
Brother of the faid Prince, on Condition 
that all the Fortreffes of the Realm fiiould 
be in Pdffeflion of the Turks: That he con-

In the Times we were {peaking of, the In-? 
Jiabitants of thole Parts were natural Moors^ 
Arabs ^ Turks ^ and Spaniards. The Spaniard 
(particularly if a Chrijliano Vieja) as a 
Zealot, we may fuppofc equally hating, 
^d hated by them all, yet making and made 
Ufe of occafionally, and as Convcniency re- 
quired. The Turk rather contemns and de- 
Ipifes them all, than really hates any of them ; 
fince he is not what we may juftly call a Bi- 
got. The Arabs are no very great Zealots nei- 
ther ; yet they deteft the Chriftians chiefly 
on a Religious Score ; next as Interlopers : 
The Turks they hate as imperious Tyrants; 
and the Moors they cannot love, becauie 
they themfelves have highly injured them* 
Now the Moors^ the original Proprietors of 
the Whole, cannot but hate them all, almoft 
equally, fince they juftly look on them all 
as ulurping Tyrants : But for the Spaniard^ 
they abhor his very Namei This is really 
the very Cafe, as it ftands between all thefe 
People : Yet we fee any of them all, Turk 
pr Spaniard^ Moor or Arab^ can hold a Can-^ 
^le to the TJfevily whenever it fuits his Cor\- 

ycniency.

That they are mighty Men at making Prefects 

to thofe from whom they exped, or at leafl 

hope for double the Value j and in cafe they 

get nothing in Return for their Prefent, 

they complain to the Cadhi^ or Chief- Ju- 

ftice, who commonly obliges the Party to 

pay for it. Thus it happened, in the Year

put it into the Heart of thai Chriftian to 
preient them With the faid Gift ^ ia that they 
ought not to retujrn Thamks to any but 
GOD only for that F*vo*rt. — Ncm for the 
two notable Inflances which this Authcxr pcow 
duces. 

When the Lord * Mae fire de Mtmteffa 
was General of Orany a Mwr of Tremijsau 
went thither, as fome of them daily did with 
the C^fiUs^ or Caravans whkfi brought Met- 
cbandile ;, which Moilr piefented to his Ex- 
cellency a handibfue Pafi of StirfOpi^ i^r 
making whieh Tremizaf$ was always f^ 
snous. Th^ General accepted tbem vcfy 
eourceoufly^ and thanking him for feifS-Pic* 
lent and good Will, ordered to be given him 
&fty Gold DucatSy and fine Scarlet Cloth 
enough to make him a Garm^t, which was 
worth twenty Ducats moie^i The M^cr 
faeming extremely well pkafed at kb £:sr- 
cellency's Liberajity, the Peiftwi whoy by 
the General'* Ordcr^ brought htm the Gift,

had cultivated a Friendship with a Moor of 
Fer§bOy a Place (ix Miles from that City* 
When this Moor came to Tangier^ with the 
Caravans, to (ell Provifions, the hoticft^^- 
tuguefi always lodged and entertained him 
at his Houfe very kindly, Ihewing hiiii a 
thouiand Courtefies ; as in thele Macter« the 
Generality of the 'Portuguefes have abun- 
dance of Humanity. It chanced that, in a 
Tin\e of Truce, this T^wtuguefe^ and a 
c Friend 
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Fricnfl of his, went to Ferobo ; and, wholly 
confiding in the old Friendihip between him 
and the faid Moor^ whofe Name was Ma- 
bammed^ went diredly to his Houfc. When 
Mohammed ik^ him, far from asking him to 
come in, he would not even ieem to knovir 
him. Hereupon the Tortuguefi faid to him 
thus : " How now, Mahammed ! is it thus 
*^ that you return the many Civilities you 
*^ have received at my Houle ?*' To this the 
Moor anfwercd : " Look ye, look ye, my 
*^ old Chrijiian Friend and Acquaintance^ 
" GO D Almighty commands the Chrijiian 
^^ to do Good to, and make much of the 
^^ Moor^ but not the Moor to do fo to the 
" Chriftian.''^ Hearing this, thcTortugueJe 
departed, not very ^11 fatisfied. Not many 
Days after, the lame Moor returned to Tan-^ 
gier as ufual, and, with the iame Freedom 
as if the Tortuguefe*s Houfe had been his 
own, went and alighted at the Door. The 
^ortuguefe^ Ihcwing him a plea&nt Counte- 
nance, took him in; when, making faft the 
Dpor, he laid hold on a good Cudgel, and

But this I can afTure them of, That the Stories 
fcem to be literally true : T myfelf having 
known many full of this rafcally Pride, and 
with the very fame ftupid Sentiments with 
regard to Favours done them by Chrijiians. 
And even at Algiers^ where the Government 
is. wholly Turkyb^ the very beft Man in the 
Place is ftrangely. looked pn, if leenover and 
above familiar with, or tolerably civil to 
Chrijfiansy of what Rank (bever. I will 
give one Inftance, to which I was both Eye 
and Ear- Witnefs. A new RenegadOj who, 
before his Dcfcftion, had received fbme CI- 
vilttics from Monfieur Durand the Elder, 
(then French:CQx£\xV at Algiers ^ and a very 
wofthy Gentleman) fitting . in , the Porch of 
the King's Houfe (as they call, it) feeing him 
coming, .flood up fq receive and compliment 
him. This being obfcrved by a fupercilious 
yarfet of a Ze^aht. (whi? h Sott of People I 
always fpund^the worft to deal with, where- 
cvcr I hav^ been) he came up to him, as 
foon as the Conful was gone in, and, in Xm- 
gua Fra»e0j^ or Bajfardlspanijbj faid, ," How 
/^ came you to ftaflid up, and bow to that 
" InfiMlt Knoweft thoU not, that thou art 

^^ now 
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^^ now- a Mfijfelmany and that it is bcntith: 
^ thee to ftand up fof c^en the EtnPpcror of 
^^ the Chrijiians f'^ The Ffofelytc coloured, 
and promifcd to do ib no more. This is 
Fad. But let us return to make an End 
with our Spaniards'^ of whom many a^re apt 
to lay, That, for the Generality, they come 
little ftiort of any of thefe People, in their 
Contempt of thoft over whom they may 
bear a Superiority ; and how fat they 
exceed and out^ftrip them all in one de- 
teftable XJuality, thp World knows^ 'and 
Hiftory blazes. Indeedi neither /Afy^ nor 
the Tortuguefi (who were long triumphant 
in Ibme Parts of thefe Quarters of j^frica) 
ever durft attempt ftiewing any of their ^^ry 
"Zeal Sox Propagation, among thofc intrajftable 
Infidels i vbekaufe they were not fir ong 
enough. What' might have been done, had 
the adventurous ^on Sebafiian^ King of 
Vortu^al^ e(caped and carried the Day, is 
a Queftioii : But he did not.

With 
diefe, and what Forces he had before, and a 
fine Train of Artillery^, he marched away 
(but deliberately) early m Auguft^ and reached 
not the Place before the Arabs had got to- 
gether a Flying Body of fix thoufand Horfe, 
and Hajjan Rajba himfelf was ^iome almoft 
in Sight. This Deliberation fpoiled all {as 
my Authors urge) for had he made a little 
more Hafte {fay they) he doubtlels had 
carried the Day. But the, Bafl^a's five 
thoufand ^anizarieSy one thoufand Sfabisj 
ten Field- Pieces, with the fix thoufand Ara6 
Cavalry, got together merely thro' his Delay :

^^ With which Viftory, and fo enormous a 
** Number of Slaves, and among then T)on 
*^ Martin^ Marquis l^e Cortes^ the Count's 
** Son, Haffan Bajba returned to Algiers^ 
^^ joyful and triumphant. '' 

Marmol is more particular, but not fo im- 
partial : Take from him alio a few Extrads : 
Soon after the Turks were retired from be- 
fore Oran^ the Count ^e Akaudete pafled 
over to Spainy ftrenuoufly fblliciting for fix 
♦ thoufand Recruits, to reduce Mojfaganemy 
which would be a |pain Step towards the 
much-defired Cmqueji of Algiers i urging 
that the Sherif of Fefs^ and iomc powerful 
Shiekhs oi Arabs had aflured him of Afliftance. 
Tho' the Bufincfs was much canvafied at 
Court, yet he obtained his Requeft. Some 
indeed faid. That he asked too few Men for 
fuch an Enterprife. He embarked from 
Malaga^ in 155S. accompanied by a great 
Number of Nobility and Gentry of Andalujla 
arid the Kingdom of Granada.la Auguji\, the 
fame Year, he fet out firom Oran^ with fix

:were dctenmned to defend. While tne Af- 
my ^^s ruminating on this Diiappoincm^, 
foxa Gallics, and five Galcots of Algiers^ were 
feen topdi by, with each of them on^ of 
the lookedrfor !l^igaiitin^ in tow. This wis 
really a terrible Difafter. Thefe Gallics rdr 
jturning frofn the Coaft ofAndaluJla^ where 
they had been plundering Sdn Migi^j a 
Village hdonging to the Coum SDi^ Miebiay

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i^fhed up thefeBrigan tines loaded with Am- 
. ujunition, ^c. fr6m Orau. The jilfayJe of 
iTremijsian alio took Care that none of the 
:Arabs or Moors conveyed any Thing to 
the Spanijh Camp. All this caufing miich 
Difcontent, ^on Martin called a Council^ and 
was advifed to march back, and incamp un- 
der the Walls of Or/i;i, there to obferve the ' 
JEnemy's Motions, ^till fome Order could be 
taken to fupply the Camp j and in the mean 
while his Troops might be making Excur- 
fions. Others were for inftantly attacking 
Mojiaganemy the carrying which Place would 
be an abundant Supply. This, and only 
this, was approved or by the valorous Count: 
And as he wanted Shot for his Ordnance, 
he caufed that Defeat to be fupplied by his 
Soldiers making Shot of the hard Stones 
of the Arches of Mazafran Gates, and 
then marched away to the Attack. The 
few Turks there led out a good Number of 
Moorsy ^c. to encounter our Van ; but with 
Lofs they were repullcd, and fo warmly puif- 
fued, that ieveral Soldiers adually fcaled 
the Wall, and there planted a Banner. And 
it is held for certain, that the Towti would 
have been taken that Day, had not the Count 
founded a Reitreit ; nay, the Enfign was pu- 
niftied for ading without Orders. That 
Night the Count intrenched before the Town, 
and planted two Cannon to batter the South- 

P Side 
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Side of the Caftlc. The Spaniards feizcd « 
fmall Suburb, from whence the Turks had 
much galled them with finall Shot ; yet they 
got it not eafily, xh^Turks having broke thro' 
the Walls of the Houfes in order to com- 
municate and aflift eacli other upon all Oc- 
cafions, and killed abundance of our beft 
Men from the many Loop*Holes they had 
made. Six Companies were put here as a 
Guard, v Next Morning, as they were about 
to alter the Battery, News came, that the 
Turks of Algiers were at hand, and that 
Hajfau Bafha muft needs be there, by the 
Number of Standards, 6Jr. This, tho^ con- 
firmed by many, the Count would not be- 
lieve, affirming it '' not poffible for the Al* 
*^ gerine Camp to have made fuch Hafte ; 
*' and that it could be only a Body of 
'^^ Moors ^ who had got fome Turkifb Colours 
*^ to amule his Army, and make him raile 
*^ the Siege.^' And to convince fuch as in- 
fiftcd on the Fad, he fent his Son ^on 
Martin^ with a few Horfe,,to take a nearer 
View of what had caufed that Rumour ; 
who fbon found it to be no other than the 
Turks Camp, already pitched. The young 
Count carneftly fued his Father for four 
thogfand Men, wherewith he would have 
fallen, on the fatigued Turks that Night. All 
the Anfwer he got was ; *^ That it was not 
*^ at all convenient.'^ His Son and Ibmc 

Captains 
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ClaptaiQs replied; " That ot^icrwifc th^ 
*^ Turks would be fure to fight him in th^ 
" Morning." -" They dare not ! faU be : 
*^ If they offer it, they are loft. ' That ve- 
ry Evening;, without letting any one into 
his Dcfign, he ordered each Mufqueteer two 
Spans of Match and a Pound of Powder j 
and a little after Midnight he jaifed the 
Camp very filently, and marched away for 
Mazagran; all which was done fo prccipi* 
tately that many of the Sicfc and W ounded 
were left*; and before the Army was got 
down the Defcent, the Out-cries of thofe 
Wretches were plainly heard, while thofe 
from the Town were hacking them in Pieces. 
Neither would the Count perform that (only 
four Miles) March fo fpeedily as he might : 
A Wheel of a Cannon-Carriage breaking, he 
caufed the whole Army to halt while it was 
mending. By no Perfuafions would he be 
prevailed on to leave that Cannon^ As his Offi- 
cers would fain have had him, buried in the 
fandy Road over which they were marching, 
and where probably the Enemy would never 
have found it. Th^ Ba^a had early No- 
tice of thelc Movements ; and by Day- break 
got up with the Rear, not far from Maza-- 
gran. To cut ftiort,^ my Author adds. That 
the Army being out of all Order by Reafon 
abundance of the Soldiers quitted their Ranks 
and ran tp drink Water, that they were fu- 

" y^ fioufly 
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rioufly attacked by the Turks on one Qiiaiy 
ter, and by the Natives on leveral : *' And 
^* lb great, fo general was the Confufion, 
** that neither the Count, who led the Van^ 
" nor his Son, who brought up the Rear, 
^^ could, by any Means, prevail on the afto- 
*^ niftied Soldier to turn Face to the tcmpef^ 
^^ tuous Invader; but, in the utmoft Dif- 
^' order imaginable, every one fought the 
*^ Avenues into the Town, being hotly purr 
*^ filed, wounded, and flaughtered by the 
^^ murdering Turks ^ Moors^ and Arabs.'' By 
this Time alfo thole on board the nine Galr 
lies were leaped ^ aftiore, an^ the Akayde of 
Tremizan was arrived. ^' And to compleat 
^^ the Horrors of that inaufpicious Day,'* 
towards Evening, thpir remaining Barrels 
of Powder, placed by the Town Wall, took 
Fire, killing five hundred Soldiers. The 
Count feeing the ftrange Confufion this - fatal 
Accident occafioned (the whole Army dit 
banding, and flying into the Town) he deter- 
mined on a defperate falling on the Enemy 
with the few he had yet within Call, hoping 
fo to keep ofFthe Barbarians^ 'till his People 
might, be again brought into Ibme Order. 
^* So clappipg Spurs to his Horfe, with a 
^^ matchlels Intrepidity, he charged the 
" thronging Infidels ; crying out to his 
^^ Spaniards^ San Jago ! San Jago ! To ^em 
^f Boys ! To \nt ! The Victory is ours. The 

Enemy 

fMazM^r^B is l>at/wo Miles fiom tbc Sea. 
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^^ Enemy is routed and ruined! '' This,tho* 
he did, and faid twice or thrice, lb far was he 
from being feconded, that every one made 
what Spded he could into the Town. Away 
fpeeded the Count to a Poftern of the For- 
trels, thinking to force the Fuguives to a 
Sally. But lb exceffive was the Preis in the 
Gate- Way, that, not able to penetrate, he 
Ipurred on violently , in order to break thro' j 
when his Horfe, rearing upright, threw him 
. off back ward in that narrow Paflage : *^ When 
f'^ (every one more regarding his own Safety 
" than his Duty to his General, and that 
" Nobleman being Ibmewhat in Years) he 
^^ was prefently Irnother^d, and trampled to 
" Death under the Feet of his own Soldiers, 
*^ ahd this Place rendered famous by the 
" dilaftrous Death of that noble General, 
" and' the Lofs of fo many Thoufands of 
^* brave Spaniards ^ who there cither drew 
f ' their latcft Breath, or loft their Liberty.'' 
His Servants buried him in the Chief Mofque. 
The Turks inftantly broke in, and made 
Prifoners the Marquis ^on Martin (who was 
preparing for a Defenfc) with the whole Re- 
mainder of the Chrijiian Army : Which, we 
inay remember, Haedo ingenuoufly owns to 
have httn^ \more than twelve Thoufand. 
Hajfan Bajba poftcd Guards all Night at the 
Gates, to keep the Arabs ^ SJr. from mafla- 
cring the Captives, In the' Morning their 

Chi?f^ 
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Chiefs petitioned him for their Share of Slaves. 
He gave them eight hundred ; and as they 
feemed to want them only for the Merit of 
killing them, all thofe unhappy Captives 
prelentiy periflicd at the Points of the Arabs 
i^ances. The Baj^a hearing that the flain 
Count had been buried in the Mofaue^ had 
the Body taken up and brought before him; 
faying, " he defired a Sight of fo valiant a 
" Perfonage.'' The Corpfc he fold for two 
thoufand Ducats to the Marquis his Prifoner^ 
who lent it to Oran^ This 25^« Martin^ 
we arc to fuppofc, alfo ranfomed . himfclf 
not long after : For we ftiaU prefently agaia 
hear of him at Al^Marfa. And as to this 
long Extraft from Martnol^ it is pretty plain 
that he endeavours at making the very bejl 
of a very bdd * Market. The Curious may, 
alfo in Marmoly meet with the Account of the 
terrible Slaughter and Captivity oiSpaniardSy 
A. 2>. 1560. in the Ifland Jerba^ between

A^. 1563. fo czTly ^ February y tlri^ 
Year, he fet out for OroMj with the greatcft 
Power of the proper Forces of Algiers only, 
I any where meet with : For he Ted thence 
fifteen thoufand Foot, and a thoufand Spahis^ 
all Fire-Arms* Having married the King 
of Cuccd^s Daughter, that Prince furnilhed 
him with a Body of ten thoufand African 
Cavalry. His Artillery, ^c. went by Sea, 
on thirty-two Gallies and Galeots, attepded 
by three very large French Tranfports. His 
Intent was firft to get Al-Mar/i^ on account 
of its great Importance for the Port ; but as 
his Fleet was not arrived, he employed him- 
felf in taking Views oi it and Oran. '^ The 
^^ Cbri/iians of neither Place (fays Marmol) 
^^ would never venture out, tho' the Enemy 
^' daily braved them at their very Gates, a 
^ confiderable while before the Siege began, 
^^ tDe?« Alonfo (who had fucceedcd his Fa- 
" ther) thinking it very well if he could 
" ftand his Ground within Doors. One 
** Morning, indeed, as the Ba^a in Pcrfon, 
^' with an Engineer, and a Party of Horfe, 
" was viewing the Walls of Oran^ Part of 
^' the Garifon falHed to difturb him, with 
^^ whom he had a Skirmifli of three Hours, 
^' without any very great Lois on either Side. 
^^ However, \h^ Chriftians were repulfcdj 
<^ and the Bafbuy having Icilurely done what 
<< he came about, went and did the like at 
w Al* 
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«« Al-MarfM, tnd Fort San Mignel, lately 
buik fox the better De&nfe of that large 
*« Fortrcfe.'^ 

But Would I gD about ta relate )all the 
Particulars of this Campaign, I fiiould do 
two Things neither convenient nor pertinent, 
iliat is, (well thb Pamphlet too much, and 
give my Readers rattier a HiJIory of the 
jflgi^ine Turks than of the Or an Spaniards.

Hajfan Bajba (whofc 
Bravery Marmot highly extols) inragcd at 
fuch Oppofition, fent for all the Camp left 
at Oran^ and made terrible Efforts to gain 
the Place, before he expeded Succours from 
Sfain Ihould arrive; which would have beea 
there before, had not moft of the Spanifb 
Gallies been lately lofl in, a great Storm 5 
fo that they were obliged to wait for thofc 
of Italy. The furious Baj^a getting nothing 
but fore Blows in Return to the Jmart ones 
he diftributed, and * forty-five Royal Gallics 
(of Naples^ Sicily y Genoua^ &c.) full of Re- 
cruits, &c. appearing in Sight, he was glad 
to raifc his Siege in great Hafle, and to 
march away homewards ; as were his Galeot» 
on the Coaft to row away for dear Bloody to 
.cfcape the Clutches of fuch unwelcome Vi- 
fitants. My Author afTures us the Turks 
lofl abundance of their beft Men, which I

Spanifb Writers : And pofitively, had they 
done any great Feats, Father Haedo (who 
wrote fo near to, and fo long after thefe

Certain it is, the Algeriftei hare not been 
often at Leafure, or in the Humour, or per^* 
haps not in a Condition to make a formal 
Attack upon Oran. The late Muki Ijbmae/^ 
£mperor of Morroccd^ had once a Mind to 
make an Attempt, at leaft he talked of it« 
But he thought better on the Matter : For, 
befides the little Good he could have done, 
he muft have had the Algeriues, Leave to 
have come into their Territory. But as an 
Inftance either of the Spaniards Weakneis 
or Pufilanimity, or of the Algtrines daring 
Prefumption, at leaft for three or four fix)rc 
Years laft paft, I can afTure my Reader, that 
nothing has been more u&ial than for the 
Weftem Bey^s common •Tilfeute-Camp, * 
near Harveft-Tirae, to inc^np on the open 
Plain, almoft within Reach of fome of their 
Cannon, daring the Garifon to fally : And 
as for Intrenchmente, the Algerines never 
make any at all on fiich Occafions.

As I muftbe Brief; before ilAsDey had governed quite 
a Year, BeSafh HojayWith only his Son-in-Law Uzamttff* 
fiut^ and five more refolute Turks (all whom the D^ 
had baniflied, and terribly bafionaded moft of them) t€^ 
turned privately from Tmmisj and, early in the Morning, 
boldly Xetzed the Z>/v on his Judgment-Seat. BeS^ 
made himielf Dey: The poor depoftd 4S6^^ was (bare 
enough and iickly) put on board a Bark, and got to the 
Mountains, AS' here he foon died ; zndUzsn HaJJam (finot 
Mauers^ were in a promifing State at the Campl woul4 
needs have the Honour of reducing Oram. When chat 
City had, I think, but one or two Cafiles left, the*Go« 
vernor, rritfts with their Truinpery, Women and Chil- 
dren, Moors (who could hope for no Quarter) and ia 
ihort fhe^hole leafi-ufeful Coments thereof, crofled over 
to Spai»\ which Crown had nothing left there-abouts to 
be called its own hut Al-Marfay whichheld out (wesdcly 
enough at lad) till pretty late in thex\utumnof 1708. and 
then Surrendered. The wretched Remnant of the Sfs-

CarMph a Nispolsfsn. When he thought not proper to ftand his 
Ground wy loncer, he deputed, ;to fupply his Abience, a notablt 
CiWfUlero, very ramoui in that Country, named Don^-^-^'deViiU- 
jilSa^ a Gentleman born at Orahf and General of the Cavalry.

mardsQf I foreet not, fcarce zcxx>) were indeed in t 
mtibnble CpnStion ; and^ as I was infoniMd bj fevdral 
of chem, chidly thro* their own Naftinefs, in exonc^ 
rating their Filth all about the Terraf&s^ tfae Rain- 
Waicr whcieof fupptied thehr Gifterns, Iddted, cbe)^ 
liad not mack Prov liion left, except Wheat , whcr#^ 
of tkey had gi^at Abundance, but waliCed MilU to grfaid 
if, baring only the Moors finaU Hand-Mills, and them-* 
Mfics either wounded, iick, or qofte fpcnt with c&aH^ 
anal Torls: Bot their Water wa« not drinkable; Many 
toy rotting above-ground for Warn of fiorkl, and the 
iew Women kft ali?e wece ftd Objefis. The Ti^th 
go not about lo deny, that theRedudion of theft Places 
coft them at leaA 3000 Men ; and, very probably, thore 
perMhed twice as many Moqn^ who fwarmed thither for 
the Merit of being brained by a Cbrifikn: Which idle 
Wbim of fuch Ztdots ^vaatt efpecially fuch of them as 
wrtVrtJejUnmriatts^ as aU Muffulmtms dtfe to a Ma!n;hur^ 
ries Moltitudes out of the World, eii^her by Sword or 
Peftilenee, long before (heir natural Times. Let tbia 
JGifEice. 

Spasm iniUfputably had a confiderable Lofs in this Re-t* 
dudion of Oran and its noble Port. Whereas Ceuta * (in 
theMaiotienance vr^MtofSpam fooMHnately pe^ftveres) 
Is very fiu: frotti returning any Thing to quit Cofls ; the 
CSarifon there being pcrpetualfjr coogcd up wirhfn that 
fcanty CTrcumference,'and unintermfttingly alarmed by 
their moft unfociable Neighbours. But the Spaniards of 
Oran^ even when at their loweft Ebb. always found 
Means to prevail with fome of their Neighbours to be 
commuoicacive^ The Arabs who were moft generally 
mIfeM;uc with ehoft Oram Spaniards (and Whom they 
call Abfivs^ txMoros ie^az^),n^Bem^Aamar^ f^^j^z^ 
Owled-Zeyr^ and fome others (all Whom I take to be dif- 
ferent Branches of one formerly very potent Tribe, or 
eian) and therefore looked on, by all the reft of the Na- 
tives, as little bettet than Cbrijiians in Mafquerade^ and 
accordingly tf ufted and beloved. The common Spant/b 
GarlTon, I obferved, was only 5^oo.Horre and 1000 Foot^ 
with fome few Moats ^ and their Families, fettled there 

'^?tQfa\fSU$ah. 
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and in Horfeman's Pay, on the Account I (hall mention 
prefenily» The Spanijb Cavalry there (all Light-Horfe^ 
• mounted and armed like Moors) were what they called 
Hijos di Oran^ Sons of Oran^ Natives, fpeaking Arabic 
naturally, and were regarded as a Sort of Gentlemen.' 
But the Infantry were ufed fcarce one Degree better 
than Gally-Slaves, few, if any of them, being other 
than tranfported Criminals ^ And accordingly, they were 
ever watching Occafions to defert to the Turks^ as many 
did, t and more would have done, had they not dread- 
ed falling into the Hands of the yfr^^x in Alliance with 
Oran ; and even moft of the OflScers were there rather 
by Force than Choice. It has been remarked. That for 
many Years (ever fin^e the Oran Spaniards began to de- 
cline, and durft not appear abroad fo triumphantly as 
heretofore, as having no Conquefts in View wherein to 
employ large Recruits from Spain) the Renegadoes of yf/* 
giers (formerly in very great Repute) declined abundant- 
ly in all People's Efteem ; which was attributed to there 
being among them fo many from Oran^ who were com- 
monly moft abandoned (hamelefs Varlets. With the 
jTurks it was a ufual Spying; fFaharan-danHeyrgelmefs: 
i, c. *' No Good can ever come from Oran,^* 

As to the gainful Trade the Spaniards drove at Oran^ 
which has occaiioned its being termed their Little In* 
dies^ their Arahs fupplied their Markets very plentifully 
with Grains, Dates, Oils, Hides, Tallow, Wax, Wool, 
Honey, Butter, Cattel, ^c. which, to a very great Ad- 
vantage, they tranfported over to SpMn. But their moft 
gainful Commerce of all, was Human Flcfli; I mean 
Slaves. How they came by them was thus: Their 
Spies, who were always Arabs or Moors^ having (ure 
Notice where any of thofe Itinerant Towns we fpoke 
of (belonging to fuch as were in Eniriity cither with 

ir Which the Spaniards term A U Gineta, 

f During the Siege, the Btnigadots oa one Side, and the SoV 
dicrs on the other, whcre\i8f>ntinual!y meditating how to getaway. 
Of fix Spanijh Engineers (which I heard were all they had) four 
came over to the Turks ^ and were not a little inflrumental in ta- 
king fome of the Caftles. The/ all turned Mujfulmans, and were 
put into whole Pay. None of them lived long: Two I think 
were pQifoncd* 
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ibemfelyes^ or the Spaniards^ or both) had incairiped for 
any Time, they repaired to the General, propofingto 
him a Gazia^ a Sa» Jago^ or a Thieviffg-Bouf, call it 
which you pleafe ; for there you have it m Englijh ^ 
in Sfanifh^ and in Arabic. If the Propofal was ap- 
proved of in Council, the Time of letting out was 
fixed (the fooner the better, left the BWds ihould be 
fiown) and if the Prey were Men likely to make a good 
Defenfe, the General went in Perfon, with, perhaps, 
half his Garifon. Cannon they never took any; as indeed 
what Ufe for fuch Arms againft People fleepingin Tents ? 
Befides, (hould they fall into the Hands of the Turhp 
Infidels! —The half- familhed Infantry were forced to 
hoof it along very tightly, to keep Pace with their Ca- 
valry; which indeed they did pretty well, the Spaniards 
being, a h'ght timbered Sort of Gentry. And we are to 
note, that fuch Expeditions were commonly undertaken 
in the Abfence of the Turks Tribute- Camp, which al- 
ways returns home in Autumn; and in fuch Intervals 
the Spaniards and their Allies were, in a Manner, MaP- 
ters of the Country for a few Miles about: For, as we 
tnow, fFben the Cat // away^ the Mice will phy^ If 
the fetting out was by Night, the 5^(?r»/ii/^ might be judged 
to be either very near, or very far; for the generous Way 
(praaifed throughout Africa) of falling on t;he deftined 
Prey, is to furround them at or before Day-break, when 
they may be fuppofed to be in their foundeft Sleep. Man, 
Woman, and Child (after they were left as good as 
quite naked) were his Catholic Majefty's Share of the 
Spoil, deduaing the Dues of the Spamlh Captors; and 
whatever elfe could be either carried or driven off the 
Premiffes.was legal Plunder for the Auxiliaries: Not but 
. tht Spaniards might keep what they could bring away in 
their Pockets or Knap-facks. Sometimes thofe Adven- 
furers have met with broken Bones, and many of them 
have come fhort home: Yet the Mifchiefs they did were 
but too great. The Spies had commonly a Reward ra- 
ther fuitable to the Service done his Catholic Majefty 
and the Catholic Caufe (for fo it was worded) than ade- 
quate to their Villany . From this laudable Traffic arofe 
the greateft Advafntages Spain had by keeping Oran ; and 
which cannot be called inconfiderable, and that on more 
tfean one Account; fiuce its hungry Coafts w;ere not 

only 



onlyxheaply fupplicd with Provifions, as alfo the GSl- 
lies mdi Dons Houfes crouded with Slaves, but a 
good Number of the Scum and Offal of its People 
were thereby rendered far more uleful than they 
could 'have, been even on board tts Gallies, which ne- 
ver can be taxed with having done any very extraordina- 
ry Feats ; and, in my Hiftory of Algiers, 1 have, even 
from their own Writers, produced leveral inltances ot 
their contemptible Nothinjrnefs, ^--rBut I muft not for- 
cet informing my curious Reader concerning the Mogul- 
tuzin, i. e. thofe Moors, or .fr^^r, who I obferved were 
fettled at Oran. Thefe, or moft of them, were \ illains 
of a darker Hue, as having belonged to Clam who nei- 
ther had, nor ever would have the leaft Communication 
with Spaniards ; but, on Account of fome perhaps tri- 
fling Affront done them at home by private Per ions, would 
occafion the utter DeftruSion of the whole 1 nbe. 
Slinking away to Oran, the vindiaive Rafcal demands 
Audience of the General, tickling his Ears with the Af- 
furance of a grand Prize. Tho* this is Mufic, yet hi$ 
Excellency w ill proceed with Caution ; and deliberate- 
ly, if the Junfture will admit of Deliberation : A Thing 
much in Ufe with Spaniards. A formal Bargain is to 
be ftruck up ; but firft the General muft know ; '' What 
^ Number of Fighting Men, and particularly of Fire- 
" Arms, this Intelligencer's diftruftlefs Relatives can 
." raife; whereabouts they lie ; and how m.any Families 
M he infifts upon faving." All this fettled, and put un- 
der Black and IVhite, the Traytor is informed, " That 
." every Tittle fhall moft religioufly beobferved ; * that he 
^' (hall not fail of the.ufual Reward of foo fDoJlars, been- 
" tered into the Moors Cavalry ;' have a Habitation for 
'« himfelf and Family, if he has any ; and (hall be- at his 
" free Option, whether he will remain a MuJU'ulman, or 
" become a Convert Catholic^ This is likewife drawn 
up, figned and fealed. Then this Guide is gravely given 
to underftand; '* That, for the better Security of his 
^'Catholic Majef^y's T^-opps defigned for the Exploit, 
" he muft not'think much of conduding them, with his 
" Hands faft fecured behind him, and his Legs under 
f' tl^e Belly of the Jade he is to guide them on, and fo 
* Othcrwifc wc (hall lofc our Cuftomcrs. 
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** to continue *till the Prixe (hall be taken, and the 
** whole ASion over.*' Affuring him withal ; " That 
** It is not out of any real Diffidence his Excellency has, 
*' in the Honour or Vtracity of a Perfon who has the 
** Meinof fo Brave aC<jx;tf/Ikroashimfelf, but that it is a 
^ neceflury Precaution, always pradifed." * To fuch 
Methods alfo Sfaln owes Numbers of its Slaves. A- 
bout three hunderd of thefe Demi- Spaniards (tho' an 
OldChriJlian Spaniard viOMM-h^ confumedly angry to 
hear one call them fo, w^i^r^ their Services) were of 
the firft who conlidered how much it concerned them 
to get out of Barbary when the keeping Or an began 
to be defpaired of: And the Survivers of them, as I 
am pretty well affurcd, had no fmall Hand in carrying 
over the Spaniards thither again this Bout; at kail as 
far as perpetual egging them on would do; well 
knowing that to be the fole Means left thtm ever to 
hope for again breathing the langui(hed-for Air of their 
Native Soil. Some of them once wrote a very moving 
Epiftle to the late Mulei Ifmael ; fupplicating him, 
*' to admit them a Refuge in his Dominions;'* expref- 
fing themfelves extremely defirous of '** being delivered 
*' from Darknefs^ and once more enjoying the Light ;** 
and the whole in a moft repentant Strain; which it 
was well for them fell not into Chrifiian Hands. That 
Tyrant anfwered them fomewhatambiguoufly ; " That, 
*' he was at a Lofs to guefs, what Bufinefs (they not 
** being Slaves) could have carried them over into fo 
" Infidel a Country ; but that, in cafe their Lords,- the 
" Algerines^ refafed to receive their Submiffion, his Do- 
" minions were open to all faithful MulJulmans,^' But, 
on fecond Thoughts, they judged they knew them^c;/A 
too well to truft either^ and fo continued where they 
were (tho* fick enough) not failing to fpur up the Spu-^ 

* This, or to the very fame Purport, I have had, vivdvote^ 
from both Spaniards and Moors : Whereby we ftc, thit the lotty, 
fupcrdHous SfMiiard ean d^ub and frnteten as well as another, 
when to hi§ Pur pole. 
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niards at every Opportunity. * What may have been 
the State of tnefe Fugitives, during their twenty four 
If ears Abode in Spain^ as to their Comerjion^ 1 am a 
Stranger to it: But I could never learn, that the B^W- 
Crowns were ever bufy with them at Oran: Nor can 
I gather (as I fomewhere obferved) that any of the 
Cathulic Garifons in Africa (at lealt in thofe Parts of 
that Continent) did ever much deal with MiJJionary yf- 
foflles^ as elfewhere ; as rightly judging, fram the in- 
nate Intrafiability of thofe incurable Pageamr^Hzxtrs^ 
that the leaft^TinSure of fuch a Procedure would in- 
fallibly impede the bringing any Griji to the Temporal 
Miil^ and be of very final I Benefit to the Spiritual one. 
This may fuffice for a Tafte as well of the Conduii^ Oc- 
€onomy^ &a of thefe Oran Spaniards^ as alfo of what 
Advantages were therefrom accruing to ^pain. 

As to what Hand the Englijh are faid to have had in 
the ReduQion of Oran^' &c. twenty tour Years fince, 
it IS in (hort this, as I have often had it in common DiC* 
courfe at Algiers : The Report there went very current, 
that Part of our Fleet appeared before Oran^ when the 
Jlgerines were befieging it, fummoning Marquis Caraffa 
to furrender the City to the Commiffary, then on board, 
fent to demand his Obedience to his prefent Imperial 
Majelly, then 2)on Carlos^ Tercero^ King of Spain: 

^ His klgerine Excellency here informs roe, of the Intercep- 
tion of a Parcel cf their Letters, in a Bark, dirc6^ed to fonie of 
their re{pe6^ive Relations, fpurring them dp to Ijdc with the 
SpansMnis, if they came. But the Bey, who fa w them, was more 
rtaibnablc than to moled any of thoie People on that Score. 
Now I recoilcdi, there were a Crew of Wretches (I think about 
one hundred) whon^ the Turks fent awav to Algiers in Fetters. 
They inhabited a poor Hamlet very near Oran^ and picked up a 
Living by doing the Sfamards Drudgeries. Linked two and two, 
they were employed in foroe Public Woiks, parncuiaily in mend* 
ing the Way over the Mountain AmaL which is the oniy Road the 
Camps can take to go Eaftwtrd ; fome Part o{ which before was 
intolerable^ and h fince again much ijpoiled by the Waters. Its Be- 
ginning is abott( thirty Miles from A'gien, and ends ar Al-Wtyi 
Zeyton, or The River »f Oloji-lfees, about four Hours good 
March* In lefs than a Year, the Tnrh fit thofe poor Dtfiis at 
Liberty. They were called Gix,m 
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On which Condition, the Place fhould be powerfully 
Succoured. All the Anfwer they affirm the uncourteous 
Marquis to have returned is ; " That he would far ra- 
*' ther furrender to 'turks than to Lutherans^'' Upon 
this, add they, the continual Cruifing of Engltjb Men 
of War thereabouts terrified the intended Succours 
from venturing to approach, and finally occafioned the 
Lofs of both thofe Places. Of all which I fay, I know 
nothing but from common Report in Barbary. A far- 
ther Branch of the univerfal Report was, that Robert 
Cole^ Efq; our then Conful (a great Favourite of the 
Jlgerines) was very deep in this whole Affair ; which, 
in Reality, he never much feemed to deny. His ap- 
parent SatisfaQion at all the Turks Succefles, and his 
public Rejoicings when Or an was reduced, were all 
extremely ill taken by the Spanifh FaSion. Doubtlefs, 
that high-fpirited Gentleman, that true Lover of his 
Country, highly ftomached that unworthy, that infolent 
Reply of the zealous Catholic Marquis* But this is un- 
deniable Faft, as our faid Conful's Reverend Chaplain* 
can alfo affirm; That, when he died fome Years after, 
the inveterate Spaniards were fo outrageous, that the 
French Conful f was forced to cane feveral of the 
Slaves of that Nation, before the Corpfe could be got 
into its Grave; they making a furious Clamour to have 
the burning it, or throwing it into the Sea, as a Heretic^ 
and profeffed Enemy to God and the Ifofy Catholic 
Belief,' and which was worfe (^faidfome of them) the 
ihain Caufe of the Lofs of Oran and Mazalquivir^ as 
they elegantly have it. Nor is it lefs true, that Moors 
were hired, for many Days and Nights, to watch the 
Body from being infulted in its very Dormitory. 
True Chirijlian Charity ! Thus much is all I can ad- 
vance, as to the Englip having any Hand in the Spani- 
ards lofing, or not better defending Oran, And as to the 
Benefits our Nation, in particular, reaped from thence, 
while the Algerines were there, it is notorious, that the

Benefits^ 
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Benefits were far from being inconfiderable. It has been 
allowed, that our Armies, and thofe of our Alh'cs, ia 
Spaim mud infallibly have periflied, had they not been 
Supported frgm Barhary ; and Oran is none of the worft 
J5^?r^<jry Corn-Markets. Our Gibraltar and Port-Mabon 
(long may they remain ours) had conftantly a great Por- 
tion of their daily Subfiflence from this very Market. 
But yfhzx. inhances our Obligation to that Place, and its 
latt Owners, was, That no other Nation whatever was 
fufFered to have a Refident there, or indeed any Trade 
at all. The French long urged for a Share in that im- 
portant Commerce ; but, to my^own certain and pofi- 
tive Knowledge, could never obtain even a patient 
Hearing. Indeed, about a Year fince (as I am inform- 
ed by the Algcrine Envoy) they did get thither a Sort 
of -^ent, who, in Requital, has (/> feerns) returned 
the Turks the worft of Offices he could have done them, 
as I fliall prefently obferve. If all this was not fome 
Advantage tolus, in particular, I know what Will be 
counted fuch. But let us draw towards the Conclufion 
of our Conclusion. 

Abdi Bajha^ the prefent 2>ry of Algters (whom one 
of our pleafant Sea-Captains, who faw him not long 
fince, calls his Monoculous Highnefs) has fince May^ 
1724, enjoyed that Dignity, with general Applaufe, 
He is an Old-ftander there, and has gradually pafledthro' 
feveral of the moft important Charges of the Govern- 
ment, particularly Bey or Vice-Roy of the Southern 
Province, and Aga or General of the Arab Cavalry; 
■which latter beneficial Poft he had held fome Years.' I 
doubt whether the Alger ines ever had a Chief fo uni- 
verfally beloved, or fo capable of governing that unruly 
Militia. His Example is good, his Difpofition mild and 
benevolent, yet withal a ftriS Lover of Juftice,and can be 
very ftern upon a proper Occafion : All which good 
Qualities render him very eftimable, even in the Eyes of 
the Natives, who feldom bear any hearty good Will to 
their imperious Matters the Turks. As to his Perfon, 
he is a large-timbered, robuft Man, upwards of Sixty, 
having loll one of his Eyes oy the Small-Pox, and, as 
I hear, continues to wear very well ; which is no Won- 
der 
W 
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dcr among thofc temperate People, who, generally, are 
in Conftitutioii Twenty Years younger than moft £«- 
ropeans. On account of the Lois of his Eye, he always 
went by the Name of KAr (or Blind) Abdi^ according 
to the "Turks Way of Nichnam'tn^. He was ever noted 
for his Efteem of the Englilh preferably to any Chriftian 
Nation : And I may venture to affirm, that the Coaii- 
rry never enjoyed more Peace and Plenty than fince his 
Acceffion. * 

Muftafa Bey^ late Governor of Oraft^ is alfo a na- 
tural Turk. It IS now fome few Months more thaa 
thirty Years, that he was made Bey of that Weftern Pro- 
vince of the Alj^erines^ and refided ztTremlzan till the 
Redufiion of Oran^ which conquered City was ever 
after the Place of his conftant Refidence, where belived 
in abundantly greater Splendor, m every Refped, than 
did his Principals the Deys of Algiers^ who indeed very 
little afFeft the Pageantry of Grandeur. Acquainted well 
with the Difpofition of the Turks^ he would never after 
truft himfelf in their Power, but once, when he ven^ 
tured to Algiers yfiih the Camp, which, I think, was 
the very next Year after Oran was taken. His Lieu- 
tenant * always fupplied his Abfence, in the Camp or 
elfewherc among Turks^ none of whom he would ad- 
mit into his Pretence, otherwife than conduSed by the 
Arms dole held by two of his Guards, and firft 
well ranfacked for ofFenfive Weapons: AH which I 
know to be true. So that we may fuppofe, that if 
he had laid afide his Diffidence and Precautions, he 
would not fo long have enjoyed his Regality, his im- 
menfe Wealth, nor even his Life. At his firft Pro- 
motion (for 1 remember him very well) he leemed 
to be towards Forty : His Stature mean, nothing robuft, 
but very aftive and lively : His Complexion brown, in- 
clining to yellow; his Beard quite black, kept fhort 
cur, with a Pair of Whiskers remarkably large and pro- 
minent. On this very Account, all the Arabs 2ix\i. 
Moors (when out of his Hearing) call him AbouShla^ 

• A very brave experienced KulOglou (ib they term the Sons 
of Turks, born in B^trbary) who has not long been dead.

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gom^ which the Sp^nitrd; have well tra^flated into B^ 
g9ttll9s^ Which we may re-tranflatp into L/W/^./^w^^rj, 
to oblige fuch of our Readers as may not know but that 
Word (to be met with of late in our News- Papers) niay 
be thii old Gentleman's real turhfh, Name. No, his 
*^TRiJh Nickname (and few are without one) is a<i/*- 
^ghn^ which alludes to a certain upright Strut he ufed 
to have (when younger, we may fuppofe) as notb^ing 
filling to lofe any of his Height. And to affure the 
^.unous that this fame Spanip Word Bigotiilos is not 
merely a Nom-de-Guerre now given him by the.modern 
JNcws- Writers, who have Occafion to bring his Name 
in Queftion, I fball produce a Diftic from a Song the 
Oran Spaniards were wont to make themfelvcs merry 
With, while the Algerines were beleagering them :

, aftly rich : He monopolized .. 

moft the whole Commerce of the 0>untry, and carried 
on a very confiderable Trade in the Country Pro- 
dufls with the Chrijiians, but chiefly with the Englifif. 
As Land coft him nothing at all, and Cattle very 
liftle, he is credibly reported to have prodigious Hoards 
of Corn in Matamores under Ground, from the La- 
bour of more than jooo Pairs of Oxen which he year- 
^y ^m. at the Plough. True, he had in his Pay aooo 
KuhOgloMs^ with feveral Hundreds of Negroes^ Rene* 
gadoes^ ^lid Ciriftiam Slaves, moft, if not all of them 
very gallantly cloathed, armed, and mounted : Thofci. 
being his Guards ; and indeed thofe in whom he folely 
confided, I mean, w^th regard to the little Confidence 
he would repofe in the Tmrks; towards whom he al-

Arms Length, But whether the Reuegadoes and Chrif- 
tian Slaves were Guards much to be trufted when the "~ 
Spamsards came, \$ a Matter which will bear quefliOning. 
He was likewife, by his own, his Sons, and l<>mc of 
his Relations Marriages with Daughters of the mod pow- 
erful Sbsekhs^ allied to feveral Arabs and Moors of con- 
fidcrable Confequence in thofe Parts; But even they, 
likp all the World, arc People not always overmuch to 
be Jrufted in Extremities, or depended on in Adverficy, 

Thus have we feen what Oran has been till now, 
And concerning this late eafy Conquell thereof by the 
Catholic Arms, we muft as yet be content with what 
Accounts we have had in the Public Papers, which (ha!l 
not here be repeated, By what I can gather from DijP- 
pourfes with Haj Mahammed^ the Algerine Envoy here, 
who has been fliewn (blrie ptivate Letters from Confuls, 
Merchants, and Captains, (he main Caufes of the Spa^ 
niards unexpeded Succefs are thefe. — T\^t'Dey of Al- 
giers had repeated Intelligcncies from Chrijlindom^ that 
the Spanifh Armament was abfolutely intended againft 
Algiers itfelf ; and accordingly very great Preparations 
were there made to give it a good Reception. Not that 
Oran was negleSed, being always kept extremely weB 
provided with all Neceflaries. The Bey of Oran had 
got together a fine Body of Cavalry to amft at Algiers on 
thefirft Notice; and on the Fleet's Appearance fent a 
Courier to the \Dey, The Spaniards anchored in a Bay 
fomewhat Weft of Al-Marfa,, and the Bej, at the Head 
of about 22000 Men, moilly Horfe, went to receive 
them; but fuch was the Fury of the Artillery from the 
Gal lies, i^c. that he could not impede their landing 
mod of their Troop^^ in tolerable good Ofder. When 
landed, they had an Encounter, in which the Spanijh 
Cannon were of great Service; nor was the Ground fit 
for Cavalry : So that we are to conclude the B;ey wasre- 
pulfed. Tlius ended the firft Day. On the Morrow the 
Chrijtians were on the March, and the Bey was on th« * 
Mountains above them to try what Advantage he could 
make; but could 'not hope to do much Good till rein- 
forced by the Campfroih Algiers (of 6oooTuris and lOOOQ 
Jlf<7or/) which he knew was coming with all Speed. We 
^re to confider, that the Diftance between thofe two Cities 
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is at lead ap Miles; and that thofe Succours marched 
wjthpnly what they had about them, as depending on their 
Magazines at Ora»^ where nothing was wanting. Mean 
while the Spaniards advanced ; and (according to my verbal 
Intelh'gence here) the Bey was counfelled to withdraw 
his Women, i^c. to fome Place diftant from the Noifc 
of an Army, which they had exceedingly magnified. This 
Counfel heunadvifediy took ; and (as fays his Excellency) 
Old Folks being always miferly, he not only .mounted 
his whol^ Female Retinue on Mules, but alfo loaded 180 
Camels with his Trcafureand beft EffeSs. TheTowns- 
People, and Garifons, in the CaAles feeing this, were ia «> 
thegreateft Conlternation; and not thinking it fafe to 
'venture their Lives where their Governor durft not ha^ 
zard h\%lVomen and Money ^ they alfo in a flrange Confu-* 
(ion began to pack up to be gone. Amidftthis Hurry (fays 
hisExctllency) the Fr^«^^ Agent rod(: away to ihtSpun'tJh 
Qencral, telling him how Matters ftood ; and that, " ex- 
•' cept he laid hold on that Opportunity, and made an im* 
" mediate Attack, he would find it very difficult to carry 
" the Place when the Algerine Camp was come. *' Early in 
the Morning the ,Spani/b A^rmy came,and found the Whole 
in a manner empty : r art of it took Poffeflion, while the 
Remainder engaged the iB<ry*s Troops, The Matter of an 
Engiijh Ship, who was commanded on board zS^aniJh 
Man of War he met on the Sea, fpoke with fomc EngU/h 
Mariners in that Service, who told him, " That whatever 
" the Spaniards might give out, they had lolt at leaft 5'00<> 
" Men the very Day they entered Or^ir, and among the 
" reft two whole Regiments of the very beft Troops in the 
*' Army were intifely cut off, viz. one/rf»^A,andavery 
" fine Iri/h Regiment/' It would have been to little Pur- 
pofe for the /llgiers Forces, in th« naked Condition they 
then were, to have continued their hafty March for Oran^ 
when, to their Amaxement, they heard of its being in the 
Enemy's PofTeiiion. I cannot learn, nor indeed luppofe, 
that they returned to jllj^iers; but it ismoft probable, that 
they retired towzrdsMo/iaf^anent^ and fent to Algiers foi^ 
Supply. All the material News we now hear is, that the 
Conquerors are not fufFered to be very quiet ; nor do I 
believe they will befoas long as they keep what they have 
now got. The Embaflador fmtUs at the Talk of adding 
Moflaganem^ Tennez^ andl kwow not what elfe, to their 
Conquefts ; but he lau^hs^ with the u^Qioft Difdain, at 
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the continued Boafts of reinforcing the Army and march- 
ivig'ioi^kc Algiers. He heartily wilhcsthey would do it; 
aU)d I wtfli- them well back again, if they are in earned, 
A« to the reft^ he fays, " That the Turks of Aigiers have 
*' been now for above twenty Years- wallowing in Peace 
^* and Plenty^ and flattered themfelves that none dyirft' 
**' attack them: That this is a Knock on the Pate to make 
"'them open their drouzy Eyes, and- look a little about 
•*■ them: That they arc not fomuch hated by the Natives, 
"' whom they keep in Subjection with Iron Reins, but 
^^ that he is mre the Spamards are much more hated and 
" dciefted;except!tbe,perhaps,byafew Scoundrels, who 
^^* zre ncxihef'Mmffulmam nor dhriftians^ whojfliall be 
*** rooted out from the Earthy even by their own Kindred 
"* the Arabs^ as they ihould have been long fince, and 
**" even all who durft hold' the leaft Communication with 
**- tht Spaffiards ot Oraftybzd it not be^n for the abomina- 
*'^ ble Avarice of their Wettcrn Beys^ who ufed to take 
'*■ annually from-thofei^r^/ two didfcrent Tributes, one to 
^^^ let them fow their Gorn^ and the other to let them reap 
" it; without- which the C^r^i^»j in 0>-<?» could never 
" have fnbfifted; allivhich for the future will be quite o- 
*^ therwife managed: That the other-^r<j^/ were all along 
** prevented bytheB<?yjfromunitmgtotheExterminatioa 
" of thefe misbelieving M&gottmzw^ mencly on thatAc- 
**^ count: That«^»**is not a Land of ftrch Abundance as 
" eafily to fopply a conft&nt Garifon of 8, lo, or 12000 
*'' Soldiers, without which Force the Spaniards fliould 
*' novrfitidit a difficult Matter to hold an Inch of Ground 
" in their Country ; and where particular Care will be 
" taken^ that their Garifon Oiall , from them, havevery 
*** little to feed on but Lead, Stones, Bomb-Shells, t^c. 
** That infallibly the Turks wUl make what Strength 
*' they can poffibly raife, and have a Bout with them> 
** the very fucceeding Year ; when the longed Sword 
" muft carry it, and when undoubtedly there will be 
*^ many broken Sculls on both Sides: That the Algerines 
*' (it is well known) want no Money for fuch Exigen- 
** cies would they but- break open their Hoards: And 
** that'in cafe they are not able to unkennel them in one 
" Campaign, they will lay afide all other Bufinefs, and 
" coop thern up till' they are tired of their Lodgings."

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BEFOREIfinlfli tbb Hiftory(rays our Author, p. ^oo)t 
(hall annex the new Expedition of PbiJif V. K.oPii^tfiik, 
againft Oran ; and I /hall, with as much ExaAnefs as poflible, 
fet down wliatever was tranfafied, during about the Space 
of a Year, as well at the Siege of that Place, as . (ince its 
being reduced by tiie Sfomiards, 

The Algcriites having, in 170^, retaken Oram *, as has 
been obferved, bis Gt lib^/zV Majefty, then imployed inpther 
,Wars, wherewith his Hands were fiill, was conftrained to 
abandon the faid Place to thofe Bi^rbarianSy and fuifer 
them to injoy the Cooqueft with Impunity. But King 
Tbilip y. being determined on recovering this City, .did^ 
in 1 7 9a, arm and equip a ftrong Fleet of warlike Ships, des- 
tined folely for this Expedition, of fuch great Importance to 
the Levantine Commerce and Navigation. 

This Armsda coniifted of twelve Ships of the Line, tw© 
Frigates, as many Gallies, twelve armed Boreas Luengas, 
with ujpward of five hundred Tranfports. All tbefe af. 
fembled SLtAlicante y this Armament's Place of Rendezvous, 
which fet fail, June 15, for Ortf»,- under Conduft of Conde 
I^f^^/ireMrtfr Captain-General of the Naval Forces, dccorn* 
. panied by thefe General Officers : v/^. Conde De Bureta, 
Don Felipe J>upuy ; Conde JOe Zuevegben\ Marquis De 
Berves ; Vifconde Del Puerto, Don Hieronimo De Solis ;

The Wind, after the Fleet*s Departure frdm Alicante-

however^ the Troops could not land, by reafon of the boi- 
fterous Weather. 

. On the 28th, the Spanijh Navy, being in the Middle of 
that Channel, was favored with a fair Wind, which it Jhad 
not injoycd during the Fortnight iince its Departure from 
Aiicantem At fiv^ Leagues Diftance from Otan^tht Admiral 
m^de a Signal for, two Ships oFWar, viz El Conquiflador 
^rA La AndalufUy to detach towards the Left, with fifty 
Traiirports, which carried only a Referve of Barley ^nd 
Straw for the Cavalry ^ and to anchor in the Gulf named ' 
De ArcOy feven Leagues from ^r<?«, that the Moors y apprc- 
hcnfiveof a Defcent in that Quarter, might fend thither 
Part of their Troops, in order to bbftru^ it, and thereby 
weaken themfelves. 

At the fame Tifne, while this Convoy was making 
the heft of its Way, the reft of the Fleet purfued their 
Courfc towards Oran^ and coaficd along, within Gun- 
fhot, from Cape F(?rrtf J to Csipe Falcon^ having conftant- 
ly in ViSw thofe Fronts which the Caftles of Has aUCaJjar^^ 
Santa Cru^y San Gregorio and AhMarfa prefent us with" 
Seawards, none of which Fortreflcs made the leaft Dif-. 
charge upon the Spatiijh Armada* But in the Spaces be- 
tween the faid Caule were to be feen three Incampment$, 
cbmpofed of about; two thoufan4 Tiirh, befide tentbpufan^ 
Moors and Arabs^ whofc Tents lay extcnde4 pv?f *n the; 
adjaceny Eminencies.

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When the Fleet bad pafled Cape faU6n^ which lies Weft 
o? Al'MdTfa dlzKebiry and fcre^ns Shiping from the Can- 
non of that Fortrefs, they caft Anchojr, towards Erening, 
before the Strand there, named Dc las 4gttadaSy about Gun- 
ihotfrom the Shore, and the Italian Tranfport-fhips with 
the Gallics nearer in The A4oors continually held 
pace with the Arrnaia^ but not within Reach of its Artil- 
lery, except a few Troops of their Cavalry, upon wbom 
the i^tfi^/tfrii thought not fit to difcharge. . That fame'E- 
veninj5, Orders were ifiued for landing on the Morrow, 
and thatthe Men-of-War (hould immediately, while there 
was ftill a little Day-light, advance fomew hat nearer the 
Land,to cover the Flanks ai^d fuftain the Operation; which 
was, with the utmoft Exaftnefs, executed by Don ^uan 
tfavarroy Capt. La CafliSay a Si:^ty-g0n Ship, and by Lieut.

Care was taken to convey 
afhore the Pontonjj which were to ferye in the Disbarca« 
tion, and the requifite Signal was given for puting all in 
immediate Execution. Mean while, General Onie Mon-

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with dtfpatcbed away^ with thofe General Officers whe 
were on board La Oflilla: The other Generals, with all 
thofe of the firft Disbarcation, followed them,, without 
Interruption, as clofe as the Boats would allow* 

Thofe who preceded being got aihore, ais Ukewife theit 
immediate Followers, and haftuy fbrnnng their Ranks upon 
the Strand, they advanced up the Mountain to gain its Som* 
mit, in order to leave . the hinderaioft Troops fufiicietift 
Room to land and draw them felves Into Battftl*array. Sucl^ 
as had reached the Mountain's Top Ibeedily prepared theif 
0evaux de Frifcy and, the Generals who came from on board 
Za Caflilla had towed a/hore with them theirs ready made^ 
which Precaution they took by the Advice of Conde Pe 
Vela Fhnda, who was fo fortunate as to be the Very firff 
woo put himfeir under Coverton the Enemy's Ground.

By two after* Noon all the Infantry being got adiore, in 
the fame Order and at like Dillances as had beenobferved 
at d {shirking, Comic yAontemar vrho was already at the 
Armv's Head, gave Orders ; Thaf all the Divi(ions, or 
difperfed Bands of each Corps^ fhould rejoin under thei^ 
proper Banners : That on the firft Line, at the £xtre- 
m^ty of each Wing, fhould be left two Battalions, facing 
the Line's Flanks ; and That, of the other Troops, which 
covered theHank^ down to the Sea (hpre, fhould be formed, 
as a fecond Line, or Body of Referve, three Brigades, 
wlierepf one fhould have it3 Front ;o the Cetiter, aud the 
two others be placed, at equal Diftances, between both 
Flanks of the Line and the hid Brigade of Referve, in the 
Center : all which was, with the greateft Promptnefs 
and Succefs, executed by Marquis De Garcia Real^ Major* 
General of the Infantry, who landed in Company with the 
GeneraliffigK), as his Imploy required. 

The ^hip La Caflittayind her Conforts the two Gal]ies,im- 
ployed their Artillery very fuccesfully whenever anyEnemies 
difcovered themfelves in a Situation proper for fuch Effe^^ ; 
and had there been more Correfpondencc on the Spanijh Ar- 
my's Right, acd the great Ships approached nearer, thole 
2oeo Enemies Horfe wo^ild not have come down on that 
Side : For thofe who we're advancipg on the Lpft-quarter 
difcontinned their Defcent merely by reafon pf the brisk 
Fire, from that Ship and the two Gallies. 

At Noon^ that Day,.Conde Monfemar imparted to 
th^fe Generals, who accommpanied his Excellency, the 
Defign be bad formpd of attacking, towards Evening, the 
Eneriiy, not w^ll recovered from their Fright, in order 
todifconcertthet|i before they could be joined by the cx- 
pe^bed powerful Reinforcements. All voted affirmatively. 
But as the Sea became extremely rough about five hours 
^,ftcv^ one Half of the Cavalry could not be landed, and

On the 30th, that Body of Harquebuficrs, or lAiqueUts 
i^f jfetareoy who were fiatior.ed in the Front of our Lcft^ 
advanced fomewhattoo far up the Mountain, and were re- 
tiring, after they had (hot away aU their Ammunition I 
But being, in their Retreat, furioufly charged by the Moors 
from above, a Party of the Foru^al Regimei^c of Dra- 
goons went f o affift them, but fuffered much thro* the great 
Numbers of Infidels^ who among others killed Captain 
Don Manuel Aparicio. This inienlibly drew the Spaniards 
(in order to fupport their Companions^ to ingage on a 
Ground which (eemed inacceifible even to fuch as werp 
profeffed. Huntfmen. Conde Monuwar^ perceiving, that 
nis Troops were not in a Situation to retire without the 
utmoft Terror, Diforder and Confufion, and without expo- 
iing themfelves to be attacked in the Rear by Multitudes 
of jfritansy a. People juftly formidable to thofe whom they 
have in Purfuit, prudently determined, on making the 
Right of his Army to gain the Summit of that Eminence 
which extended round to the Enemy's Left, and cauiing 
the Center to march in Frort between the Attacks 00 
Right and Left. This Movement on our Right made 
the Enemies give Way ; and before the Spaniards Center 
got near enough to prefsthem, they drew o£F to the Attack 
on our Left, where were the above mentioned inaccefiible 
Precipices. There it was that the Moors charged the 
Walloon-Guard Grenadiers. The reft of our Left- Wing, 
perifhing withThirft and the Fatigue of fuch a long and dif- 
ficult A Icent, were driven back and utterly routed by the 
Fire of their Oppofers, who were at leafl ten to one ; fiixe 
we had affured Intelligence, that the Succors which came 
to them the preceding Night amounted in Cavalry only to 
fourteen thou fand. Certain it is, that the Ground was fuch 
that ours could not make any tolerable Reiiftance againft 
Enemies who withal wanted not Numbers of Foac 
*wbo yan down and climbed up Places which even Goats 
could not eafily have done, had they been put to it ;, Befidc, 
the Mountain-top, which has alfp its Spots of level Ground, 
gave them abundant Advantage over the Ci&r/^/tf;/;* 

Never- 
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. Keverthekrs. the Ship X« C^iUd greatly a/Cded our 
Sp^Ufii^ it inceflandy tiring, with incredible Succe/s, the 
whole » three Hours this Attack lafted, and evea before^ 
when the Enemy advanced to po/Tefs theinfelves of certain 
advantagpous Pofts ; but above all, it did Wonders when 
the /lli»tfr# approaehed.to flank our Grenadiers, who alrea- 
dy had on their Hands but too mueh Work in anfwering 
thofe Vonies thby had in Front : On whUh Occadon «r^ 
found that the (aid Ship*s repeated Cannonading workd 
fuch Efk§t antdn thofe thronj^in^ Jnfielsy that it obliged 
them to rerjLrt With Precipitation^ even long before they 
came within Muskquet-Aot. 

At lengthy towards Noon, the Orenadicrs of our Left 
Wing, com^ianded by Marquis ViSadariat with the Officers 
of theJ^al^^it Guards, and, as is (aid, by M. De Marfillac^ 
got to the Top of that Mounuin which overlooks ^i-ilfar ' 
futd'KeHr. iht Moors^ terrified at this daringAaton, didt 
that very Night abandon Oran and all itsCaftles, five in 
Number, and (lich was their Terror that they left all their 
Baggage a Prey to the Invaders. Three hundred Turhy 
Jiowever,therein Garifon^retired to the Fortrcfs of Al-Mmr- 
ft^ Stuate a League fromOrtfii: But two hundred of them 
ran away, thence and eftaped^on tbeNigbt which intervene! 
the3otb of 3r«fe and the tiofyul^^ notwithfianding.the 
faid Caflle had Provi^onand Ammunition for fix Months 
complete. 

B^ofif^^, the Enemies General^beholding that Day's Ac- 
tion, and obferving with what Intrepidity the Spamjh Gre- 
natters had poflefled themfelves of that Mopntain, faid ; 
^ There was neither Place nor Country able to withflax^ 
«* fuch Men,* And when the iTcncb Cortful asked fomd 
Hfeprs, *^ How they came to qui^ the Mountain ?" They 
teplied ; *^ That it was not Mem^ but rather Devils they 
«< had to deal with ; for of fuch f fiiid they) is the Chriftiam

In OrMHy the ^aniarii found abandoned by the Enemy, 
a hupdred and forty-lix Cannon., a good Number of Mor- 
tar-pieces, and at leaft fifty Shiploads 6i Protifionsi Which 
latter a>ntributed noft a little towards ike Prefervation of 
this Conqueft ; for,frorti the Day of our landins to our en- 
tering Oram^ the Sea would not admit us to bring afliore 
any Thing of Importance, neither in the Port of C?r<f«, not 
in that ot^t Marfa^ where the Approach is much eaiie'r.

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Our SpamiardSythc better to fecure their Conquefi, labored 
wicbout Lofs of Time in the donftriiftion of" new Fortifi- 
cations : And, as the Enemy failed not frequent!/ to detacji 
Parties to difturbour Work-men, Marquis i?e Santa Cru^ 
fending thereof Intelligence to King Philip V. obtained 
from his faid Catholic Majcfiy a fre/h Supply of Troops^ 
which fet ou^ from AHcdnte and Cadi^^ and arrived at OroM 
towards the Clofe ofOflobery 1732 *. 

However, the Infidels undertook the Siege of0r4n, attack- 
ing it in Form, begin ing with Caftle SaHta Cru^ Qor 
MerjejcT^ which commands this Town) with two Armies, 
one conducted by BigtiiUoSy lately Goverr^our of 6*ra», the 
other by the J>ey of Algier'i Son')-. Bigotillos incamped with 
tts Forces on a very lofty^ Eminence, named La Me^teta^ 
diftant only about a ^tufquet-fhot from the faid Caflle. 
Having prepared his Batteries ahd made a wide Breach 
in the Caftle-wair, he would alfo have blown up the other 
Side of that Demi^'Baflion where he had opened the Breach ; 
but his Labor was ineffeftual, fince Miners were not able 
to penetrate that folid BLock his whereon iflands the iaid 
Baftion. At length, finding all his Efforts proved fruitlefs, 
he made fevera) Attempts to fcale the Wal)s : But fo far, 
was he from fucceeding, that he was fhamefully repulfed^and 
lolt upwards often thou (and of thofe Troops be commanded. 

Mean while, thei^^Ai/b GarifoR in Ca(k\e Santa Cru^^ 
confifting only of ^coMen wasconfiderablydiminiflied by 
thefe Attacks 5 and wanting every Thing, murt haVc been 
obliged to furrender, had. not Marquis Santa Cru^y who 
forefaw all, put Chevalier Wcg^n at the Head of a De- 
tachment, compofed of feveral Companies of Grenadiers, 
with fome Troops of Horfe. This Officer wax joined by 
a numerous Convoy of Ammunition and Eatables \ and

Before this Detacbment left the Town, Marquis 5tfjff4r 
Cnt^, linoni Fort Sam lvJife,caa(ed to be nude a fa He Attack* 
upon the knemies Battery, on tbe Right of their other In* 
campment, commanded by the Dey fik Algi€r*% !>od, in order 
to draw thither the Forces of £^ft//I s,aadangaard his Poll 
on the Leit. During the continoal tire of this fei.^ned At- 
tack, Chevaiier Wcgam^ commanding Colonel of tbe De- 
tachment, ordered four Companies of Grenadiers to advarce 
on that Declenlion of the Monntain between Caftles5Vf<f 
jSregorh and Samu Cra^^ tofiopthe Progrefs of thofe who 
firom above might attempt to intercept tbe Convoy. He 
also ient away two other Companies, to poll them (elves un- 
der that Rock which is beneath the latter of thofe Caflks, 
which done, he marched, with the reft of his DetaehmenC 
in Battel-array, op to tbe Brink of that deep Valley (which 
the S^muardsc^U Ei Bmmuo and where the Tmrks and Moors 
ufuafl> lay in Ambofli) ranging his Front all alang*that le- 
vel Eminence. The Head of the Con voy ha ving, by feven. 
in the Mfiming, reached Caflfe San$A Oruxj fome Compa- 
nies of that Gariibn fallied out to reinforce the Convoy^ 
potting tbemielires under the Cannon of tbe Demi-Baftion 
which made fo continued and violent aFire,tbat the Enemy 
was thereat greatly terrified ; and had Chevalier 19^-cgan 
been permitted to exceed Marquis Samfti Cru:(% Orders^ nd 
piais that Valley,it was not doubted but he might have driven 
them from their lotrenchments, and thrown their Batteries 
down the Precipices. But that General had no other View 
than CD fiiccour the Calite, without £irt her Riique. 

Mean while the Enemy, finding we G^fered not^tocrofs 
the Valley, returned and planted their Standard, as in De- 
fiance, and there infued,for a whole Hour, a perpetual Ffr* 
i.jg or Smalt-arms, which took off a rhoufand. or twelve 
hundred Isfifk *.

Finally, that General, after haviKg fiiftained di- 
vcrfe Difcharges of the Caftle's Artillery,' withdrew and 
fhelcered himielf behind the Rocks which are helow that 
Fortrefs, whence were fent anong them (tich Sboweraof 
Bombs that thofe hipdels were icSn forced to retire, and 
re-a(cend towards their own Batteries, one of whofe Great* 
itiot wounded a Spsatijh Officer, and quite eerered over liitlf 
Puft Chevalier IVtg^n, 

About nine that Forenoon all th^ Beafts of Burdea whkli 
brought the Provif7pns, tfr. were unloaded, and being ready 
to return, the Cavalry of the Detachment drew up in Order 
of Battel towards the Marine, to fuftain certain Conpaniet 
4>f Infantry not far difiant. In this Sutton Cheralier IVo^ 
jfM received a Muffiuet-ihot which obliged him to with* 
draw, leavii^ ike Command to Marquis De TurbiBj^y his 
Licutenant.Colonel. Near the Rock of Caftle SMHtaCrm^ 
were left 3 Companies of Grenadiers, whereof 6 were to en^ 
fer tliat Fortrefs^and the others return to Cframwith the reft 
of our Detachment. The Cavalry, by a mifcomprehend* 
ed Order, drew off too foon, and were no longer in a Sitwt* 
Slop to {iiccor tbem ; infomucch that thofe ^^ ompanies tverf 
Conftrained to'quit their Foft and retire to ConAifipn, thrt^ 
iinder the Cannon of .S^VuCrnf, and the others towards the 
}ittle Fort at the Marine. A Captain of the Regiment of 
3e/jf> Dragoons, named Chevalier Pe Wtlt^^ inrr^d at 
feeing the Imfiddu g^lbping Op and down the Plain with 
Impunity, advanced at the Head of thirty of his Dra- 
goon^, held* them fome Time in Play, and^fter kiflipga 
l^reat Number of ^henii and lofiag half his Folbwe^s, be 
retired in good Order.

Bat on their Arrival at 0t 
rmr'f no A^erine Fleet was to be found, thoTe Poltronsy 
tfao' ftronger and more numerous, Kaving beiaken themfelve^ 
to Flight, and .got a good Diftance fh>m that Coaft *. - It' 
was on this Occa£on that they made Prize of feveral Ships 
ly^longing to divcrie Nations, under Pretext, that they were 
conveying Provitions, 0c, to'thefiarifon of Oram 

Some Days after, the Moors^ being reaiTemhled, feized a 
PoA of very great Iniportanee to cutoff all Coinmurficati* 
on between thc^Cafli^ and Orak : But as the faid Poft is not 
fer from the Marine, fome Spanijh Ships of War, from ^- 
lieamfCy fired their Broad- (rdes upon thefe Barbarians, and 
obliged tbem to retire. At the fameJun^ur^Marq. Sanur 
Crttq being informed, by a Deferter froiii the Enemy*s Camp^ 
that they bad but very indifferent Gunners, and were in 
great Want of Ammunition, f that General detertnined on 
attacking them in their Intrenchments, and obliging them 
to raife the Siege. 

In order thereto, on the 21ft. of 'November y 17^2, the 
Sfanifi) GariCbn fallied from tfra«, drove the Enemies firom 
their Frenches, filled them up and took their Cannon, Ne- 
yertbelef- thofe Infidels being rallied. Marquis Santa Crux 
made PreparatH)rs to fall upon them in their Camp. But 
this General paid ^ery dear for his fo'gcnerouily undertak- 
ing this brave Exploit : For, fillying oat tb fuccor- the.- 
IlfptAcl^ment whith he badfenj^againibthe Moors ^ and whom 
thofe Infidels had routed, he received in theThigh aMufquet-^ 
ihot whereby he was brought down from his Horfe, which' 
galloped off. Immediately he was furfounded by five or 
(ix Moors^ who plundered him of what he had vaitiable.

liberal Promifes to them if they treated him with.Humani-

This Regiment then drew up 
in Battel-array and faced the advancing y«^ie/f^ whom 
by three Difcharges made upon them. they oh jigfd to re^ 
tire with Lofs; which greatly favored the Retreat of our 
Spamardsy to whom the fiid Regiment ferved lor a Rear- 
guard. 0|i this Occafion, the CbriflUns lofi. about two 
thoufand Men *j and of the Enemies fell near four thou&nd. 

The Moort^ having raifed their Siege, withdrew to ^ 
League's Didancefrom their laft Incampment, at^d wehad 
Room to believe they de(igne4co march quite away. This 
Retread left our Sf<iniaris 9X Liberty to proceed in their 
new Forti&iitions they were adding to Oran and its Ca- 
ftles. A few Montis after (¥eb, 6. 1733 J four Companies 
of Grenadiers, commanded out to cover thofe who were cue- 
ing Wood at the Foot of that Mountain we cMZaMs-

Mean vASk B^itilhs was advanced with ten Btoners^ 
and had ranged Mtniklf in Order of Battel oppofite to the 
Front of our People at Work, Our chief Commander, 
with the Gorernor of Caftle Jkiii4 Ctu^^ having efpted 
Mm, lent each of them a CteUchment to intercept him, dne 
on the Mountain-fide, the other towards the deep Valley 
termed BmrMe0\ Bat Byatrffii, on this Movement, ha^- 
Or withdftw, joined the Grois of his Troops, and betook 
liimfelf to Flight.

After this Attsmf t the it^ieUUy^txitt till the 19th of 
'jftrA»t733f ^^^hen t^ey drew towards thole who were work- 
ing on the new Fortifications of CaAles Sun Andres and 
S^FeUpel But two Companies of Grenadiers, pofted at 
the Foot 1^ Mountain Lm Me^eta^ dlicof ering the Enemy's 
Van-cuard, charged them ; but, on finding the Numhei^ 
tfT Imiels to he very greats ratiied from their Station, 
^hichwasprefaitly poflelfed by a Detachment of Enemies: 
But Marfiis nt^^rimy Commander of the ^aljl 
Troops^ inltantlv fent out tea other Companies, who drover

At thh fame Junfture, the Mibafs afcended one of tboie 
Eminendes which eommand the (aid Valley, and by their 
tontinua! firing obliged our J>#«larrfxto quit dittPttft; But 
Marquis mgd^ias, without laSsg Ti«e» l4iif»Atcte4 jway 
a Reinforcement of fcvcn Companies of Grenadiers, four 
others oi»kfi$n and ;9^^ Guards, one fromtheflegi- 
akit of iJMM^ with tsrofiom dftt ^ilifmfU, &« which 
^ aivaflcmg 
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advanced up, fo warmly plied chofe above, that Aey were 
loon routed. 

: Thereupon the whole //f|Iie/ Army thereaboMts, compofei 
of nine cbouiand Foot and two thoufaad Horfe, advanced in 
Order of Battel zgaLinlk xAtv Sfdni^dsi But our Cbriftiams 
went and pofted themfelves under the Cannon of Caftles 
Sam Andreas and Sam Felipe t and drew the Eneiny withia 
Iialf Mufquet-fliot of thofe Fortrefies, where they fufiered 
extfemely by the repeated Vollles of Great and Small Shot. 
The Fire of thefe Caftles obliged the Moors to retire, no^ 
without a very confiderable Lofs, apd prevented their 
attacking the Sp$nif^ Cavalry, which was pofted near 
^aftle Sdn Anireas with DeHgn to di;aw them within the 
Reach of its AVtillery. ' In this A^kion the Enemy loft pear 
three thou&nd Men, ezclufive of the wounded^ whofe 
Number was exeeeding great. On cxir Side were killed only 
three Officers and fe yen Soldiers, with about eighty other^ 
wounded. 

Some time after, the Infidels made a fse/h Attempt, with 
a View offeizing the BalHon belonging to 0ram^ on the Side 
of tfre *, AVhich they feverjal times in vain attacked. In 
order thereto, they ft^nt a conGderable petachment into 
the Valley of the ¥ untaim and «the,Paft named De los P(h 
^ueloSf ^or of theJTei/i. 'Marquis Pe ViUadariaSj on his 
Side, m^dle a Sally on the Moors, dctatching withal fome 
Grenadiers, Voluntiersand Pragoons/to charge the Enemy 
in Flank \ and ten Companies marched a different Way^ to 
flank then^ alfp on the oppoiite Quarter. At the Signal 

fiven by our General, from Caftle San FeUfe, the Grena- 
iers and Voli^^tiinrs began the Onfet with fuch Warmth 
aid Vigor, that they put the Moors to Flight, forcing them 
to the Eminence jud by Modntain Za Me^eta; and then 
the Spanifb Dragoons continued preffing on them with the 
Jike Ardor, and obliged them to aicend the Mountain, 
where the Difpuce was long and very violent i But the //»- 
jiiel Army being .come to fuccor their Detachment, our 
poniards retired under the Proteilion of Caftle San Andreas. 
The Enemy, with their whble united force, having had 
the Precaution to keep their l^roops clofer than in )>receding 
Attacks, purfued them: But the Caftle's Fire was.fo vto^
